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FOREWORD 


This volume is the first in a series documenting what has been gleaned about 
the lives and descendants of some of the pioneer families among the early 
settlers in a certain small area of DeKalb County, Indiana. This refers spec- 
ifically to the settlement in the southeastern corner of the county near the 
towns of St. Joe, Newville, and Spencerville which became commonly known as 
Coburn's Corner, Coburn Corners or, more frequently, Coburntown. Never hav- 
ing had any commercial enterprise, Coburntown wasn't qualified to be a 
"town.'' Its only buildings over the years have been an early one-room school, 
a permanent church, and the Homer Abel homestead residence. However, the 
Coburntown designation remains in common use today. As one will perceive 
from this work, the heart of the Coburntown community is the church there 
which embraced members of all of the families documented in these volumes. 


It must be stated in all fairness that the research behind this work was not 
begun with the objective of providing such a record. Actually, it came about 
as the result of an effort to establish a personal genealogical background 
which involved a number of different family lines among the early settlers in 
the Coburntown area. Typical of the times and conditions that favored court- 
ships close to home, the subsequent intermarriages produced complex relation- 
ships to the degree that disentangling the Coburntown families after a period 
of more than 125 years can be likened appropriately to unraveling "a can of 
worms." 


As members of the various family lines ultimately drifted away to new front- 
iers or other pursuits, an attempt has been made to garner information about 
such branches for this record. It is inevitable that traces of many vanished 
over the years. Or after such long separation, their descendants sometimes 
have no interest and will not respond to inquiries. Therefore, the final 
data is admittedly neither complete nor perfect. However, it is extensive 
enough that it obviously deserves to be made into a formal record for poster- 
ity to benefit others now having an interest and the future generations wish- 
ing to learn about their forbears. 


Once the decision was made to undertake this project, there was a problem in 
how it should be approached because of compelling historical concerns and bio- 
graphical material and the fact that the genealogical content necessarily must 
start with the pioneer families and their descendants without belaboring the 
issue of their antecedents. However, where there exists a published geneal- 
ogy or facts are known about antecedents in a specific family line, suitable 
reference is made herein to identify the progenitor and the path of descent. 


The Coburntown community is a uniquely-constituted area deserving more than a 
casual review to recognize its impact upon DeKalb County history. In this re- 
gard, the author has no specific qualification as a historian and can only 
humbly submit his version of such content. 


In the formal history books and records of the DeKalb County Historical Society 
will be found an excellent account of DeKalb County from the earliest days 


including a wealth of biographical material, much of which was prepared as 
early as 1859 from first-hand references. Vivid stories are recorded about 
the primitive circumstances encountered by the early settlers and some of 
their rather frightening experiences while gaining a foothold in the wilder- 
ness and establishing a home there. Such tales provide informative and 
interesting reading from which the rugged character of the pioneers is read- 
ily self-evident but it is inappropriate to repeat such information here 
except those instances that apply directly to the Coburntown community. 


The later historical development of government, judicial, civic, financial, 
military, religious and other strategic forces within the county all have 
been aptly and fairly presented within the reasonable confines of space in 
such history books. 


If some of the material in this work appears to encroach upon the domain of the 
historians, it is done apologetically and in the context that history without 
people would be geography while a record of people without historical and bio- 
graphical content necessarily would be genealogy in its strictest, and driest 
form. This record never would have been compiled if it had to be limited to 
the genealogical discipline alone. 


The scope of the genealogical data is too broad to enable all of the family 
lines to be encompassed in one volume, which necessitates a series of books. 
It should be noted, too, that because of the intermarriages, information for 
some families is duplicated within the respective genealogical records. A de- 
gree of redundancy appears to be unavoidable if the information for each fam- 
ily is to be kept reasonably intact or as complete as deemed necesssry to 
facilitate reference by interested parties.

INTRODUCTION 


Many different circumstances contributed to the continued westward movement of 
pioneer families during the opening of new frontiers in our country. Some 
simply felt that the eastern states were becoming over-crowded and they should 
seek new homes where there was ample room for all with a spirit of adventure 
and a willingness to put forth the effort required to carve out a new home in 
the wilderness. Perhaps the over-riding cause, however, was the opportunity 
for economic gain; leaving established homes, farms, and businesses, usually 
sold at some profit, and acquiring new homestead property at little or no 
monetary cost but offset by the deprivation and physical struggle to conquer 
the land and construct dwellings, usually an initial crude log home later re- 
placed with larger and more comfortable quarters as the settlers prospered. 


The region of the first national territory in the United States was the North- 
west Territory (or Old Northwest as it was generally known) which included the 
area about the Great Lakes and between the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, com- 
prising the present states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and part of Minnesota. In 1800, the western portion was split off as the In- 
diana Territory with the capital at Corydon in 1813. In 1802, the eastern 
portion was sufficiently populated to become the State of Ohio and this broke 
up the Northwest Territory. Indiana achieved statehood in 1816 and Indianap- 
olis was laid out as the capital which was moved from Corydon in 1824/1825. 
However, Vincennes, formed in 1735, is recognized as the first permanent settle- 
ment in present Indiana. 


Inasmuch as the waterways were the broad, smooth highways of the pioneers, it 
was natural then that the earliest homestead settlers during the late 1700's 
and early 1800's, many from Virginia, in the area that was to become the State 
of Indiana, took up land along or near the shore of the Ohio River. So when 
Indiana achieved statehood, nearly all of the State's population was concen- 
trated in the lower half. Ensuing development of the earliest roads, canalways, 
and later railroads during most of the first half of the nineteenth century 
occurred in the southern part of the State which encouraged further growth of 
the population there. 


Some may wonder why the settlement of DeKalb County and other areas in the nor- 
thern part of Indiana seems to have occurred at such a relatively late date. 

It was ten years after Indiana became a State that the first settler penetrated 
the area that was to become DeKalb County and ten more years before it was 
voted in 1836 to establish the County of DeKalb, there then being only about 

30 settlers within the entire county. 


The northern half of Indiana at that time was relatively inaccessible. There 
were few stretches of rivers running in a westerly direction. Land was so 
heavily forested and wild that the pioneer faced not only the real dangers 
of the raw frontier but also was confronted with the tremendous physical task 
of conquering and clearing the land, building a home, and establishing a farm. 
Indians, mainly of the Pottawattomy and Miami tribes, still were living there 


in large numbers with many encampments and pursuing their primitive ways 
which presented an element of fear to the would-be settler and his family. 


The 1885 History of DeKalb County, Indiana provides an excellent account of 
the natural elements and physical conditionsencountered by the early settlers. 
This volume contains illuminating stories of events that were experienced by 
the pioneers, mostly as related personally to Rev. Samuel Widney and reported 
by him in a series of first-hand articles printed in 1859 by the newspaper at 
Auburn, Indiana. These stories vividly present the stark nature of pioneer 
life in DeKalb County and they certainly make most interesting and recom- 
mended reading. 


Aside from the above, this same History of DeKalb County contains an outstand- 
ing collection of biographical material concerning citizens that resided in 

the various townships. And in view of the contemporary origin of the biog- 
raphies, the authenticity and interesting content of this material is quite 
impressive. Therefore, the biography of each of the Coburntown settlers avail- 
able from this source is duplicated verbatim where his family data is recorded 
in this series of volumes. It is hoped that the descendants will enjoy the 
accounts and appreciate the thoroughness of the historian in collecting the 
information at that early date. 


However, nowhere is there any emphatic record concerning the effect of the Great 
Black Swamp upon the relative slowness in the settlement of upper Indiana and 
particularly DeKalb County. It is the author's opinion that surely this natural 
obstacle must have played an important part in deterring those settlers who may 
have wanted to establish homesteads and seek to improve their fortunes in this 
section of northern Indiana. While the Swamp usually is associated with north- 
western Ohio and indeed the bulk of it lies there, it also extended into Ind- 
iana with its westernmost tip reaching nearly to Fort Wayne in Allen County. 


It is believed that the Swamp presented such a formidable element that it af- 
fected settlement of the Coburntown community and other areas of DeKalb County 
to the extent that a separate brief chapter is warranted to adequately des- 
cribe its character and scope and the efforts expended to overcome it. 


A large number of the early settlers in DeKalb County, and especially those who 
settled in or near the area we identify as the Coburntown community, came to 
Indiana from Trumbull County, Ohio, the largest entity within the Western Re- 
serve until broken up in 1845 to form additional counties. Their pathway to 
Indiana in a direct westwardly direction placed before them the entire length 
of that most-inhospitable Black Swamp. The fact that the Maumee River ran 
through the Swamp was of no benefit because the water flowed from west to east 
and the rapids located near Fort Defiance in Ohio were not navigable. These 
settlers were compelled to find their way past the Black Swamp on one side or 
the other rather than try to go through it. 


Not all of the settlers came from Trumbull County however. There also was a 
contingent of families from Ashland County, Ohio. It is not known what promp- 
ted these people to come to DeKalb County, Indiana but it appears that they 
must have been neighbors or acquaintences in Ohio because they arrived in 


Indiana during a narrow time span. The path from Ashland lay along the south- 
ern edge of the Black Swamp and offered no great hardship until it became 
necessary to breech the frontier into northeastern Indiana with its dense for- 
est and wet lands. It is presumed that these families skirted the western 
edge of the Black Swamp near Fort Wayne and then made their way up the St. 
Joseph River or via Indian trails into the area that was to become DeKalb 
County. 


Other settlers were from random points of origin and apparently relocated on 
an individual basis so their arrival presents no pattern of movement. 


It appears that a majority of the early settlers in DeKalb County shared the 
same ambition to acquire good land at a low cost in order to better their econ- 
omic lot in this new frontier. 


Another development of great significance occurred in the very beginning of 
the settlement of the Coburntown community which ever since has influenced 

the social life of its residents and specifically the religious element of 
their existence. It is perhaps coincidental but when DeKalb County was estab- 
lished in 1836 there also was established at about the same time in the Coburn- 
town community the first formal church in the county. And to these settlers, 
their religion was a primary force in the fact of daily living much the same 
as it was perceived by the earliest arrivals in America dating from the time 
of the arrival of the pilgrims seeking religious freedom. In the beginning, 
this new church had no regular meeting house but met each week in the home of 
one of the members of the congregation. Nevertheless, the church maintained 
an organization and formal records were kept continuously from its formation. 


We are fortunate in having available copies of two presentations concerning the 
history of the Coburntown church, the first having been prepared by John F. Co- 
burn for presentation on February 17, 1876 at a "reunion" (his word for the 
celebration of the 39 year period that the church had been in existence) and 

the second by Walter H. Coburn in 1937 on the occasion of the church centennial 
service. These two papers provide a much more coherent story about the church 
and its congregation than could be written by anyone else and they are dupli- 
cated in their entirety for this reason. It will be readily apparent why the 
church is such a significant element in this project to document the descendants 
of the early settlers, most of whom held an active position within the church on 
some date. It is self-evident why the crossroads location of the church erected 
in 1860 became known as Coburn's Corners, or simply Coburntown. 


The original church structure was enlarged at least two times over the years and 
continued to serve the congregation until 1978 when ground was broken for a new 
building. Much sadness greeted this action but good judgment necessitated the 
decision to build a new church. Many parts of the old building were purchased 
for sentimental reasons and to net funds which could be applied against the in- 
debtedness of the new building program; even the bricks were carefully salvaged 
and suitably prepared for sale as mementos of the beloved old building which had 
touched the lives of so many people in the area, having been the site of so very 
many baptisms, marriages, and deaths while fulfilling its purpose as a house of 
religious worship. 


The beautiful new building, with emphasis on function and not adornment, pro- 
vides badly-needed additional rooms and interior space and also is set back 
from the crossroads where the location of the original building had come to 
present a hazard due to modern vehicle traffic. It was most fitting that Rev. 
Walter H. Coburn, then 83 years old, could be present to address the crowd 
attending the dedication service held on June 24, 1979. 


HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 


In a book written to document genealogical data, it is the author's view that 
certain features are required to facilitate its use. The first of these is an 
easily understood numbering system that will make it convenient to follow the 
line of descent through the various generations. Secondly, there must be a 
comprehensive index of family names and given names with page numbers for easy 
reference. And finally, the format must be consistently uniform and "readable" 
so as to avoid confusion while simultaneously presenting both genealogical 
data and biographical material of substance. 


Numbering. For each family line, it is necessary to name an individual who 
will constitute Generation One. In this series of books, Generation One will 
in most cases be the pioneer settler who came to the Coburntown area of DeKalb 
County although this is an arbitrary selection depending upon circumstances. 
All descendants thereafter will be numbered consecutively (2, 3, 4,etc.) In- 
formation for each family line will be grouped into Generations; that is, those 
children that married and had families of their own will be identified with a 
plus (+) sign and appear in the next designated generation. For other children 
all known information is given where their names are listed under the parental 
data. 


As a further aid to the reader, there is given, immediately following the number 
and name of each descendant in the subsequent generations, in parentheses the 
names of direct ancestors back to generation one. 


It must be called to attention that the numbers assigned in this series of books 
have no relation to the numbering system used in a formal genealogy which has 
been published for any of the family lines with which we are concerned. It is 
desirable where such genealogies exist to identify the ancestral connection and 
extend our knowledge of the family lines. However, it is not practicable to con- 
trive an extension of the numbering system used in the formal genealogy. 


Indexing. While each volume in this series of books deals with several family 
lines, a common index applies. A sincere attempt is made to include all names 
and every page number where each name appears even in those cases where a name 
may be found in more than one family line (typical of an intermarriage). 


Format. It is the plan to detail all of the genealogical data immediately fol- 
lowing the assigned number, name and ancestral information for each of the 
respective descendant entries. This will include statistics such as dates of 
birth, marriage, and death as well as a listing of all of the children. Then 
there is given whatever biographical information may be available for each of 
the subject descendants and possibly notations extracted from obituaries or 
other source documents. 


In the case of biographical material taken from the 1885 History of DeKalb 
County or similar volumes, family statistics may be repeated or variations 
observed and such information is recorded herein without comment to preserve 
the verbatim character of the account. 


Certain kinds of information are used repeatedly and appear so frequently 
throughout the genealogical and biographical material that simple abbrevia- 
tions are used as a conservative measure. Some commonly used abbreviations 
are used (for instance, the designations for States) which should present no 
problem. Other abbreviations are itemized below so they can be readily 
identified wherever they appear. The number of such abbreviations has been 


kept to a minimum to facilitate use of the volume and avoid confusion.

THE GREAT BLACK SWAMP 


The following account is drawn chiefly from information 
contained in a series of issues of the NORTHWEST OHIO 
QUARTERLY published in 1953 by the Historical Society 
of Northwestern Ohio. (CEB) 


The Black Swamp is no more, but until it was drained late in the nineteenth 
century it was a feature to be contended with by all who sought to settle in 
or travel through northwestern Ohio. Soldiers during the War of 1812, and 
afterward immigrants to Michigan and northern Indiana were unwilling wit- 
nesses to its terrors. 


Swamp and marsh land of varying degrees of wetness covered nearly all of 
northwestern Ohio, which may be defined as that area lying north of the 
Treaty of Greenville and west of the old Connecticut Reserve. 


The Black Swamp, an irregular strip about thirty miles wide, lying parallel 
to the east bank of the Maumee River from Lake Erie southwest to New Haven, 
Indiana, was some 1,500 square miles in extent. It was the largest swamp in 
northwestern Ohio, and with respect to the westward tide of settlement, lay 
in the most obstructive position. 


More specifically, the Black Swamp is that portion of the lake plain of north- 
western Ohio which at the time of settlement was nearly one continuous region 
of standing water or so wet as to ooze water when walked upon in all seasons 
except the very driest. Where occasional discontinuous sand ridges and rock 
outcrops rise above the general level of the terrain and comprise relatively 
dry and well-drained land, they have been included as part of the Black Swamp 
because their extent is not great enough to interrupt the overall continuity 
of the swamp land. On the other hand, where there are major interruptions in 
the terrain such as continuous beach ridges or moraines beyond which only a 
few scattered sloughs and swales are to be found such sloughs and swales have 
not been included as part of the Black Swamp. In many cases the swamp bound- 
ary is, indeed, difficult to determine with great accuracy, and a line has 
been drawn midway through the zone of doubt. The area of the morass varied 
seasonally as well as annually with changes in precipitation; consequently 
various observers have assigned various dimensions to it. 


The name, Black Swamp, did not come into general use until the War of 1812 
when the strategy of Hull's and Harrison's armies required a large number of 
soldiers to pass through the morass. Prior to 1812 the Black Swamp had been 
generally avoided by white man and Indian alike. Nevertheless, it could not 
be entirely avoided, for it lay athwart the Great Trail, the principal route 
from the more populous East to Detroit. 


Nothing breeds fear like the unknown, and so it was with the Great Black Swmap. 
The venturesome traveler or immigrant who dared to contest the character of 
this place faced such a challenge. First, there was no road nor trail that 
could be followed. Trees marked by others provided no sure way and one easily 
became lost with little chance in the dense forest of maintaining a given dir- 
ection of travel, all the while slogging along in water often hip-deep.

Night-time was especially worrisome because no high ground could be found 
for a camp and there was no choice but to make the best of the conditions 
that existed wherever the traveler happened to be at nightfall. And since 
this was true virgin forest, the wild animals living there produced dread- 
ful, frightening sounds during the night-time that wore on the nerves of the 
party, particularly the women, to the breaking point. There also was the 
ever-present fear of Indians known to inhabit the area. Those who traversed 
any part of the Black Swamp told vivid stories of their experiences, ex- 
agerated no doubt by the terror of things unknown as bred in the imagina- 
tion; all of which continually added to fear of the area and discouraged 
others from trying to negotiate its vast reaches. 


Let us examine some of the history of the Black Swamp. 


The diary of David Zeisberger, a Moravian missionary who traveled through 
northwestern Ohio and southwestern Michigan in 1761-82, provides an early 
description of the Black Swamp and the lake plain of which it was a part. 
He writes, after leaving the Sandusky River for Detroit in October, 1781, 
of the "deep swamps and troublesome marshes," the many miles "where no bit 
of dry land was to be seen, and the horses at every step (wading) in the 
marsh up to their knees..." The thirty to thirty-five mile trip from the 
Sandusky to the Maumee had taken Zeisberger two and one-half days. A later 
entry in his journal describes the flatness of the country; the many miles 
of plain "on which nothing grows except long grass;'' the similarity to 
"land near the seashore, which is flooded and never becomes dry;" and the 
woody land "...not so much flooded...yet wet and swampy." Zeisberger also 
noted the clayey nature of the soil, "which is one reason why the water re- 
mains standing," and the dominant vegetation of "beech-swamp or ash, linden, 
elm, and other trees such as grow in wet places;" even many oak groves were 
to be seen. The whole district was used by the Indians only for hunting, 
and the game was not very plentiful, he continues "on account of the wet." 


In 1794, the armies of General Wayne marched along the Auglaize and Maumee 
Rivers on an expedition which culminated in the defeat of the Indians at the 
battle of Fallen Timbers and in the Treaty of Greenville. Prior to Wayne's 
campaign there was a trading post at the confluence of the Auglaize and the 
Maumee on the present site of Defiance, Ohio. There were several French and 
English families at the post and some Indian villages nearby. Near the 
rapids of the Maumee on the east bank of the river there was an English trad- 
ing post. 


Mail service between Detroit and Pittsburgh was begun about 1804 via Cleve- 
land, replacing the Cincinnati-Detroit route which had run in the red during 
its entire operation. At first it was attempted to send mail to Detroit from 
Cleveland by water, but this was given up "on account of the storms which 
made Lake Erie frequently impassable."" There were practically no roads, 
bridges, nor ferries much of the way, and the mail carriers were often ob- 
liged to swim their horses. 


The Port of Miami and Lower Sandusky (Fremont) were the only white settle- 
ments in northwestern Ohio at the outbreak of the War of 1812. There were 
no roads, only Indian trails. The total number of whites in thls vast area 
probably did not exceed 400 compared to an Indian population estimated at 
330007 
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The War of 1812 focused the nation's attention on a region hitherto but 
little known. For the first time large numbers of Americans were to see 
for themselves just what the wilderness of northwestern Ohio was like. 


Campaign strategy called for the control of Lake Erie and the recapture 

of Detroit which, in turn, meant that troops had to be deployed in north- 
western Ohio and supply lines maintained. Those who knew that the soldiers 
had to pass through a wilderness before they could reach Detroit did not 
know that the wilderness was mostly a "frightful swamp" which defied the 
passage of packhorse and wagon alike. Water transportation also was diffi- 
cult, The streams were crooked, often too shallow for loaded boats, and 
sudden cold would freeze them. 


The soldiers, like others before and since, wrote letters home recounting 
their experiences and complaints in especially descriptive terms. One of 
these terms was that used to describe the vast morass lying between Sandusky 
and Maumee Rivers -- the Black Swamp. An entry to the journal of Robert 
Lucas dated June 19, 1812 contains probably the first recorded reference to 
the Black Swamp by that name. By common usage the name later was expanded 
by many to the Great Black Swamp. 


The first road through the swamp was the trace cut by Genral Hull's army when 
they marched to Detroit from Urbana, Ohio. The trace was the width of a 
wagon track and pushed through some of the worst morasses in northwestern 
Ohio. Hull's route coincides for the most part with the modern U. S. High- 
way 68, passng through or near the towns of Kenton, Findlay, and Bowling 
Green. 


Once established, Hull's trace was used sporadically throughout the war, but 
its use always involved hardships as did the use of the other war routes in 
northwestern Ohio. The stories of travel along Hull's trace abound with such 
phrases as a "thick and almost trackless forest;"..."in many places a perfect 
swamp;" ...''man and horse had to travel mid-leg deep in mud;" and..."the mud 
was ankle deep in our tents." 


General Harrison said, '...two trips from M'Arthurs blockhouse (near Kenton), 
our nearest deposit to the Rapids, will completely destroy a brigade of pack- 
horses." Of conditions between the Sandusky and Maumee Rapids, the general 
complained; "A swamp of 30 miles intervenes to which there is nothing to be 
compared even in this generally swampy country. It is at this moment nearly 
half-leg deep in mud and water." 


By 1820, many of the newly created counties in northwestern Ohio remained un- 
organized for lack of population. The unorganized counties were attached to 
neighboring counties whose population was sufficient for them to have been 
organized. Thus, in 1820, six counties, comprising almost the entire Black 
Swamp and most of northwestern Ohio were temporarily under the jurisdiction 
of Wood County. The 733 whites living in Wood County in 1820 were concen- 
trated along the banks of the Maumee near Swan Creek, the foot of the Maumee 
Rapids, and at Defiance. In Sandusky County the 852 settlers were concen- 
trated along the Sandusky River, especially at the rapids, and on the lands 
bordering the Western Reserve. All of northwestern Ohio could not even boast 
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a population of 2,000. Each of the counties bordering the area on the east 
contained more than three times as many people, and each county directly to 
the south contained more people than were to be found in all of northwestern 
Ohio. 


American settlement in this area during the twenty-five years following the 
Treaty of Greenville (1795) was so meager that it had scarcely modified the 
face of the land. In 1820 the white population had not yet equalled the 
Indian population of northwestern Ohio. Here and there a log cabin had re- 
placed the wigwam. Almost without exception the whites were located on the 
sites of former Indian villages and had not yet dared to settle within the 
borders of the Black Swamp itself, 


Factors other than the Black Swamp also contributed to the retarded settlement 
of northwestern Ohio, among these being the slow removal of the Indians, the 
War of 1812, and the depression following the war which culminated in the panic 
of 1819. It is also important to note that northwestern Ohio was the last 
major portion of the state to be surveyed and offered for sale by the gov- 
ernment. 


There was then mounting pressure in both Ohio and Michigan for construction 

of a road across the Blamp Swamp. Michigan was particularly sensitive to its 
relative isolation from the East and had fresh memories of the fall of Detroit 
during the War of 1812; also feeling that a road across the swamp would result 
in an increase in settlers sufficient to make Michigan Territory a state. A 
bill before Congress in 1822 was to provide a road from the Maumee Rapids to 
the Western Reserve to improve "communication by land between the settlements 
in Michigan and those of the interior of the United States." It was observed 
that "the construction of any road must precede the establishment there of any 
considerable population." 


The construction of the Maumee and Western Reserve Road was finally approved 
by Congress in 1823. Building the road was a prodigious task. It passed 
through the heart of the swamp, and numerous streams had to be bridged. The 
road was four years in building. Its raised surface was composed of the soil 
excavated from ditches on either side. 


No improvement contributed more to invite attention to, and induce settlement 
in the Black Swamp county, than did the Maumee and Western Reserve Road. When 
it was completed in 1827, the Black Swamp road "was simply a strip one hundred 
and twenty feet wide cleared through the woods, with a ridge of loose earth 
about forty feet in width between the ditches along the sides.'' The trees on 
either side were about 100 feet high, and their leaves nearly shut out the 
sun's rays except during the period of high sun. For a few years it was a 
"tolerable road" -- during the dry season. 


Shortly after the road's completion a line of four-horse post coaches was es- 
tablished; but the attempt to rum the stages regularly was a failure for, 
except from July to September, the road was impassable. 'The more the road 
was traveled, the worse it became." 


The Black Swamp road soon acquired a national reputation "for being perhaps 
the worst road on the continent." The mail was continually being delayed on 
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account of the road's impassability. But because it was the only road 
through the Black Swamp it continued to be used by the ever increasing waves 
of settlers. "Hauling stalled teams out of the worst mudholes had become a 
regular and well established employment of the settlers along the route, and 
in 1834, 1835, and 1836, there were thirty-one taverns between Fremont and 
Perrysburg, an average of a tavern for every mile of road." 


There were only two important routes across the Black Swamp for the early 
settler, neither of which traveled in an east-west direction. One route, 
the Black Swamp road, crossed the swamp from southeast to northwest between 
Fremont and Perrysburg; while the other, Hull's trace, crossed it from south 
toenorrh. 


In the plan of the road from Perrysburg to the Western Reserve, the land is 
described as low and wet; and ash, elm, oak, maple, linden, hickory, and 
cottonwood are the most frequently mentioned trees. The timber was heavy 

and no prairies were to be seen in the thirty miles between Fremont and Perrys- 
burg. There were twenty-two streams of varying magnitude to be crossed in 
this stretch. Here and there was a limestone outcrop. Stretches of mud "from 
knee deep to belly deep to our horses for 8 or 10 miles altogether" were re- 
ported late in the spring. "The land.....is nearly level, " wrote Lewis 
Cass, "the streams......are in many places interrupted with fallen timbers 

and other obstructions which cause the water to spread extensively. In all 
the wet seasons of the year the surface is inundated for many miles. The 
passage of a wheel carriage is physically impracticable and for hours in 
succession the water will reach the saddle skirts of a horseman. As the 
season advances, and the rains cease, the waters gradually subside, but the 
mud becomes deeper and heavier. The labor of traveling is almost intoler- 
able to the horse and rider." 


Those who passed through the Black Swamp from the south along the route of 
Hull's trace received a somewhat different impression. There were fewer 
streams to be crossed and there were occasional treeless or almost treeless 
areas, mostly known as wet prairies. "The water was from one to three feet 
deep, the grass from three to eight feet high.'' There were also several sandy 
ridges crossed by Hull's trace. Sand banks in different places led to the in- 
ference that the surface of the lake "formerly stood some forty or fifty feet 
above its present level.....'' Aside from the treeless areas found in assoc- 
iation with the sand ridges, the swamp forest prevailed and was identical to 
that growing along the east-west road. The average slope of the land through- 
out was only about four feet per mile and locally even less. The Black Swamp 
was truly a wilderness greater in extent and degree than any previously ex- 
perienced by most of the emigrants from the more settled East. 


More scientifically, the Black Swamp was a product of the final spasms of 
glaciation. With the retreat of the ice front moraines were deposited, and 
the ancestors of the present Great Lakes were born in newly scoured basins. 
The work of erosion has not yet erased the moraines and beach lines left by 
the glacier and glacial lakes. Less than 100 years ago, the Black Swamp still 
marked the most level portion of the lacustrine plain formed by the retreating 
lakes. The limits of the Black Swamp were set primarily by the beaches of 
Lakes Maumee and Whittlesey together with the peculier drainage pattern which 
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followed the melting of the glacier. Sand bars, spits, and even small rocky 
islands (formed in part by limestone outcrops), together with the sandy 
beaches, remained after the water's subsidence to lend some variety to the 
otherwise almost featureless lake plain. The sandy products of wave action, 
which seldom contribute more than ten feet to the relief of the plain, may 
be considered prominent only because the region as a whole is so flat. 


The Black Swamp was notorious for the size and quantity of its mosquitoes, 
rattlesnakes, and wolves. In summer the inhabitants were plagued with mal- 
aria and "agues" and in the winter they suffered from cholera and influenza. 
So widely known were the hazards of the Black Swamp that one prospective job 
applicant refused an offer to work as a printer in the area saying; "I want 
to work, but I could not think of risking my life on the Maumee River. They 
tell me they have ten funerals a day there and not enough people to bury the 
dead." 


Nevertheless, by the mid-1830's, the tempo of emigration had increased. The 
canals reaching northwestern Ohio were nearing completion. The canal workers 
lived in crowded and filthy tents. There were epidemics of smallpox, typhoid, 
and pneumonia. Such conditions, of course, often made it difficult to get or 
keep construction gangs. Northwestern Ohio had left a bad impression on a 
large number of potential settlers, and the reputation for unhealthiness 
which the region acquired was not easily erased. 


In 1840, northwestern Ohio began to fill up from east to west. However, the 
fact that Hancock County contained nearly twice as many people as Wood County, 
which lay directly north within the Black Swamp, indicates the extent to which 
the Black Swamp caused settlement to detour around it. While the canals did 
aid in progress of northwestern Ohio as a whole, they were relatively inef- 
fective in improving the status of the Black Swamp. 


And just as canals were being heralded as the cure to the region's isolation 
and backwardness, similar claims were being made for the railroads that were 
being proposed in that part of the state. In 1839, before either the canals 
or the railroads were completed, a Wood County farmer bitterly complained of 
the lack of wagon roads, saying that people had their heads too stuffed with 
canals, railroads and the like to find room for minor improvements such as 
roads. 


"The most important business of the pioneer was living." To live he had to 
wage war with the surroundings; trees had to be felled, underbrush cleared, 
stumps removed, and predatory animals killed. A cabin must be built, the soil 
tilled, crops planted, and so on. The magnitude of the pioneer's labor 
rightly fills us with awe. 


For the pioneer who selected land within the borders of the Black Swamp, the 
effort required to live and get along was even greater. His land was either 
wholly or partially covered by water except for a short part of the year. 

The soil was heavy, sticky clay. The insects were so bad that the settler 
often had to wrap himself in heavy clothing despite the heat. Oxen had to be 
used instead of horses, for the mud, brush, and insects weretoo much for the 
latter. Finally the crop was planted only to have the excessive moisture 
cause the wheat and oats to "overgrow, fall down and blast, and sometimes 

rot before harvest time." 
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Having conquered the elements, however, the settler still was faced with 
problems. How was he to successfully drain his land? Where was he to have 
his grain milled, and where was he to find a market for his surplus? The 
problems of drainage and isolation had to be solved if the Black Swamp was 
ever to become more than a wilderness. 


The population throughout northwestern Ohio increased considerably in the 
decade 1850-60 but the greatest numerical increase in the population density 
occurred outside the borders of the Black Swamp. Exceptions to the above ap- 
peared in areas adjacent to the canals where they passed through or near to 
the Swamp. 


It is worthy of note that no part of Paulding County lay further than twelve 
miles from a canal; yet the numerical increase in the density of population 

in Paulding was considerably less than that in any of the other counties. 

The Black Swamp covered all of Paulding County. The six townships in Paulding 
which lay along the canals added as many as twenty-three people per square 
mile to their population from 1850 to 1860, while none of the six interior 
townships added more than four people per square mile. 


Drainage is the real key to the settlement of the Black Swamp. Progress could 
have been greatly advanced if the settlers only knew more about the art of 
drainage. An early observer wrote; '.....a correct knowledge of the uses 

and influences of drainage has but rarely been possessed by any of our farming 
population, which is made up principally of emigrants and descendants of emi- 
grants from the more hilly and mountainous states, or from like rolling coun- 
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The farmer's early drainage practices consisted of plowing his fields into nar- 
row bands separated by dead furrows to catch the excess water. Ideally, he 
would also have a ditch leading away from his field, but often this meant emp- 
tying water on a neighbor's farm. "Neighbors could not always agree; in fact 
in a mixed settlement of Germans, English, and Yankees (characteristic of 
northwestern Ohio) they seldom would agree or sacrifice a jot or tittle of 
their own for another." 


It soon became apparent that open ditches and furrows were not in themselves 
adequate for successful drainage of the swamp. Underdrains were also needed; 
but there were no nearby tile factories, and when such factories first ap- 
peared on the scene their product was too expensive for most farmers. The 
farmer improvised by laying saplings or stones in a trench and covering them. 
Such methods were unsatisfactory because the underdrains soon deteriorated. 
Wooden underdrains were a later improvement which came into wide use. These 
were constructed by nailing two boards together into a "V" which was then in- 
verted and placed into the trench. Such underdrains were supposed to last 
from ten to fifteen years. 


The first tile were handmade and horseshoe shaped, having no bottom. Meeting 
the demand for cheap tile, it was soon discovered that there was abundant clay 
beneath the Black Swamp suitable for tile manufacture, and such clay was sel- 
dom more than a foot or two beneath the surface. In 1870 there were only five 
tile factories in the Black Swamp counties. Nine years later there were elev- 
en in Putnam County alone, manufacturing 80,000 feet of tile during the season. 
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"The pioneer was of necessity a woodsman before he could be an agricultur- 
ist."' Lumbering began in northwestern Ohio in the canal era and was augmented 
in the railroad era, the end of the former overlapping the beginning of the 
latter. Lumbering aided drainage operations, and the railroads helped speed 
drainage by aiding lumbering. In the 1860's the railways of Ohio consumed 

one million cords of wood annually for fuel alone and an unknown quantity for 
ties. In Paulding County the railroads were credited with having "made the 
timber worth more money now (ca. 1884) than the land was worth four years ago. 


In Paulding County, where the swamp forest was densest, wood was made into 
charcoal for the smelting of iron ore at Cecil and Antwerp. The ore was ship- 
ped from Lake Superior to Toledo, whence it went by canal to the furnaces, 
which were erected in 1864-65. The furnaces were closed by the mid-1880's, 
and Paulding County lost its chance of being a center of heavy industry; how- 
ever, timber was still abundant enough in 1886 to support fifteen stave 
factories. 


Second in importance to lumbering at first, but destined to surpass it before 
the turn of the century, was the tile industry in northwestern Ohio. In 1880 
there were more than fifty tile factories in the Black Swamp region alone. 
Not only was the demand for tile great, but it was an increasing demand. The 
farmer discovered that by decreasing the intervals between his underdrains he 
got better drainage. This meant using more tile in addition to replacing old 
tile, and it is still going on. 


It was a combination of clearing the forest and draining the land which most 
completely transformed the Black Swamp into a vast new farmland. The farmer 
perpetuated the transformation, for the soil was too fertile to allow it ever 
again to give birth to the forests which once covered it. 


A noted historian, Henry Howe, was commissioned by the State of Ohio to compile 
a record in 1846 of his travels to each of the respective counties and observe 
the conditions and populace there. Forty years later, he repeated this circuit 
and recorded the changes that he found. His comments about Paulding County and 
the Black Swamp are repeated here in part, probably the most authentic and des- 
criptive observations one could ever find. 


"This county is all within the Black Swamp tract and is almost everywhere to 
the eye dead level. The country roads having no obstacles to surmount are laid 
out through the woods with which the county is mostly covered, straight as an 
arrow, and the traveler over them can see immense distances on almost any road 
over which he may be passing. This with the wilderness aspect of the county 
strikes one with peculiar emotions. 


"The county has no basin. Every acre is drainable. There is no boggy or 
swampy land. Where drained, it is solid and every acre can be drained and 
cultivated. They are beginning to tile extensively and many tile factories 
are scattered over the county." 


This obvious progress in taming the land sharply contrasts with Mr. Howe's re- 
mark during his 1846 visit; "A stranger was making some invidious comparisons 
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in regard to the Black Swamp lands when a resident retorted by saying, "Why, 
we do what you cannot. We raise two crops upon them." "How's that?" asked 
the other, "it can't be possible." "Yes," rejoined he, "one of ice and the 
other of frogs!" 


Further comments of Mr. Howe during his second visit follow: 


"As an illustration of the general water-like flatness of the Black Swamp reg- 
ion, one on a clear night can stand near the depot at Defiance and see the 
headlight of the locomotive just after it emerges from the curve and is coming 
east at the west end of the straight line which is the water tank, two and a 
half miles west of Antwerp and is twenty-three miles away! Other places in 
the country have longer stretches of railroad line but inequalities of grade 
prevent such a long vision." 


On December 8, 1886 at Paulding, he wrote; "I came to this place this morning 
from Cecil, six miles by rail and have had a very interesting day. This is 
about the wildest county in Ohio. It is a new county, but is rapidly improv- 
ing; has doubled in population in the last eight years. The town is emerging 
from the forest and has a very primitive, woodsy look. 


"The place is girt around with the grand primitive forest, waiting its turn 

to sink beneath the labor of man. The single trees that are left and stand 
scattered around in the town, like sentinels on duty, have the peculiar look 
of trees grown in the forest of the Black Swamp, where they run up like bare 
naked poles with their spreading limbs and tufts of foliage on top, to welcome 
the sunlight and the shower. 


"The place pleases me beyond measure; carries me back to the aspect of the new 
places I have travelled through on old Pomp (in 1846), when much of Ohio was 

a new country like this. And the people are filled with the same good spirit 
then so largely seen, which comes to settlers in a new rapidly developing 
country. They already halloo because they see their way out of the woods and 
a bright chance for themselves and boys and girls after them. The newcomers 
are crowding in inquiring for land improved and timbered, and then they buy 
and go into the interior and erect the old-time log hut, level the forest and 
drain the land. 


"The great obstacle to the settlement of the county has been the immense amount 
of fallen timber, which clogs up and stops the flow of water. The early sett- 
lers were fairly starved and drowned out; the ground was so wet they could not 
raise anything. An old surveyor, running a line for a state road from Green- 
ville in Darke County into Williams County, on entering Paulding made a note 

in his survey-book: ‘Water !----- Water !----- Water !----- tall timber!----- 

deep water !----- not a blade of grass growing, nor a bird to be seen." 


One last comment from Mr. Howes' notes in 1886 appears appropriate as written 
when leaving Paulding by rail going to Van Wert: "..... have stopped at a 
clearing in the woods called Latty, three miles below. This railroad, the 
"Cincinatti, Jackson and Machinaw," (sic) runs through the wildest part of 
the State parallel with and a few miles only from the Indiana line. It has 
in the region no through travel. I amon a freight train with a caboose at- 
tached. It goes only about six miles an hour, making many stops." 
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Between 1880 and 1900, settlement entered the climax stage in the Black Swamp. 
During this period the Black Swamp and northwestern Ohio ceased to be consid- 
ered a region apart from the rest of the state. 


The Black Swamp has been so transformed that an observer would be hard-pressed 
to estimate its former extent. The Black Swamp lands are dominantly rural but 
urban and industrial encroachments may be found radiating a short distance out 
from Toledo. Within the region one can recognize from the profusion of drain- 
age ditches that here is land that was formerly ill-drained; beyond that the 
unaided eye would not easily discern any pronounced regional distinctions. 


In summary, a vigorous transformation of the natural landscape has taken place 
in northwestern Ohio. A vast swamp which formerly dominated the pattern of 
roads and villages has disappeared leaving in its wake a fertile and product- 
ive segment of the Corn Belt. The land is criss-crossed with railroads and 
highways where once only Indian trails broke through the wilderness; yet the 
principal cities -- Port Clinton, Fremont, Tiffin, Fostoria, Findlay, Delphos, 
Van Wert, Fort Wayne, Defiance, and Toledo -- still persist on the periphery 
of what was once a swamp. 


It was inevitable that the long and difficult struggle to overcome the Great 
Black Swamp would leave some visible traces of the measures taken to achieve 
this goal. 


The underground drains cannot be seen of course. However, clearly visible is 
the network of open ditches often having a width of 20 feet or more and depths 
to ten feet that had been originally provided to carry away surplus water from 
the fields in order to make them arable and protect the crops under cultiva- 
tion. Their size can be likened to that of the Erie Canal whose traces also 
are readily apparent today in many places along highway US-24 from Maumee, Ohio 
to New Haven, Indiana. In fact, the casual observer may understandably confuse 
vestiges of the canal with the ditches bordering the fields along parts of this 
route. The presence of the ditches today, nearly a century after their crea- 
tion, not only reminds us of their earlier importance; without them, it is con- 
ceivable that the relentless forces of nature might endeavor in time to re- 
establish the Great Black Swamp or some modern-day version of it. 


This account seems to make it abundantly clear that the Great Black Swamp pre- 
sented a truly formidable barrier to the pioneers wishing to settle in Indiana 
and tended to divert immigration away from the northern part of the state. 
There was a comparitively easy path for the overland immigrant skirting the 
southern reaches of the Swamp and many understandably followed this easier 
route. It is no wonder then that those early settlers arriving in DeKalb 
County, Indiana in the mid-1830's and later were confronted with an undis- 
turbed wilderness, rugged and somewhat swampy so as to be less than hospitable, 
and barren of people except the Indians that continued to abide there pursuing 
their way of life and primitive customs. 
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The initial church structure had two doors opening 
toe the, “south, one for men and one for women. 
There were four windows on the east and west’_ sides 
and a small raised platform between the doors 
which held the pulpit and a few chairs. There was 
no basement nor classrooms and heat was supplied 
by two stoves. A small steeple above the entrance 
doors: ,proclaimed this: tow be, God “s¥house* Later 
the east door was eliminated and the platform 
extended to the east wall to make room for a choir 
1gt ty 


The building was extensively remodeled in 1903, 
turning it 90 degrees on its foundation and adding 
wings to increase the capacity and provide added 


classrooms. A basement was constructed to 
accommodate a Sunday School, fac UM tes Ser ore va 
kitchen, and a furnace for heating. The frame 


building was then veneered with burned brick to 
enhance its durability and appearance. 


A final major renovation was made in 1955 
modernizing and improving various areas of the 
facility .and* also adding (@ “bapistry, neweadulit 
classrooms, and increased parking space. These 
changes were viewed as the ultimate that possibly 
could be done to improve the existing structure 
due to space and other limitations. 


When conditions dictated the absolute necessity of 
further improvements, the hard choice was made _ to 
dismantle the original structure and replace it 
with an entirely new building which was completed 
and: .dedicated | onjee4éy une 197.9. Only memories now 
remain but. the ties#of the formers church “ouliiding 
remain strong in the hearts of many touched by its 
presence in years gone by. 


HISTORY OF THE CHURCH OF CHRIST 


This first account of the Church of Christ at Coburn Corners was written 
by John F. Coburn for the Reunion held February 17, 1876. 


Some time in the year 1835 Elder Benjamin Alton of Trumbull Co., Ohio made 
his way to northeastern Indiana and entered 40 acres of land near the St. 
Joseph river comprising what is now a part of the farm of H. H. Hoisington 
(later the Roy Maxwell home). 


About this time or soon afterwards, Asher W. Coburn and John F. Coburn, two 
brothers, also of Trumbull Co., acquaintances and religious associates of 

Elder Alton, found their pecuniary means amounting to a few hundred dollars 
each, so they determined to try their fortunes in a country of cheap homes. 


Asher first rode through the country, returned, and reported that there was 
plenty of land to be had directly from the U. S. Government at $1.25 per 
acre; so they loaded a lumber wagon with goods, attached two yoke of oxen, 
while their father with his two-horse wagon took the two families of a wife 
and three children each and also some additional goods, and they started west. 
The journey began late in January and ended early in March of 1836. It was a 
trip of about 250 miles. 


It is not for us to recount in this place the trials, difficulties and hind- 
erances on the road or after they got here; they were here and each in pos- 
session of land enough for a good farm which bore the stamp of permanent 
settlers. Their success was soon known in the land of their former homes 

and soon others followed, among them the two Abel's (Daniel and Homer), James 
Hadsell, Samuel Headley and others. 


Before the Fall had far passed, Elder Alton was here with his family. The 
religious meetings were soon started with Elder Alton the leader by common 
consent. 


The meetings thus commenced have continued with very little interruption 'til 
the present time. They resulted in the formation of a church called the 
Church of the Deciples of Jesus Christ. The Christian Church is the name 
more generally received at this time, but there was much dispute on whether 
the term Christian was not a nickname given by their enemies in the days of 
the Apostles as the Campbellites are known to be now, but that doubt is now 
laid aside. 


The precise time in which this Church was organized has been for a few months 
back a matter of dispute. Our record says it was in February, 1836, but was 
an impossibility as at that time there was but one of the constituents of the 
Church in the county, Mrs. Nancy Babcock. If the Church was organized in 
1836, it was late in the year but if it was in 1837, it was in February. 

This is probably the truth. 


The individuals that constituted this first Church were: Benjamin Alton, 
Fanny Alton, Lorenzo Alton, Benjamin Alton, Jr., Nancy Babcock, James Hadsell, 
Asher W. Coburn, Hannah Coburn, John F. Coburn, and Minerva Coburn. Eleven 

in all. Of those, a separate account will be given. 


Benjamin Alton was born February 22, 1799 and at that time was 38 years old, 
in the full vigor of early middle life. He probably preached the first ser- 
mon that was ever preached in DeKalb County and this church was proably the 
first of any denomination in the county. Benjamin entered into the work of 
establishing the Christian Religion that in the form that the Deciples had 
already learned to consider the exact scriptural form without any mixture of 
human plans, with earnestness and energy, not confining himself to one loca- 
tion but going through the country from East to West and from North to South. 
He did much more than any other man to establish a Christian influence in the 
northern part of Indiana and the adjoining parts of Ohio. His stay, however, 
was not lengthy; in about ten years he sold out and moved to Michigan and 
from there soon after to the vicinity of Wabash in this state where he later 
died on April 7, 1847 having survived his wife fourteen days. His children 
have all at one time or another been members of this church. 


Fanny Alton, wife of Benjamin Alton, Sr., his associate in all his cares and 
labors, was a woman of good character and intelligence and possessed a happy 
faculty of expressing herself whether in writing or speaking. She accompan- 
ied him to Wabash and died March 23, 1847. 


Lorenzo Alton as a boy came with the family having already been baptized on 

a profession of faith in Christ and became one with us in our organization, 
but on becoming a man he soon found a home outside our limits and disappeared 
from our acquaintance. He died on September 28, 1857. 


Benjamin Alton, Jr. was the second son of Benjamin and Fanny, and like his 
brother came to this place having already a standing among Christians. He 
took a place among the original constituents of the church. He became a man 
and married among us to Sally Coburn and was for many years a help to the 
cause of Christ here in Hicksville where he lived for several years; return- 
ing in 1861, he enlisted in the Army and served about a year in the war of 
the rebellion, then came home in 1865 and moved his family into Newaygo Co., 
Michigan where he died in the year of 1875. 


Nancy Babcock was the first of the eleven in the neighborhood. She was also 
from Trumbull Co., Ohio and came with her husband and family in 1835, the 

year before the others, and settled on the farm now occupied by Nelson Scholes 
(and later Mr. Ward). It was on the lowlands near the river where they re- 
mained but a few years when her husband sold out and went out of the neighbor- 
hood and soon died. She married twice after that and died some years later. 


James Hadsell is the next one on our list. He was born February 29, 1828. 

He came to this place in the early Fall of 1836 and settled on the farm oc- 
cupied by Jonathan Shull (Mrs. Eva Shull). He brought with him his young 

wife but no children. He was soon marked for usefulness and in little more 
than a year was chosen as one of the overseers of the church and then soon ~ 
after that was chosen as an Evangelist, which is the last position he has ever 
occupied. After a few years in this county, he obtained a wider range visit- 
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ing different parts of this State and other States during the most of which 
time his family was here; but in the year 1865, he removed his family to Ken- 
dallville in Noble County where he remained eight years and then came to 
Waterloo, also in this county, where he now (February 4) lingers apparently 
on the border of the grave. 


He once represented this county in the State legislature and in various ways 
has been honored by his fellow citizens to an extent considerably beyond the 
lot of the average citizen. 


His children have all obeyed the Gospel and all but ome or two have at some 
time been members of this church. His wife came into the neighborhood as a 
member of the Freewill Baptist church but after a year or two, gave her mem- 
bership in with us and remains a firm Christian. 


Samuel Headley, usually marked "2nd"' to separate him from his uncle of the 

same name, came into the neighborhood some years later and was useful as a mem- 
ber of the church. He came from Trumbull county to this place, a widower, and 
was one of the original members and one of the three who yet survive. 


He taught school in the neighborhood in the Winter of 1836 or 1837, which prob- 
ably was the first school taught in the county. He was for several years a 
member with us, part of the time an overseer as will be seen in its proper 
place, but his location has been largely in Newville and places farther off so 
that we have enjoyed his society and assistance less than was desirable. 


Asher W. Coburn is next on our list. His coming to this county with the three 
others that remain to be spoken of is already related. His stay has been uni- 
form. While all the rest have moved from place to place more or less, he has 
never moved except from a poorer home to a better one on the same farm and his 
history and the history of the church are identical, and his services in the 
church will be mentioned in the proper place. After the death of his first wife, 
he was near two years a widower and then married Susan Shull, widow of the late 
Daniel Shull who had been dead several years. His children early embraced 
Christianity and two of them retain their places. One is dead. 


In the year 1872 while quietly engaged in husking his corn and enjoying a heal- 
thy, happy old age, he was suddenly stricken with paralysis and with difficulty 
reached the house. He rallied and was able to attend to his business for more 
than a year but on the first day of July, 1874 he was taken with fever from 
which he could not be rallied. He lingered until the 10th of July and died. 
His widow is with us and shares our sympathies. 


Hannah Coburn, wife of Asher W. Coburn, shared more largely most of the hard- 
ships of a frontier life. She had poor health but great energy. She soon 
became known through the newly forming settlements as a woman of uncommon skills. 
As there were no doctors to be had, she was sent for from distances of 10 or 12 
miles more or less and if it was possible to go, she would never refuse. 


She has been known to rise from a bed of sickness, sometimes even in the night, 


and ride several miles to wait on a patient until her services could be dispen- 
sed with, then return to the care of her own young family. It seemed strange 
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that she could endure so much but she did and even more than can be imagined. 
She was so keenly alive to the suffering of the afflicted that when she heard 
of them, she could not rest until she was by their side administering to the 
wants and needs of the sick. She entirely forgot herself until they were re- 
lieved. 


Through all this time, that foul disease consumption was slowly but surely 
preying upon her. The time came at last when the relief she had so often ad- 
ministered to others could not be administered to her. On September, 1857 
she died. She died as she had lived, a good Christian. 


Minerva Coburn is the next to mention. Her history is so much like my own 

that I approach it with delicacy. She was born October 1, 1807 and baptized 
about the time she was 21. Married November 25, 1830, came to this county as 
before stated in the early part of 1836. She shared with pleasure the hard- 
ships of a frontier life looking forward hopefully to the time when our little 
means would grow to a competence here as they could not in an older county. 
When I was called upon to take charge of the records of our county, her quick 
and keen discernment of legal matters was invaluable. But her career was 
short. In the Fall of 1840, while she, her husband, and daughter were all 
suffering with chills and fever with no doctor, no nurse, except as some neigh- 
boring woman would leave her own family and run in for a minute or two and do 
what she could then hurry back again, Minerva was siezed with congestion of the 
brain. For this there was no help, and on the 8th of October, 1840 she died. 
She was the first of the eleven to be called away by death. 


It only remains to speak of myself, the last and most delicate of the whole. 

I was born July 22, 1806 and, of course, shall have completed my seventy years 
next Summer if I live until that time. It was on the day that I was thirteen 
and a half years old that I gave myself to God by a public profession of re- 
ligion. My connection was with the Baptist. The reformation which we plead 
had not then commenced; but when we moved to this place it was pretty well 
matured and firmly established. To establish it in this place became the work 
of my wife, myself and our associates as above mentioned. 


But changes awaited us of which we had no conception. DeKalb County was only 
a name; it was not yet organized. An act for that purpose was passed the next 
Winter and in the Summer of 1837 was carried into effect, on which occasion I 
was called away from our church and home to take charge of the public records 
of the county, or rather to establish such records for, of course, I had to be- 
gin at the very beginning. There was neither book nor building to begin with. 


In the Winter of 1841-2, I returned to the neighborhood and in the course of 
the year was chosen as overseer upon the resignation of James Hadsell. On the 
9th day of February, 1855, I was called upon by the church to engage in preach- 
ing the gospel. This new responsibility I found a heavy one and met discour- 
agements and embarrassments that I had not prepared for and once or twice 
offered to give up the appointment; but being encouraged by the church, I con- 
tinued until this day to labor as a field opens for me. My field has been a 
narrow one, laboring at home and in neighborhoods near, and leaving it to 
others to reach more extended lines. 
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The offices of the church: Evangelists, bishops, elders, overseers, deacons. 


Benjamin Alton came to this place already accredited as an Evangelist and well 
he sustained that relationship while he remained with us. 


I find no record of the time when James Hadsell was appointed to the work of 
an Evangelist but it must have been about the year 1830. His career has been 
sufficiently traced. 


John F. Coburn was the third Evangelist; the second originally selected by 
this church. As already stated, he was selected February 9, 1845 being then 
in the 39th year of his age. Beginning late, I do not propose to retire 
early if God gives me strength and a field for activity. 


Cyrus Alton, youngest son of Elder Benjamin Alton, was born January 4, 1835; 
baptized - - -; appointed an Evangelist April 7th, 1861, but being very young 
his appointment was limited to one year. The troublesome times of the Civil 
War which immediately followed involved delicate and difficult questions and 
when the year was up, it was thought that silence was the better course; but 
on March 26th, 1865, the appointment was renewed and made permanent. His 
career to this time has fully vindicated the action of the church. We cease 
to enjoy his society and labors but his name will ever be dear to his rela- 
tives by blood marriage and his many friends. 


From the teachings of the scriptures of the New Testament, we understand that 
the office of Bishop, Elder and Overseer are one and the same office, that they 
belong to each individual church; that a fully organized church should have a 
plurality of them and it is found that in many churches frequent changes be- 
come a necessity. In this church we have found it a convenience to make the 
selection for a year at a time. Under these circumstances, any extended ac- 
count of the Overseers and Deacons would be tedious and we shall merely men- 
tion the different Overseers as they have taken their places from time to 

time. 


Benjamin Alton, just as we have said, then James Hadsell. John F. Coburn was 
chosen about the year 1842 though no mention is made in the record. Samual 
Headley 2nd was chosen in 1843 and again in 1846. Benjamin Alton (it must 
have been Benj. Alton 2nd) and John H. Coburn in 1849; Thomas Ashley Sawyer 
in 1850 (I remember that they were contemporaries). Lorenzo Dawson comes in 
as Overseer in 1847. Daniel Shull in 1851. 


George W. Wilmot and Russel G. Coburn came in together in July, 1856; reap- 
pointed in 1857. Lemuel Flint was appointed Overseer in 1852 and still re- 
tains his position, being much the longest that anyone has served. In 1862, 
Geo. W. Wilmot and Benj. Alton came in as Overseers together and in 1863 Benj. 
Alton and Samuel G. Flint in like manner. In 1867 the name of Henry Milliman 
first appears as Overseer, and in 1871 that of Byron A. Hadsell. In 1873 Asa 
Hall; James M. Milliman; John Murphy. In 1874 the present officers were cho- 
sen; namely: Samuel Flint, John Murphy, J. M. Milliman, Overseers. David 
Andress and John Scholes. 


It had been my intention to collect the names of the Deacons as I have those 
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of the Overseers but I find it would be impossible. But I will say that they 
would be in almost every case the same persons. The various persons selected 
having taken turns in the cares and duties of the church. 


Nothing more remains but to give a general history of the progress of the 
church and that can be done in a few words. Composed of young, earnest, inex- 
perienced and impulsive persons, it is not surprising that at first they en- 
countered difficulties and to some extent disagreements which it required time, 
painstaking to overcome; but they were overcome and for more than half of the 
last part of the time a continual course of peace and harmony and brotherly 
love has marked the career of the church. 


"Tis true we have had our sorrows. We have had coldness and backwardness; we 
have seen members flagging and falling away and even abandoning their profes- 
sion. Others whom we could illy spare have moved away and left more who 
could thoroughly fill their places. And death, too, has done its part to rend 
the church as well as hearts. But we have seen blessings from Heaven too. 

New recruits have come in to fill the place of those who have gone, and we 
start off this centennial year of our nation's existence with cheerful and 
joyous hearts and hopes of a continual usefulness and happiness. 


During its existence, this church has employed four different Evangelists from 
abroad to labor steadily with us: Moses Bonham for two years; R. Ransom for 
one year; T. P. Sutton for between two and three years; and R. Faurot for part 
of a year and has had much occasional assistance. 


The whole number of members that have belonged to the church first to last is 
about 330. 


The number now belonging is 103. 


(The foregoing was not taken from the original manuscript but a typewritten 
copy prepared for a Dedication Service held on September 25, 1955. This is 
mentioned only as a word of explanation in the event that variations are 
found if compared to the initial text. CEB) 
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A HISTORY OF THE CHURCH OF CHRIST

COBURN'S CORNERS 
DeKALB COUNTY, INDIANA 
1836 LOST 


Walter H. Coburn 


(This second review of the Church's history offers further details about the 
early years as well as information regarding events that transpired during the 
interval 1876-1937. CEB) 


The earliest record of the church at Coburn Corners is found in a leather 
bound, plain ruled notebook with a leather slide fastener. On the outside 

are lettered the words "Church Record Book."" The earliest writing is in ink 
now faded brown but still legible. In later entries the ink is still black 
and easy to read. The last entry is in pencil. The date of the first entry 
is not known. The oldest date must have been after March 5, 1838 for it was 
written after the changing of the name of the township from DeKalb to Con- 
cord. This occurred on the date given above. It was probably written before 
July 1, 1846, for a revision is made of the roll at that date. The last entry 
was made in 1890. 


The church book now used was opened as a record of church meetings in 1915 
although the indications are that the rolls were kept from 1890. Just what 
happened to any records kept in the intervening years is not known. This is 
unfortunate but since many are still living who were active in the work dur- 
ing those years we have a memory record for the time. 


We do not know who wrote the first entries. The only officer named was the 
Bishop. If the clerk or secretary was named it would probably be safe to 
name him as the writer. There is just one clue. Benjamin Alton Sr. is the 
last named male adult. This would be the natural order if he were the writer. 


We quote the first entry as follows: 


"A record of the origin and proceedings of the Church of the 
Deciples (writer's spelling) in Concord Township formerly 
called DeKalb. (This township is now divided. The Alton home 
was in what is now Concord. The "Corners" are in Spencer.) 


"In the year of our Lord one thousand and thirty-six, a few 
desciples having moved into the township from Trumbull Co., 
Ohio, facing (or possibly 'feeling') their obligation to God 

to keep his institutions and commandments and to exhibit Chris- 
tianity as far as was in their power, met accordingly at the 
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house of Benj. Alton and formed into that order which we be- 
lieved the scriptures require in the month of February 1836." 


The date of the organization is a point of controversy. In the history of 
the church written in 1894 for the anniversary, the date is given as Feb- 
ruary 17, 1837. It is certain that the date of February 17, 1836 is incor- 
rect for the first settlers did not arrive here until March of that year. 
The History of DeKalb County states that James Hadsell arrived here on 
March 1, 1836. John F. and Asher W. Coburn entered their land on March 

9, 1836. Wilmot P. Coburn, the son of John F., tells us that his father 
gives the date as given by Russell Coburn. The second entry of an annual 
meeting records the election of James Hadsell as bishop in a meeting of 
March, 1838. There is no entry for 1837 except that at the top of a page 
following the roll of charter members this date heads a list of names of 
members received. Winifred Coburn Hart states that her grandfather Charles 
Coburn said that when he came to the neighborhood with his father in the 
Fall of 1836, services were being held in various homes. 


Among the names of those received into membership in 1837, Charles' name 
appears with that of his father Ebenezer and brother Russell G. If these 
men came in the Fall of 1836 and the church was organized in 1837 why are 
they not charter members? Charles Coburn may be mistaken in the date of 
their arrival for their land was entered on August 15, 1837. We believe 
that the date February 17, 1837, is the correct date. The date '1836' for 
a year later is a natural mistake as any letter writer will testify. 


In the history by R. G. Coburn, we read: 


"The Christian Church at Coburn's Corners was organized on the 
17th day of February in the year 1837 by Elder Benjamin Alton, 
who was the first minister of the Gospel to locate in DeKalb 
County and who preached the first sermon ever preached in that 
county, and the church here at Coburn's Corners was the first 
church of any denomination organized in DeKalb County. 


"It was organized in the house of Brother Alton, a little log 
cabin, about 16 x 20, one and one-half miles north of the Corners 
on the bank of the St. Joe River." 


The log cabin stood on the farm now owned by Roy Maxwell just north of the pre- 
sent brick house and near the river. 


This movement West is now a familiar story of American progress. They came 
from the "East" although their East was still the "West" to their fellow 
Americans along the Atlantic Seaboard. They came to "better themselves" fin- 
ancially. They were the genuine settlers as distinguished from the squatters 
who formed a ragged fringe as the vanguard of civilization. They sold their 
farms or other possessions in the East. With a load of one wagon, in the case 


of these men a pretty poor wagon, and perhaps some driven cattle, the move was 
made. 


The Northern part of Indiana was not settled although the State was twenty 
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years old. The reasons for this do not properly belong in a local history 
but for background we give them here. The line of immigration from Pennsyl- 
vania was Southwest down the mountain valleys and through the passes into 
Kentucky and Tennessee. The adventurous New Englander went to sea and fur- 
thermore, was cut off from the West by the old settlements along the Hudson. 
When the Connecticut Reserve became known, the New Englanders started West. 
The settlement at Coburn's Corners was an extension of this new Westward 
movement. 


For the reasons given above, Northern Indiana was an almost unbroken wilder- 
ness, interspersed with small prairies when the tide of immigration swept 
over it in the 1830's. In 1835, Asher W. Coburn made a trip to the county 

to select land for settlement. Probably he first visited the land office in 
the village of Ft. Wayne and journeyed up the river. He made the selection 
along the left bank. Because of his selection, the little group came in 1836 
to their new homes. The first few months were undoubtedly spent in strenuous 
toil. Land must be cleared for corn for bread. Cabins must be erected. It 
is said that a cabin for Asher W. Coburn was the first built because of the 
frail health of his wife. This cabin stood across the road and little north 
of the Cad Shull home. The old apple tree in the field stood near the house. 
By the Spring of 1837, the most urgent labor was done. In the meeting in 

the little cabin, the church was organized. In the faded ink of the record, 
we read that they - 


"Unanimously appointed Benjamin Alton as Bishop of the Congregation 
to preach the word and administer the ordinances of the house of God. 


"The number of the names in the origin of the church is as follows: 


John F. Coburn Minerva Coburn (wife of John F.) 
Asher W. Coburn Hannah Coburn (wife of Asher W.) 
Sam'l Headly James Hadsell 


Nancy Babcock (wife of Geo. Babcock) Lorenzo D. Alton (Dow) 
Benj. Alton, Junior 
Benj. Alton Fanny Alton (wife of Benj.)" 


We must not think of these as elderly staid men. Alton was the oldest of the 
group and was thirty-seven, the only one born during the old century. Asher 
Coburn was thirty-three; John F. was thirty; James Hadsell was only twenty- 
three; Samuel Headley was a young unmarried man. 


The group came from Trumbull County. They had participated in the Current Re- 
formation. With the possible exception of James Hadsell, they had been drawn 
into the new movement from older groups. The four married men of the group 
were native to New York State of New England blood. They had participated in 
the gradual transformation that moved them from former firmly-held and dear 
faiths to the new conception of the church and scriptures. With this back- 
ground, with a common conception of the church, they came together and laid 
the foundation for a century and more of Christian service. 


After the common manner, the first preaching was done by local men. Of course, 
Benjamin Alton Senior was the logical man to select at first. The next year, 
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James Hadsell although yet quite young, was also set aside for the work of 

the ministry. John F. Coburn was the next called. It is not known when he 
was set aside but in the roll of 1846, he is listed as an evangelist. It 

was a number of years before he was chosen Elder. We here give a brief sketch 
of the lives of each of these men: 


The sketch of the life of Benjamin Alton Sr. is from the "history of the Dis- 
ciples in the Western Reserve." It is said to have been written by John F. 
Coburn for the author of the book. At any rate, he is the authority for names 
and dates, etc. This sketch is found on page 300 ff: 


"Benjamin Alton was born February 22, 1799. His early life was spent 
in Genesee County, New York. At the age of eighteen, he was a zeal- 
ous exhorter among the Methodists. Falling in with Elder Wm. True of 
the "Christian Connection," he was baptized by him and continued to 
preach the gospel as he understood it. 


"About the year 1827, he moved to North Bloomfield, Trumbull County. 
He was a man of marked ability, full size, finely formed and posses- 
sed a most winning manner and tender speech. He had been very suc-— 
cessful as a revivalist among the "New Lights" or Christians. In 

the process of his ministry, he became convinced that something was 
radically wrong in the exhibition of the gospel in these times. Dis- 
gusted and discouraged, he determined to hide himself in a "lodge" in 
the wilderness, and there in the quietness live for his family and 
Heaven. He settled on lands in the dense forests of Bloomfield. He 
was fast tending to skepticism and might have been swept into the 
vortex of infidelity but for an incident which called him forth to 
the light and to great usefulness. 


"About the year 1829, the good people of Bloomfield called a public 
meeting and resolved to unite in raising a fund to support preaching, 
and all go to meeting together. It was an effort, after its kind, 
for a union for religious purposes - a union of diversity. But the 
union not arising out of previously existing unity - the only con- 
dition of a permanent union - it proved of short duration. As the 
Presbyterians were the most numerous, they were to have the house 
half the time; the Baptists and the Methodists one quarter, and the 
Unitarians the other quarter. 


"SquireBrown, a prominent citizen, was to secure the Unitarian min- 
ister. By him, Benjamin Alton was engaged. Alton, thus called from 
his coveted retreat, consented to gird himself within the panoply of 
the gospel. He came regularly to his appointments. He would sit 
quietly a while in the pulpit and then, rising, proceed to preach 
without singing or prayer. He usually preached on the prophecies 
and many became interested in his sermons. 


"About this time, William Hayden preached at the centre of Bloomfield 


and staying overnight with Alton, these two Bible men spent much of 
the night searching the Scriptures in relation to the ancient gospel, 
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particularly as it related to the manner in which the apostles 
preached it and brought convicted sinners to the light and peace 
of pardon. In the course of the same year, Alton heard Thomas 
Campbell. In that discourse, he saw the scriptural plan of sal- 
vation. Like Saul, the scales fell from his eyes. He forthwith 
preached the gospel after the models found in the sermons of the 
apostles. 


"The alarm was sounded at once. The people had never agreed to 
hear a "Campbellite." The union exploded and went to the four 
winds. The people called another meeting, dissolved the covenant 
and each party agreed to support its own meeting. 


"Alton kept up his appointments. Four or five were baptized this 
season. In 1830-1, some others were converted. In 1832, Bro. Alton 
preached half the time and began to attend regularly to the Lord's 
supper. They were now meeting in a schoolhouse, where they con- 
tinued several years. 


"In 1836, Bro. Alton moved to DeKalb County, Indiana. There he 
displayed the same zeal which had warmed his own heart and melted 
the hearts of others. Suffering all the hardships of pioneer life 
in a densely wooded country, contending with marsh and miasma, he 
still found time to preach the gospel and plant churches." 


In a sketch found in the history of the church by R. G. Coburn, we find that 
after about ten years Brother Alton moved to Michigan, but later came back 

to Indiana where he died. His last home was on the banks of the Wabash where 
he and his wife lie buried. They died only a few days apart in 1847. Of a 
natural rugged constitution, the incessant labors for the gospel in connec- 
tion with farming to support himself and family, undermined his constitu- 
tion. Although he never removed from Indiana, he is known to have made a 
trip as far west as Nebraska as an evangelist. 


As illustrative of the hard conditions under which these men worked, we re- 
late a few stories of his life. 


On one occasion, a young man approached him with a request that he perform a 
marriage ceremony. The young man had the girl but no money to pay the preacher. 
Like all other pioneers, money to him was almost a novelty. The young man sug- 
gested that he could bring a load of pumpkins for pay as he had a fine crop of 
them. The ceremony was performed and in the course of a few days the happy 
bridegroom brought the pumpkins. 


It is told, on reliable authority, that he was seen on at least one occasion, 
while talking to a preaching appointment at Hicksville, Ohio, with his feet 
clad one in a boot, the other in a lace shoe. The journey was then perhaps 
ten miles because of intervening swamps. The shoe and boot were made on the 
old last - they would fit either foot. He explained that the mates were worn 
out. There is another tradition - whether true or not, we do not know - that 
for seven weeks he journeyed from place to place living in various homes and 
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preaching where opportunity afforded. During the seven weeks period, he re- 
ceived in money thirty-five cents, or five cents a week. The explanation is 
there was no money. It was at the sacrifice of such men that the gospel was 
spread in those times. 


The life of James Hadsell is available in a "History of DeKalb County" pub- 
lished in 1885. Like all these histories, it gives a brief sketch of his 
life consisting of various dry facts that leave the man totally unrevealed. 
Much of his work was done away from Coburn's Corners so that stories of his 
work and definite memories of him are not very common. 


He was born in Broome County, New York, on February 28, 1813, the child of 
John and Abigail Hadsell. When he was a boy, his parents removed to Trumbull 
County, Ohio. Probably they settled in Bazetta since there we first hear of 
him. 


He was probably converted there although there is no record. He was already 
a Christian when coming to Indiana. His wife was a Baptist and whether he 
had ever been of that faith can only be conjectured. He was fifteen when the 
Church of Christ at Bazetta was organized. The "History of the Disciples in 
the Western Reserve" does not list him as one of the members there but does 
state that he "originated" there. He was probably a member of the Bazetta 
church and very likely of the Baptist church which preceded it. 


His first work was as a school teacher. He received ten dollars a month for 
his first salary - but he probably "boarded around."’ He came to Indiana in 
1836 and entered the farm there. He had been married on March 12, 1835. It 
is interesting to note that the oldest son, Byron, was the second white child 
born in the county. What the feelings of his young wife were so far away 
from home at such a time can only be imagined. 


Hadsell was first of all a preacher, secondly a farmer; but these active inter- 
ests did not interfere with active work in other lines. He was a school tea- 
cher, served in the state legislature and during the Civil War was active in 
the recruiting service since he, himself, was neither young enough nor strong 
enough to serve otherwise. 


He was a charter member of the church at Coburn's and was the second man ap- 

pointed as bishop and when we realize that he was the youngest married man in 

the beginning organization, we can see that he was a natural leader of men. 

The one church could not hold him. There are several records of removals by 

letter of him and his wife but the exact dates cannot be determined. Once he 

removed to Trumbull County and later returned. He lived in Kendallville and 

served the church there. Later he organized a church in Waterloo and became 

its minister. At one time, in order to give his children the advantage of an 

academy education, he moved to Newville and sent them to the academy founded 

and directed by Faurot there. He is credited with the organization of the 

church at Newville. The date of organization indicates that he did this while 

still a resident at Coburn's. 
: 


Death came to him while he was in Waterloo, September 17, 1876. He was car- 


ried by his friends to the Alton Cemetery near his first Indiana home and 
there laid to rest. 
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He was the father of eight children. These children for a long time were in- 
fluential in the church, particularly Byron the eldest. Then the grandchil- 
dren served but today only one name of Hadsell remains on the church books, a 
widow of a grandchild. His work still lives there and elsewhere. 


We regret that we can tell no stories of his work. Those who remember him 
testify that he was a preacher who could move men to repentence. Evidently 
of a restless disposition, he was truly ambitious - desiring to serve his 
community, his church and his country. 


The third sketch is of John F. Coburn. He was born in Ontario County, New 
York, July 22, 1806. In 1816, his father moved to Trumbull County, Ohio, and 
settled there in Bazetta Township. The family, like that of the Hadsell's 
and Alton's, was of New England extraction. 


He was baptized on January 22, 1820, and on January 26, with his brother Asher 
W., was accepted into the Baptist Church which was organized on the day of his 
baptism. His father, Asher, was the first deacon of the church. 


There is no record of his education or even of any movements except that from 
a paper which is in the writer’s possession he states that he was a resident 

in Warren in 1828. From his son, we learn that he was running a shoe shop 
there at a later time. It is probable that he was apprenticed there. When Wal- 
ter Scott made his famous "seige of Warren" he was present. In his manuscript 
written in 1876, he tells of his vivid memory of the long bony hand of Walter 
Scott as he told off on his fingers the "steps to conversion." 


Thus, he was a part of the unfolding drama of the beginning of the "current 
reformation.'' His first reaction was that Scott was preaching dangerous doct- 
rine. 


In 1836, he came to Indiana and entered the farm now owned by Garth Shull and 
the "forty" owned by the Walter Abel estate, just east of the Shull farm. He 
was a charter member as we have noted. 


When the county was organized, he was elected clerk and recorder and for a time 
lived in Auburn, although he seems to have retained his membership in the Co- 
burn's church. This was in 1837. In 1842, he resigned and returned to the 
farm. With the exception of a temporary residence in Trumbull County, he lived 
in the neighborhood until his death although he moved to the Coburn farm on 
which the church now stands. 


His progress in the church is not given. In 1846, the revised roll lists his 
name first as "evangelist.'' There is no record of his appointment. It was 
probably after 1842 owing to his absence previous to that time. In 1865, he 
was appointed Elder. There is no former record although old residents declare 
he served earlier in this capacity. 


He was married three times. First, to Minerva Trumbull on November 25, 1830. 
Three children were born to this union. Minerva Coburn died October 3, 1840. 
On July 11, 1841, he married Alzada Gay who died March 28, 1850. After the 

death of his second wife, he returned to Trumbull County and there married a 
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third time, on April 20, 1852. His third wife was Betsy Ann Wilmot. One son 
was born to this union, Wilmot P., who is the only living child of a charter 
member of the church. 


Although he was expecting to return after a visit, he took his letter from the 
church and again joined in 1853 upon his return. He was then elected deacon 
and a little later renewed his license as an evangelist. He died in 1879. 


Until his death, he lived on his farm north of the church. For a long time, 
he was a guiding spirit of the church and a friend to a whole neighborhood. 
He preached at the Corners as there was opportunity and at other points in 
schoolhouses or church within easy reach. He was never considered a forceful 
speaker from the standpoint of oratory. He was known to express regret that 
he had so little "moving power."" One of his hearers who still lives says that 
the best description of his preaching was that it was "illuminating." His 
illustrations were from the familiar life of the farm. He was noted for his 
eccentricities and loved by the whole community. His name to all, many of 
whom were of no earthly relationship, was Uncle John F. The "F" was origin- 
ally put in to distinguish him from John H. Coburn. 


After his death, he was buried in the cemetery not far from the spot where his 
co-laborer in the gospel, James Hadsell, lies. His final illness came in the 
form of apoplexy while he was standing in the pulpit "exhorting." 


He possessed a frock coat and top hat but wore them only on formal occasions 
such as a "yearly meeting" or convention. He clung to the "barn door trousers" 
as they were called. These trousers were made like the modern U. S. sailor's 
trousers. He had been presented with a cane or two but preferred a long staff 
instead. His light at night was a candle lantern. At the risk of spending 

too much time with this kindly country philosopher and theologian, we tell two 
authenticated stories which older people love to tell. 


At one time, he was preaching in a cabin home. He stood so as to face an open 
door. Outside the door was the ever-present "swill barrel" which contained 
kitchen refuse for the hogs. During the sermon a hen flew to the rim of the 
barrel to peck at the dainties floating on the surface. She ventured to reach 
too far out and lost her balance and fell in. Uncle John F. noticed her plight 
and said abruptly, "There's a chicken in the swill barrell." He walked out, 
removed the hen, returned to his place in the cabin to finish his sermon. 


In his later years, his hair became quite thin so that flies worried him as he 
sat in the church. It was his custom at such times to cover his head with a 
bandana handkerchief of the brilliant hues of the time. One day he arose to 
preach and forgot the fly protector. His wife sat in front of him much em- 
barrassed and trying to make him understand what was wrong. After a time, she 
became desperate and went up to him and removed the handkerchief. As she hand- 
ed it to him, he said, "So that's what those signs meant. I thought my hair 
was mussed." 


Although Coburn was never known so far as his co-laborers, he exerted a tremend- 
out influence in his community. 
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It would be pleasant to relate stories of other men of the time but space 
forbids extension here. We turn from these men to a brief look at the land 
and task set for them. The first group that arrived found that the land along 
the river was entered by speculators. Alton seems to have purchased some of 
this land. The others entered land farther away. Higher land was preferred 
because it could be prepared for farming simply by clearing. Lowlands must in 
addition be drained and this was in the day before tile drains were in use. 


Farm equipment was scanty. Probably a plowshare was brought, although the 

wood mouldboard reinforced with strap iron was still in general use. Harrows 
were made in the shape of a giant "A." Hauling was generally done on a sledge. 
Household equipment was likewise scarce. Cooking utensils might be brought at 
first but little else for tables, stools and beds could be constructed in spare 
time. We need not think that these people were content with such rude sur- 
roundings. On the contrary, each year showed better material surroundings 
until a stage of comfort equal to the farm homes of the east was reached. 


The greatest difficulty was in the market. Produce must be hauled to the river 
on a sledge, there to be loaded on pirogues, dug-outs, and floated to Ft. Wayne. 
There the Maumee River was available and still later the canals which preceded 
the railroads. This explains the lack of money and comforts in the early day. 


With the immensity of the physical task that lay before the newcomers, in our 
minds we wonder that they so soon began to consider church and school. Indeed, 
a candid examination of many communities of the time will soon convince one 
that such concern was the exception. These men had a definite religious and 
educational background. They were New Englanders in blood and indeed in train- 
ing for the Western Reserve was a western extension of New England. Moreover, 
their religious life had been vitalized by a plea that thrilled them to their 
very souls. Finally, there came with them a strong Christian and experienced 
preacher who knew the despair that can come to one who has lost his sense of 
the presence of God. The church was born, not on February 17, 1837, but in 

the hearts of worthy men at the preaching of some of the greatest preachers 
who ever stood in an American pulpit. 


During the year of 1837 twenty-two members were added. All but three came from 
Ohio bringing their letters. Thus, the little group was tripled in membership 
in the first few months. The next spring witnessed the beginning of the work 
of James Hadsell. It seems that these men were appointed for life or good be- 
havior. The office was purely congregational however. 


In 1839, the church became the recipient of property. Benjamin Alton deeded 

a portion of his farm in section 18 to be used as a cemetery and church lot. 

Trustees were appointed as the law required. This place is now the old part 

of the Alton cemetery which is still owned by the church. The original part 

is easily distinguished by the lack of plan in burials. There are no defined 
rows of graves. In it lie the bodies of the older men and women of the com- 

munity. 


In 1840, Mary Hadsell, wife of James, placed her letter in the church, coming 


from the Baptists. Bishops were added from time to time; John H. Coburn in 
1845, Samuel Headley two years earlier. 
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Another feature of church life was the manner of discipline. At the yearly 
meeting of the congregation, any of the older members of the congregation 
were privileged to call to the attention of the congregation certain members 
who were delinquent. Three members, including Lorenzo D. Alton (Dow) were 
excluded. Two years later, young Alton was restored. Indeed, that was the 
usual result of disfellowship. This strictness was probably an inheritance 
from the Baptists for in many Baptist churches of the time there were more 
excluded in a given year than there were admitted. At the same time, it must 
be noted that many things were accepted as definitely sinful that are now at 
least tolerated by the church. 


The church grew slowly but by 1845 there was a revision of the rolls and the 
number was sixty-three; in 1859 there were eighty-five. 


When the Civil War came this neighborhood, like all others, furnished its 

share of men for the army. It is hard for us today to realize how much the 

War affected the lives and thoughts of those who remained behind. Many "boys 
in blue" left for the army during those years. On the church rolls five are 
marked with these words, "killed in action" or "died in the army." These five 
were: Benny Robe, Henry Monroe, Harvey Ackley, Edward W. Flint, Edward Rupert. 
We cannot give a complete list of the men who went away and came back but every 
person of forty years or more has a distinct memory of the colors, firing squad 
and bugler, and sometimes the martial band which led the procession for Memor- 
ial Day. 


The war wrought destruction other than upon the bodies of young men. During 

the course of the great conflict, feelings were brought to a high pitch of ex- 
citement so that sober judgment was swept aside. In the year 1864, we find 
these words written after the names of two men, "excluded because of war ideas." 
In all, five people were excluded at this time, perhaps all for this one thing. 
1864 was the year of the bitter political campaign between McClellan and the 
Democratic party against Lincoln and the Union Party. It was exceedingly bit- 
ter; all the mistakes of the conduct of the war, the highly wrought feelings 

of the supporters of Lincoln and the seeming hopelessness of the situation 
brought destruction of the Christian spirit. Just what the trouble was is not 
known certainly, but since two of the group are known to have been staunch Demo- 
crats it is safe to conjecture that the "war ideas" mention was that advocated 
by the Democratic party, recognition of the Confederacy and a conference look- 
ing toward some sort of union with slavery and states rights guaranteed. Of 
course, the northern victories changed the whole picture and the trouble passed. 
When we remember that perhaps every family in the church was in some way rep- 
resented in the active service, we can understand the tension of the church at 
this time. At least one of these men later became a loyal member and was 
honored by the office of Elder. 


We have had but little to say about the material progress of the church during 
the years. As we have noticed the church became the owner of the lot occupied 
by the cemetery early in its history. The deed mentions that it is to be used 
for burial and church purposes. The original intention was to built a house 
for worship there but the center of the community was soon seen to be nearer 
the corner that came to be known as Coburn's Corners. Worship was conducted 
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for a long time in private houses or schoolhouses. But when the number grew 
to reach nearly ninety, there was a real need for a separate building. In 
1860, the congregation built the "old church" which stood on the site of the 
present building. It was the usual rectangular shape as the general plan of 
the time. There were two doors at the front end of the building with the 
pulpit between them so that the late-comer must run the gauntlet of all the 
eyes of those present. At a later time, one of the doors was closed and a 
platform was built to fill in the space between the old platform and the wall. 
This was used for a choir loft. This building was used until the opening of 
the twentieth century. 


While we are thinking of the old building, it is well to pause for a look at 
social customs of the day. Clothing was largely homemade although spinning 

and weaving were being abandoned swiftly by the time of the Civil War. When 

a family reached the church, the group separated, women and small children en- 
tered one door; men and boys entered by the other. Some churches were built 
with a partition running from the rear to the front but this building was never 
so arranged. In the winter the older men surrounded one stove, older women the 
other. The writer's mother used to tell how she was attracted by the elder wo- 
men sitting in an open square around the stove, each wearing a white bonnet as 
was the custom or style of the time. 


We must also relate that some of the men were addicted to the use of chewing 
tobacco and that some of them indulged in its use during the church service. 
Floor and stove suffered in consequence. One old gentleman in particular was 
accustomed to sitting in a certain spot so that the floor near him was stained 
brown. Those who knew him testify that he was one of the saintliest of men, 
patient, quiet, an elder of the church and honoring the office if any mortal 
can do so. 


Changing social customs crept into the church. What a craning of necks and 
rustles of disapproval must have greeted the first couple who sat down together 
upon one side of the church. Was it a young man and his sweetheart or a bride 
and groom? Whoever it was had brave spirits within them. Did young men and 
women maneuver to sit beside each other at the division line - young man sit- 
ting sedately on the men's side and young woman on the other? 


There is evidence that attendance upon evening service was greater than today 
but we must remember that there were more people in the country communities 
than now, particularly the younger people and that there were fewer places to 
go. Church services were not only religious events but social events as well. 
One of the great strengths of the congregation had been its recognition of 
social needs. 


A popular amusement of the time was the literaries as they were called. At 
stated times during the winter they were held. The custom was to use the 
schoolhouses which would be filled upon these occasions. There were then two 
schools in the nieghborhood. The North School, or Cheesetown, and the South 
School, or Coburntown. Programs were arranged usually consisting of music, 
recitations, debates and papers. The debates and papers as well as other feat- 
ures were conducted for youth and old age as well. Debates followed some of 
the age old questions or some question of lively interest at the time. 
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The papers could be of any kind. Sometimes they would be discussion of moral 
questions. Sometimes they were historical in character. The writer has two 
of John F. Coburn's papers that tell of neighborhood history. One is a semi- 
humorous description of an epidemic of the "seven year's itch." Underneath 
the humor you see the constant realization of the desperate plight of a family 
stricken with serious illness fo far removed from skilled help. Jonathan 
Shull preserved some which were serious discussions of moral questions. 


Sometimes these papers were broadly humorous, particularly those which dis- 
cussed the life and particularly the character of some person well-known in 

the neighborhood. The subject was present to enjoy the discussion. He was 
expected to preserve his good nature. When they aptly distorted the little 
idiosyncrasies of the individual under discussion, they were sure to be apprec- 
iated. 


These literaries were useful in development of talents and many communities 
are trying to revive like community efforts for that reason. Of course, these 
are modernized. 


On one occasion when a program of like nature was being given in the church, 
Byron Hadsell brought an organ as an aid to the music. He was thoroughly re- 
buked by individuals and took the instrument out that night to escape public 
discipline. It was not long, however, until the congregation had surrendered 
to the innovation. Today, so far have we changed that we use various instru- 
ments and at various times more or less complete orchestras are sponsored by 
the Bible School. 


It was not always possible to have a regular preacher present for each service. 
When this was not possible, the Lord's Supper was spread and attended to by the 
elder or deacons. This has always been true so that it has been only on ex- 
tremely rare occasions that communion has not been observed. In the old days, 
a "Social Service" was held. Some one either by appointment or chance would 
read a chapter from the Bible and start a discussion by question or state- 
ment. The service was strictly informal. Anyone could talk. The only rule 
was that the Bible was the authority. 


Perhaps these were not always on so high a plane as our memory would indicate 
but it is safe to say that more than one Bible Class in our modern Bible Schools 
could sit in on these discussions with much profit. As could be expected, the 
people were of independent minds. The minister might be respected for his 
learning and ability and for his righteous life but the people had their Bibles 
in their hands and in their heads and hearts and woe to anyone who taught 
strange doctrine. Sometimes this resulted in narrow conservatism but the gen- 
eral result was good. 


The next revision of the church roll was made in 1874 and the number of com- 
municants was found to be one hundred and two. Three years later at an annual 
meeting there arose a problem which resulted in the last case of church disci- 
pline recorded. We quote from the church record dated February 10th, 1877, 
"At a business meeting of above date the following action was taken by the 
Disciple congregation meeting at Coburn's, DeKalb County, Indiana," There 
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were the names of a number of persons brought before the church for discipline 
and the name of Howard Northrup taken off the record at his own request and 

by vote of the congregation. The meeting was adjourned to meet in three 
months from that day on May 10th, 1877. 


"May 10th, 1877, the adjourned of February 10th, 1877 and the following were 
to be dropped from the Church record." Here follows a list of people who had 
offended the common understanding of what was fit for Christian life. The 
story told is that on the first meeting the young people were put on trial 
but that for the first time they chose to remain defiant. Two of the group 
still live. Most of them came back into the church, some to take prominent 
part and to become honored members. 


Again we quote from the record: ''Record of annual meeting of the church at 
Coburn's Corners held December 28th in the evening, 1878. 


"Meeting called to order by electing J. M. Milliman chairman. 
Alvenus L. Strong was appointed secretary. House to be kept in 
order by following named persons for year 1879: 


Jan. B. F. Hoyt July G. W. Wilmot 
Feb. Jas. M. Milliman Sept. Gustin Flint 
March C.. J. Hadsell Der. John Shull 
April B. A. Hadsell Nov. J. E. Dermott 
May R. G. Coburn Dec. No name given. 
June Nelson Scholes 


"Motion prevailed to appoint committee of R. G. Coburn, Ella Wilmot 
David Andrews to solicit subscriptions for protracted meeting. 


"R. G. Coburn, B. A. Hadsell and John F. Coburn were chosen 
elders for the ensuing year. B. F. Hoyt and W. Hart were chosen 
deacons and J. M. Milliman was chosen financial deacon. It was 
voted to raise a Missionary fund quarterly. Adjourned for one 
year or to last Saturday of Dec., 1879."

The next year there is the first notice of hiring of a janitor. Adrian Hart 
was so chosen. However, in previous financial reports there are mentions of 
payments made to Washington Hart which were probably for work as a janitor. 


During these years, it is impossible to tell much about the financial matters 
of the church. It is known from the memory of many that for long years the 
pay of the ministry and the maintenance of the church were kept under separate 
funds so that the record of offerings and disbursements do not show this ex- 
penditure. In the earlier days this was very small as would be expected but 
the church has generally paid equally with those in similar circumstances. 

If there has been any difference, it is favorable to the church here. 


No record has been kept of the separate ministeries. During the earlier years 
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the ministers who came here were undergirded by the presence of James Hadsell 
or John F. Coburn, or both. The latter was here during all the time until his 
death. When no one was serving the church Coburn was always present with his 
high type of preaching. Those who were called for regular work here are lis- 
ted as follows by R. G. Coburn: Bonham, Banford, Dawson, Daniel Faurot, Sut- 
ton, Leavitt, Bonnell, Sweetman, Teagarden, Oviatt, Jewell, T. A. Hedges, 

J. A. Thomas, Harris, L. W. Fairfield, J. 0. Rose. Coburn's list ends here. 
The ministers since that time (1894) are listed from memory as follows: 

John Dunkleberger, .....Myers, F. A. Thomas, J. A. Brown, A. M. Gillespie, 

L. W. Spayr, T. A, Manley, ..% Daily; J. N.) Scholes¢eWs HH. Coburn Invad= 
dition to these, J. 0. Rose was called back for two ministries. During these 
later years, the church has increasingly appreciated the presence of J. N. 
Scholes. 


On account of the meager records for the years 1890 to 1915, it is impossible 
for us to give a complete record of the leadership. The earlier groups are 
listed according to the records of their appointment to the office: 


Benjamin Alton, Sr. (1837); James Hadsell (1838); John H. Coburn 
(1845); Lemuel Flint (1852); Geo. W. Wilmot (1856); W. H. Milliman 
(1869); Sanuel Headley (1848); John F. Coburn (1865); Russell G. 
Coburn (1856); Lorenzo Dawson (1847); Byron A. Hadsell (1871), the 
son of James Hadsell; Asher W. Coburn (1852), the son of John F. 
Coburn; Benjamin Alton, Jr. (1862), the son of Benjamin Alton; James 
M. Milliman (1873); Asa Hall (1872); John Murphy (1873); William 
Coburn (1889); J. N. Scholes (1889); M. J. Hadsell (1889). These 
are all that are listed previous to 1890. In the quarter century 
intervening between the two records others are known to have served. 
We try to list them but cannot give dates: M. J. Hadsell and I. S. 
Hadsell, both sons of Byron A.; H. A. Coburn; Calvin Coburn. 


When the new records are given, the following were selected for the 
year of 1915. Probably all of them served previously: Clyde Hart; 
Reed Place; Wesley Hart; Saxe Hadsell, grandson of James. Since 
that time the following have been so honored: Floyd Coburn (1919), 
grandson of John F.; Claude Laub (1922); Abner Trostel (1922); 
William Maxwell (1925), he is known to have served earlier but at 
his own request was relieved of the office; Louis Washler (1931); 
Bennett Lay (1933); Marvin Poper (1933). 


During the history of this congregation three names have been used to designate 
the office. First, the title was Bishop. Some time near the year of 1850 the 
title used is Overseer, which is a literal translation. In 1874 the record 
uses the modern term of Elder. It is not to be thought that the change was in 
any way official. Indeed these terms are all today understood to be proper 
but it is altogether a question of usage. This is probably a reflection of a 
general shift in usage. While in general the office is given to older men, 
some quite young men have filled it, notably James Hadsell. The office is not 
so much one of authority among us as it is one of responsibility and trust. 

In later years at any rate, the minister is considered to be an elder in the 
local church. 
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In the first few records of the church there is no mention of deacons. Dea- 
cons were selected, for this custom was universal in the church from the 
first. Generally there were but two appointed at a time. 


The first appointment noted is James Hadsell (1846), thus we see that the 
office of Elder at this time was not considered a lifetime office; Asher W. 
Coburn (1848); Ezra Dickenson (1848); Samuel Flint (1856); John F. Coburn 
(1856); Geo. W. Wilmot (1861); Chas. Coburn (1861); Byron A. Hadsell (1862); 
Cyrus Alton (1863); J. B. Milliman (1865); William Coburn (1864); Nelson 
Scholes (1865); Asa Hall (1869); Harmon Gee (1871); R. G. Coburn (1871); 
Washington Hart (1873); John Scholes (1874); David Andrews (1874); Camillus 
Hadsell (1877); Ella Wilmot (1877); B. F. Hoyt (1879); W. P. Coburn (1889), 

a son of John F.; Joseph Shull (1889); Charles Tustison (1889); J. E. Dermott 
(1890). This brings us to the end of the old record. 


At the beginning of the new record the following were serving: Ora Quance; 

H. A. Coburn; Earl Tustison; Fred Hart. Since that time there is listed: 
William Lenher (1916); Hiram Todd (1916); Merritt Maxwell (1916); Claud Laub 
(1919); W. F. Maxwell (1919); Meade Baker (1921); Alva Perry (1931); Abner 
Trostel (1922); Louis Washler (1922); Elmer Volkert (1924); Roy Maxwell (1924); 
Karl Hart (1926); Glen Hart (1927); Merwin Place (1928); Estel Coburn (1930); 
Roy Mann (1933); Elwood Hart (1933); George Milliman (1935); Kenneth Coburn 
(1937), a grandson of John F. 


At least two of these have served for notably long periods. Washington Hart 
was elected in 1873 and served until his death in 1911. W. P. Coburn was elec- 
ted in 1889 and served for a period of forty years excepting one year when, 
with two small children in the home, he felt he should be relieved of these 
duties. At the close of his active service he was made Deacon Emeritus for 
life. 


The present membership of the board is as follows: Elders - J. N. Scholes, 
Marvin Poper, Claude Laub, Louis Washler, Floyd Coburn, Clyde Hart. The 
deacons are - Fred Hart, Alva Perry, Claude Mason, Karl Hart, Elwood Hart, 
Merwin Place, Roy Maxwell, Kenneth Coburn. 


This church has not been guilty of receiving without giving. Besides those 
who went out from the church in various capacities in public school work, eld- 
ers and deacons in other congregations, there have been several regular min- 
isters. After those mentioned, Cyrus Alton, a son of Benjamin, was ordained 
and did good work; Edwin R. Coburn, a son of John F. Coburn, was ordained. 

For many years he served as a "preaching elder" in Mt. Pleasant, Mich. Next, 
Joseph N. Scholes was called. Brother Scholes served various churches in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio as well as others. He is quite well known particularly 
in these states. Since his retirement from a located ministry, he has served 
as evangelist. He is now living in his home community and is an active elder. 
Latest to be sent out is Walter H. Coburn, who after serving in Iowa and Okla- 
homa has returned and is now pastor of the home church. The church expects 
still others to go. 


No church can exist without an educational program, whether the program be 
formally worked out or developed informally. Like most of the schools of its 
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size, the work has been confined in a formal way to the Bible School although | 
at times week-day classes have been held. 


It is not known just when the Sunday School began but it has been conducted 
for many years. At first the school was conducted in the warm months but soon 
it was discovered that a winter school was also successful. Today the school 
is graded in its lower classes. 


It is impossible to give a complete list of Superintendents or even a near com- 
plete list as no formal records have been kept of the school. Marvin Poper is 
the present superintendent. 


The original building was found during the -90's to be inadequate so that a 
movement for a new building was started. As R. G. Coburn says of this house, 
"It has answered our purpose very well until Brother Rose came among us but 

he has attracted such crowds that we find it altogether too small and not quite 
up to his style and now the talk is of a better and larger house which is much 
needed." This talk finally crystallized into a definite building program. 


The old building was turned a quarter way around and wings added to make the 
present structure. The frame building was veneered with burned brick. A base- 
ment was added and as time went on a kitchen fairly well equipped was arranged. 
The arrangement is not altogether ideal but is better than many. The house is 
heated with a furnace. The building was dedicated in 1908 by L. L. Carpenter 
who once attended here when a young man. His long career as a preacher did not 
begin here but the good people added encouragement to him. Just now the con- 
gregation realizes the need of classrooms and baptistry. No doubt this lack 
will result in a further addition to the building. 


When an electric light company built a high power line past the corner, the 
church subscribed at once for lights. Later the church and furniture has been 
redecorated. 


At the time of the rebuilding program, W. P. Coburn who owned the land upon 
which the church stood, deeded an acre to the church for a building lot. The 
land lay idle for some time and finally was used for farming at the request 

of the trustees. After some discussion, a plan was adopted and the grounds 
were set out to trees and shrubbery. The trees selected are sugar or hard 
maple, native elm and Chinese elm. The plan provides for an outside assembly 
ground with platform and an encircling drive. The whole grounds are outlined 
with shrubbery. Around the base of the church building shrubs have been plant- 
ed for some years. Unfortunately, many of the trees died in the drouth but 
plans are laid for a replanting in the Fall of 1937. An interesting feature 

of the planting was the dedication of trees by individuals and a permanent list 
of the donors is on file. 


A few years ago, the North School was abandoned and after a time the building 
was sold to the church. The grounds are intended, when the need arises for a 
burial ground. The building is used for a community building. Each Summer 
many family reunions and also the School reunion are held there. 
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The membership of the church is not so great today as formerly. There are 
about sixty-seven active members. Some have drifted away, others are loyal 
Christians in other communities. The decrease of membership is largely due 
to smaller families. As a matter of fact, the church probably reaches a 
higher percentage of residents than formerly. 


The church is aware of this decrease in membership. Probably the result will 
be an evangelistic campaign which will reach farther out. 
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COBURN FAMILY 


We are most fortunate in having available a formal genealogy of this line 
prepared by George A. Gordon and Silas R. Coburn, published in 1913, which 
provides detailed information about descendants of the immigrant ancestor, 
Edward Colburn/Coburn. Some material borrowed directly from this genealogy 
will be significant to those of his descendants who ultimately came to De- 
Kalb County, Indiana and settled in the community associated with the Coburn 
name. 


It should be noted that the Coburn family name has sometimes been given as 
Coburne, Colbron, Colebron, Coulborne, Colburne, and Colburn as well as Co- 
burn; the latter becoming the most common form from the time of the third 
generation. 


The Coburn genealogy refers to research in England which failed to produce a 
direct antecedent in the line; however, a brief mention here of some names 
encountered seems appropriate. 


According to Silas R. Coburn, "The earliest mention of the name is found 
during the reign of Henry VIII, who became King of England in the year 
1509."" The name then was spelled Colbarne, the home was in Stafford- 
shire; Edward Colbarne, gentleman, on 6 FEB 1553, was elected a member 
of Parliament. His will was proved 13 JUL 1568 in the probate of Cant- 
erbury. With Edward in Parliament was Sir Philip Draycot and this as- 
sociation of similar names suggests that possibly Edward Colbarne may 
have been the ancestor of the Dracut family of a century later. 


Sir John Colborne, born 1778 at Lyndhurst, Hampshire was an English Gen- 
eral; knighted for service at the Battle of Waterloo; given the title 
of Lord Seaton; Field Marshall in 1860. 


Admiral Sir George Cockburn commanded the vessel which conveyed Emperor 
Napoleon Bonaparte to St. Helena after his defeat at Waterloo. 


At Laycock, Wiltshire were the following (possibly in Edward Coburn's 
line of descent): 

John Colborne. 

Robert Colborne b. 1583 m. Elizabeth Powell. 

Robert Colborne b. 1617 m. Elizabeth Crew. 

Thomas (Colborne ?) b. 1646 m. Elizabeth - - - - - * 


Referring to the known Coburn coat of arms, there is comment, "..... no proof 
that it was ever issued by any College of Heraldry.... A strong argument in 
its favor is that copies found in different families were cherished and care- 
fully kept." 


There also are references found from time to time that the Coburn"s are Scotch 
or Scotch-Irish in descent and, in fact, some of this name in America did come

directly from Scotland but they were not among the early arrivals. In addi- 
tion, Coburn is identified in George F. Black's record of surnames in Scot- 
land as a version of "Cockburn." 


Research by Isabel Huff Abel (a Coburn descendant and then librarian in the 
Cleveland, Ohio Public Library) has produced the following commentary: 


Cockburn —- COBURN Merse, to Roxburgh etc. 13th century. SE of Firth 
of Forth Lowland. 


The Scottish tartans as a system of popular Heraldry only developed 
fully after Culloden had crushed the Clan System itself from active 
politics. Like the flow of Jacobite songs, the tartan provided an out- 
let for national sentiment, after the period of 1746 to 1782 when the 
kilt and tartan alike were severely prohibited. Thereafter ensued a 
steady growth of tartans distinguishing the main Scottish clans and fam- 
ilies, with a few of the earliest type which had attached rather to dis- 
tricts than to a particular clan. A list is added of the longer estab- 
lished tartans, out of about 500 currently registered with the Lord Lyon 
King of Arms.

In the Coburn genealogy it is stated that the names Cockburn, Colborne, Col- 
burn and Coburn are to be found in the histories of Great Britain and Ireland 
PCUESS 4 nso ott st however spelt, it is generally agreed by those who have made a 
study of the name that the English and Scotch pronunciation is Coburn..... 
There is good reason to believe that the name is not a Saxon but Scandinavian 
name and that the family came to England with the Danes, that they were sea 
kings and that the name means either black bear or king's bear. The bear was 
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a sacred animal with the Danes and has given us a number of names. (Burn 
means bear.) It is possible that it may be a Scotch name meaning Coldstream, 
a burn being a small brook; or English relating to an occupation, viz. coal 
burner." 


Edward Coburn is recognized as the progenitor of the Coburn line in America. 
His parentage, place of birth, and early years are unknown but his early 

home apparently was in England. Early in the month of September, 1635, the 
ship "Defence," Capt. Bostock, arrived at Boston having amongst the passen- 
gers, Edward Colbourne (reportedly of Wiltshire), whose age is given as 17 
years. In the same list appears the name of Robert Colburn whose age is given 
as 28 years, and they may have been brothers. 


One reference is made to Corp. Edward Coburn as being a soldier in the local 
Military Co. of Chelmsford during the King Phillips War 1676-77, was in com- 
mand of Colbron's Garrison; also in charge of a garrison 23 JUL 1769 during 
the King Williams war. Coburn descendants have been represented in every war 
since their arrival in this country. Aside from Edward's service mentioned, 
they were in the wilds of Maine in 1725 with Lovewell's expedition and at the 
siege of Louisburg in the French and Indian War of 1745. The Roll of Honor 
names 33 Coburn's as serving in the War of the Revolution. Many served in the 
War of 1812; some gave their lives in Mexico during the war of 1848; a large 
number enlisted in the Civil War from 1861 to 1865; some also participated in 
the Spanish-American conflict. Without further statistics, it is a foregone 
conclusion that many took part in the wars of this century after the action 
in Cuba. 


Allusions are made in legal papers to Edward as being of Ipswich, and he is 
called Nathaniel Saltonstall's farmer, from which we conclude that he was the 
superintendent and manager of the estate of Nathaniel Saltonstall, who was a 
prominent citizen of that town. There is no record of Edward owning a farm 
until, with his family (consisting of his wife, eight sons and two daughters), 
he removed to Dracut, then called "The Wilderness North of the Merrimac," 

thus becoming the first settler north of the Merrimac River, except on the sea 
coast. 


Being the first settler on the north of the Merrimac, Edward Coburn felt it 
necessary to provide against the assaults of the Indians. They roamed through 
the woods and paddled their canoes on the river, and the lives of the white 
settlers were of no value to them. He erected a Garrison House, and with his 
seven stalwart sons (one having been killed by Indians) and his sons-in-law, 
he was able to protect himself from the thieving bands of Indians until aid 
could be summoned in time of danger when larger bands of Indians would be on 
the warpath. His Garrison House he left in his will to his son Joseph and it 
remained in the family for generations thereafter. The last to occupy it was 
Nathaniel B./7 and his sons Edmund, Howard, and Walter, after which it passed 
out of the hands of the Coburn's. This house reportedly was still standing 
as late as 1922 and was then known as the Durkee House. 


The Garrison House was situated on property identified as the Webb farm of 
1600 acres purchased by Edward Coburn from John Evered alias John Webb. This 
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land apparently constituted the largest and most important of his holdings 
although he is known to have owned with others a tract of land off the Ipswich 
shore called Hog Island. 


Edward, while living, divided his land between his sons and owning land which 
laid upon the north shore of the river, he was able to give to each one a 
river lot. These shares were deeded to the sons on varying dates but each 
one was "bound to pay £55 Sterling, making a yearly payment of 45 for the 
period of eleven years. All and every of the several payments to be in kind 
and manner and in all sorts and equal proportions of payment according to 
covenant wherein the said Edward standeth bound to the aforesaid Webb and his 
assignees."' The one-eighth share of the Webb purchase is described as, "11 
acres, 60 poles." 


In addition to the information contained in the Coburn genealogy and what is 
reported in this volume, those interested in further details about members of 
the Coburn line are urged to review the HISTORY OF DRACUT MASSACHUSETTS writ- 
ten by Silas R. Coburn and published in 1922. CEB

As the earlier records of Ipswich were burned, the births of the first 
seven children can only be given as occurring about the years mentioned. 
Exact dates of births of Ezra, Joseph and Lydia have been found. 


Silas R. Coburn has written in his HISTORY OF DRACUT MASSACHUSETTS in refer- 
ence to Edward's wife that ".....private letters lead to the conclusion that 
her maiden name was Rolfe." This is interesting inasmuch as Edward's son 
Thomas is reported to have married second Hannah Rouf (or Rolfe). CEB

In 1678, Edward conveyed to Robert one-eighth of the Webb purchase, viz. 11 
acres, 60 poles, bounded by John's land on the west, and his brother Edward's, 
now deceased, on the east and lying on the river. The terms of the sale were 
the same as those imposed upon John: &5 yearly for a term of eleven years, 
with the same conditions regarding the kind of payment. 


Robert and John did not share with the others in the Satchell land, although 
each had his share in the Webb purchase. May 27, 1700, the year before his 
death, he sold his real estate in Dracut to his brother Daniel and is called 
a "Resident of Dracut."

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Until 1701, his home was at Salem when, with three others, he purchased 100 
acres in Connecticut on Little River, which was at that time a remote section, 
but afterward included in the Town of Hampton. 


From there, in 1713, he removed to Windham, Conn. where he was living in 1730, 
as on July 3rd of that year he was admitted to the Church as a member. 


A petition to the Probate Court in 1741 gives an approximate date of his 
death, and mentions Mercy, his wife, as still living. The later years of his 
life were spent at Concord, Mass. where he died.

Samuel and Elizabeth resided in Windham, Conr. where he was admitted to the 
church 14 DEC.1735. 


The Coburn genealogy contains a record of the families of all of Samuel's 
children except Ebenezer. This is regrettable inasmuch as his marriage and 
carrydown are of vital interest to us in this volume, some of his children 
having been among the pioneer settlers of DeKalb County, Indiana. An omis- 
sion of this sort often occurs in a genealogy, however, due to a lack of 
information; possibly due to the movement of families from place to place 
when new frontier lands were opened in New England and to the west. Fortun- 
ately, sufficient information has been found to establish Ebenezer's place 
in the line and enable his descendants to share their heritage in the Coburn 
genealogy. CEB 


NOTE: From this point onward the record of the Coburn family reflects the 
movement by some to Indiana and the beginning of the community later called 
Coburntown. Ebenezer Coburn, then, for the purpose of this work, becomes 
number one and all of the descendants thereafter are numbered consecutively. 
It is essential that the reader understand this arrangement and the neces- 
sary departure from an extension of the format used in the established Coburn 
genealogy. 


It is also deemed appropriate to insert here the comment that the research of 
Norma J. Cape has been most helpful in securing details of some descendants 

in early generations and especially with regard to those who resided in north- 
eastern Ohio. Similarly, acknowledgment must be made of the efforts of Char- 
lotte E. Sargent who submitted the diary of Jacob Osborn Coburn reproduced 
herein and associated letters.

There appears to be no means of correcting the discrepancy found in the birth- 
date of Ebenezer as noted above. Not knowing the source of information for 
the birthdate in the Coburn genealogy, it might be assumed that the record of 
baptism was taken to also be the date of birth since it was common practice 
to have new-born infants baptized on the day they were born. However, the 
date attributed to church record varies by almost one full week from the 
Bible record of birth, implying to the writer that there may have been a de- 
lay in entering the church record leading to a miscalculation of the proper 
date. Inasmuch as this particular Bible record appears to have been so com- 
pletely kept, it is the author's opinion that of the two, the Bible record 
should be most accurate.

Ebenezer relocated with his family from Connecticut to Vermont between 1783 
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and 1786 where he still resided at Pawlet in Rutland County as enumerated in 
the 1800 census. However, he next appears in the 1820 census at Bristol in 
Ontario County, NY. 


A search made by Isabel Huff Abel of bounty land applications in the National 
Archives relative to the service of Ebenezer Jr. in the War of 1812 revealed 

that a Bible record had been submitted in support of the claim with detailed 

information about the family of Ebenezer Sr. This record verifies dates and 

provides proof of the rightful place of subsequent generations in the line of 
descent. Her work thus enables us to quote the record back to the immigrant 

ancestor. The whereabouts of this Bible now is unknown. 


Mrs. Abel's research also is responsible for the following outline of Sibyl 
Robinson's heritage in the Robinson and Fuller lines. 


Sibyl was a fifth generation descendant of immigrant Isaac Robinson b. 1610 
prob. at Leyden, Holland, d. 1704 Barnstable, Mass. s. of Rev. John Robinson 
and Bridget White, the father described as beloved pastor of the Pilgrims in 
Holland, a teacher at Scrooby after having been forced out of preaching for 
the Church of England, d. 1625 or before at Leyden, Holland. Isaac came to 
Plymouth, Mass. in 1631 in the "Lion;'' to Barnstable, Mass. by 1636; after 
1651 at Martha's Vineyard. He m/l Margaret Hanaford and m/2 Mary Faunce. 


Isaac and Mary Robinson had son Peter who d. 1740 at Windham, Conn., m/1 Mary 
Manter, m/2 Experience Manter. 


Peter and Mary Robinson had son Peter b. c.1697 Martha's Vineyard d. 22 MAR 
1785 Windham, Conn. m. JUN 1725 at Mansfield, Conn. Ruth Fuller. Peter and 
Ruth's son Samuel b. 6 JUL 1726 Scotland parish, Windham, Conn. d. there 11

The lineage of Sibyl Robinson's grandmother, Ruth Fuller, also must be noted 
here. Ruth was a fifth generation descendant of Edward Fuller of Redenhall 
Parish, Norfolk, England, son of Robert Fuller, bp. 1575 d. 1621 along with 
his wife during the first winter of great sickness at Plymouth. Apparently 
not of the Leyden, Holland congregation, but came on the "Mayflower" with bro- 
ther Dr. Samuel Fuller, and was 21st signer of the Compact. Wife Ann - - - -.

It is not clear how many of the children of Ebenezer and Sibyl Coburn went 
from Vermont to Trumbull County, Ohio but we know that three of them, Sibyl, 
Gurden, and Ebenezer Jr., later came from Ohio to DeKalb Co., Ind. and were 
among the early settlers in this new frontier land and the community that was 
to become known as Coburntown.

Asher Coburn's family was enumerated in the 1800 census at Bristol, Ontario 
Co., NY and in 1810 at Honeoye, Ontario Co., NY. He is believed to have re- 
moved to Trumbull County, Ohio in 1816 or 1818; his family is enumerated at 
Bazetta Twp., Trumbull Co., Ohio in 1820 and thereafter until his death. In 
1850, Asher and Esther Coburn were living with their daughter, Charlotte, 
and her husband Daniel Faunce at this latter location. 


On 22 JAN 1820, Asher Coburn became one of the first Elders of the newly- 
formed Baptist Church in Baconsburg (later Cortland), Trumbull Co., Ohio. 
Eight members of the Concord Baptist Church of Warren were dismissed for that 
purpose. The group became a Disciple Church after the sweep of Thomas Camp- 
bell through the area in 1828. 


Asher is listed as owning 123 acres in Lot 9 in 1820-1834 and 60% acres in 
1835-1838. His son, Eben R., is listed as owning 50 acres in Lot 17 in 1822- 
1827. Asher also is listed as owning 50 acres in Lot 17 in 1828-1829 (poss- 
ibly the same land previously listed for Eben). Asher and Esther Coburn 
deeded small parcels of land in Lot 9 to Sibyl Hovey of Bazetta in 1829; to 
Asher W. Coburn, and to Jacob Sibert. Asher paid personal property taxes 
from 1826-1834, possibly having joined his two sons in DeKalb County, Ind. 
after that date when he stopped paying taxes. He sold his last property in 
1838 while living in Indiana.

Gurden is first enumerated in the 1820 census at Richmond Town, Ontario Co., 
NY. In 1836, he is listed as owning 75 acres in Lot 8, Bazetta Twp., Trum- 
bull Co., Ohio and 23 MAR 1837 he sold 20 plus acres, Lot 8. He paid personal 
property taxes at this latter location 1828-1834. In 1850, Gurden and Cynthia 
with their two youngest children were enumerated at Concord Twp., DeKalb Co., 
Ind. next door to the family of dau. Celia Headley. The 1860 census finds 
Gurden and Cynthia with the family of son Joshua P. Coburn. Gurden is be- 
lieved to have gone to Newaygo Co., Mich. about 1865 when some of his child- 
ren relocated to that place and probably remained there until his death in 
1872 although not shown in 1870 enumerations by himself or with any of his 
children.

Ebenezer moved as a child with his parents from Vermont to New York State 
where he grew to manhood. He enlisted for a period of three months in the 
War of 1812 from Bristol, Ontario Co., NY. He served as a corporal in Capt. 
Abraham Mattison's Co., NY Militia from 20 MAR 1814 to 11 APR 1814 when the 
Company was discharged on the frontier near Buffalo. 


In the fall of 1827, Ebenezer relocated his family to Trumbull Co., Ohio where 
he engaged in farming and worked at the shoemaker trade. He is listed as own- 
ing 106 acres, Lot 8, in 1832-1835 and 81 acres in 1836. Deliverance Coburn 
is listed as owning 40 acres, Lot 13, in 1837-1838. In 1835, Ebenezer entered 
160 acres of government land in Concord Twp., DeKalb Co., Ind. and in August, 
1838 moved his family to their new home, clearing and improving his land and 
remained on it until his death. 


Deliverance Coburn applied for 160 acres of bounty land in December, 1859 
through her attorney William Van Marten of Lyons, NY. The supporting docu- 
ments included a faithful copy of the Bible record of births, marriages and 
deaths which had beencarefully kept by the parents of Ebenezer Jr. Data from 
this record appears in this present account. 


In DeKalb County, Ebenezer was the first Justice, holding the office for four 
years, and also was the first Trustee. He was a member of the Disciples 
Church at Coburntown. 

From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 

EBENEZER COBURN, deceased, was one of the most esteemed pioneers of DeKalb 


County. He was born in Vermont, Oct. 8, 1794, a son of Ebenezer and Sybil 
(sic) (Robinson) Coburn, the former born July 4, 1752, of Scotch parentage

and the latter Sept. 14, 1755, of English descent. His parents were married 
Nov. 22, 1777 and when he was a child moved to New York State where he grew 
to manhood. Sept. 13, 1813, he was married to Phoebe Henry, who died July 1, 
1815. They had one child -- John H., deceased. Sept. 17, 1815, he married 
Deliverance Wilson and in the fall of 1827 moved to Trumbull County, Ohio 
where he engaged in farming, and also worked at the shoemaker's trade. In 
1835 he entered 160 acres of Government land in Concord Township, DeKalb Co., 
Ind., and in August, 1838, moved his family to their new home in the woods. 
He cleared and improved his land, remaining on it till his death, Aug, 9, 
1847. His wife survived him till May 14, 1864. They had a family of ten 
children, six of whom are living -- Otis R., Russell G., Charles M., Henry 
W., Chauncey, and Caroline. Phoebe H., William W., Eliza J., and Ann A. are 
deceased. Mr. and Mrs. Coburn were members of the Disciples church. In poli- 
tics he was an old line Whig. He served his township as Justice of the Peace 
four years. 


From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 


HENRY W. COBURN, merchant, Newville, Ind., was born in Trumbull County, Ohio, 
March 15, 1830, a son of Ebenezer and Delia (Wilson) Coburn, his father a na- 
tive of Burlington, Vt., and his mother of Massachusetts. In 1838 his parents 
moved to DeKalb Co., Ind., and settled in the Coburn settlement in Concord 
Township, where he was reared and educated. In 1857 he was married and moved 
to Newville, and located on the lot where he has since lived. In 1864 he 
built his residence. He worked at the carpenter's trade a few years and in 
the spring of 1863 bought a half interest in the Newville saw-mill, which he 
ran four years. He then worked at his trade till the spring of 1870, when he 
engaged in merchandising in company with A. A. Fetterer, under the firm name 
of Fetterer & Coburn. In 1876 he bought his partner's interest and has since 
carried on the business alone. He carries a capital stock of $5,000, consist- 
ing of dry goods, groceries, boots, shoes, hats, caps, crockery, hardware, 
etc. He keeps constantly on hand a complete stock of everything in his line 
and has a good trade, doing an annual business of $10,000. In 1881 he built a 
new store 24 x 50 feet in size, which is one of the neatest and most conven- 
iently arranged in the town. Mr. Coburn was married Nov. 27, 1857, to Sophia 
Mathews, a native of Concord Township, daughter of John Mathews, a pioneer of 
DeKalb County, now deceased. Mr. Coburn is one of the representative busi- 
ness men of Newville, but is quiet and unassuming in his manner, and never 
seeks official honors, preferring to attend strictly to his own affairs, and 
leaving the cares of office to others. He and his wife are members of the 
Christian church.

Asher W. Coburn removed from New York with his parents about 1818 and was list- 
ed as owning 50 acres in Lot 17 in 1828-1849 at Trumbull Co., Ohio. He paid 
personal property taxes 1829-1834. In 1834 he and Hannah sold their property 
in Trumbull Co., Ohio and about this time he first rode through the country in 
Indiana and found that there was plenty of land to be had directly from the 
U.S. Government at $1.25 per acre in the area northeast of Fort Wayne. Late 
in January 1936, Asher W. and his brother John F. loaded a lumber wagon with 
goods drawn by two yoke of oxen and their father, Asher Coburn, with his two- 
horse wagon took the two families of a wife and three children each and also 
some goods and they started West. They arrived in the area to become DeKalb 
County early in March, 1836; a journey of about 250 miles. 


Asher W. spent his life thereafter on the farm he had acquired in 1836 and was 


a leader in development of improvements in that area of DeKalb County which 
subsequently was called Coburntown.

From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 


ASHER W. COBURN, deceased, was born in Ontario County, N. Y., March 3, 1803, 
and died in DeKalb County, Ind., July 11, 1874. He was a son of Asher and 
Esther (Whitney) Coburn, who moved to Trumbull County, Ohio about 1818, where 
he lived with them till manhood. He was by occupation a farmer, following it 
in Ohio till his removal to DeKalb County, Ind., March 1, 1836. Here he en- 
tered 240 acres of Government land on sections 23 and 24, Concord Township, 
which he cleared and improved and made his home till his death. He was mar- 
ried June 13, 1823 to Hannah Headley, daughter of Samuel and Rachel (James) 
Headley, who came from Pennsylvania to Ohio in an early day. To them were 
born three children -- Phoebe, wife of Jacob Dermott; Francis, deceased; 
Roxanna, widow of Harvey Ackley. His wife died Sept. 8, 1857, aged fifty- 
three years. He afterward married Mrs. Susan Shull, now a resident of Allen 
County. He was a member of the Disciples church. In politics he was at first 
a Whig but after its organization voted with the Republican party.

The following information appeared in the Old Settler's Edition of the St. Joe 
News published Wednesday, June 21, 1905: 


ANE At the first election held in DeKalb county, in July, 1837, at the home 
of Washington Robinson, in Vienna (the early designation of Newville. CEB), 
he was elected county clerk and recorder. This was before the organization of 
DeKalb county and while what is now Stafford, Newville, and Concord townships 
was one organization and called DeKalb township. The county was organized and 
an election held the following year. 


"Mr. Coburn was a man of strong convictions and always ready to defend any cause 
he held to be right. During his life he took an active interest in religious 
and educational affairs." 


From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 


JOHN F. COBURN, deceased, one of the most prominent of the old pioneers, was 
born in Ontario County, N. Y., July 22, 1806, a-son of Asher Coburn and died 
in DeKalb County, Ind., April 8, 1879. He was ten years of age when his par- 
ents moved to Trumbull County, Ohio and there he was reared on a frontier farm, 
obtaining a practical education in the district schools, and by studying in 
his leisure hours. He learned the shoemaker's trade in his youth, and worked 
at it till his removal to DeKalb County, Ind., March 1, 1836. He entered 120 
acres of Government land, which he began to clear and improve and also worked 
at his trade. He was elected County Clerk and Recorder, the first in the 
county, and made an efficient officer. He was an active member of the Dis- 
ciples church, and took a great interest in the cause of Christianity. Pol- 
itically, he was first a Whig and later a Republican. He was married Nov. 25, 
1830 to Minerva Twadell, who died Oct. 8, 1840. They had three children -- 
Jacob O., Laura E., and Edwin R. The sons were both soldiers in the War of 
the Rebellion. Jacob 0. died in a rebel prison. Edwin R. is now a resident 
of Dushville, Isabella Co., Mich. July 11, 1841, Mr. Coburn married Alzada 

M. Gay, who died March 28, 1850. April 29, 1852 he married Betsey A. Wilmot, 
a native of Portage County, Ohio born June 7, 1812. They had one child -- 
Wilmot P. Mrs. Coburn and her son are living on the old homestead, which 
contains 160 acres of valuable land, under a good state of cultivation.

A genealogy of the Faunce line was published in 1967 by James Freer Faunce with 
the title, "JOHN FAUNCE OF THE PLYMOUTH COLONY AND HIS DESCENDANTS." From this 
source, we learn that John Faunce, probably of Purleigh, county Essex, in 
England came to Plymouth, Mass. on the ship "Anne" in July, 1623 where he died 
29 NOV 1653. While many Faunce families in America are not known to be con- 
nected, it appears that John Faunce can be considered the progenitor of the 
line in this country and assuredly the ancestor of those concerning us in this 
volume. Much information exists about early Faunce families in England but a 
record of the descent has not been made; only there was a concentration in 
County Essex, and a family of the name lived there before the year 1600. It 

is said that Oliver Cromwell was nursed by Alice Faunce,and she was so kind and 
attentive to him that he presented her with a large portrait of himself. Also, 
Charles II married a Faunce. The Faunce estate was in Rochester, England and 
covered 600 acres. The house was built in 1020. 


Daniel Faunce was a sixth generation descendant of the immigrant John Faunce. 
He was a farmer in occupation. His half brother, Alden, married Lucretia Co- 
burn who was a cousin of Charlotte.

SAMUEL D. COBURN, farmer, section 29, Sherman Township, was born in New York, 
March 2, 1825. His parents, Girden and Cynthia (Phillips) Coburn, were nat- 
ives of Vermont. They first settled in Genesee Co., N.Y., and afterward re- 
moved to Ohio, where they lived 17 years, then went to DeKalb Co., Ind., where 
the mother died; the father then came to Michigan and lived in Muskegon County 
until his death. Samuel remained at home until 22 years of age. He first pur- 
chased a farm in Allen Co., Ind., which he lived on two years, then moved to 
LaGrange County, same State, and worked at coopering five years. He then re- 
turned to DeKalb County and remained until 1865, and in the winter of that 
year came to Newaygo County and bought 80 acres of wild land. He has since 
sold this land, and purchased 120 acres where he now resides. He has 40 acres 
under tillage. 


He was married in DeKalb Co., Ind., to Annie Perry, a native of Ohio, who died 
five years after her marriage. Mr. Coburn then married Ann Dermott, of DeKalb 
Co., Ind., who died in 1863, leaving five children: Henrietta, Franklin W., 
Charles F., Ella S. and Carrie. For a third wife Mr. C. married Sarah E. (Walk- 
ley), widow of Rufus W. Seaman, and daughter of Oliver and Parthena (Smith) 
Walkley. Mr. and Mrs. Coburn have three children: Viola L., Oliver L. and 
Parthena D. Mr. C. has held the office of Highway Commissioner; was elected 
Justice of the Peace, but did not serve; was School Director five years. He 
was elected Treasurer of Sherman Township in the spring of 1883, and is the 
present incumbent. In politics he is a Republican, and himself and wife are 
members of Fremont Grange, No. 494, P. of H.; they are also members of the 
Disciples Church.

Oliver L. Coburn, son of Samuel and Sarah Coburn, was born near Fremont Nov. 25, 
1873, and died in Grand Rapids April 19, 1910, aged 36 years, 4 months, 24 days.

Otis was the only member of his parent's family to remain behind when the move 
was made from Trumbull County to DeKalb County, Ind. We can only speculate 
about the reason for this; perhaps it was because of his land holdings or poss- 
ibly to stay close to Emma's parents. It is known that Otis' family removed 
from Ohio c.1850 to homestead farm land in Wisconsin, remaining there until per- 
haps c.1855 to satisfy the homestead requirement and obtain title to the land. 
However, too much sickness and the death of two children there resulted in a 
return to Trumbull Co., Ohio where they are found in the 1860 census at Bazetta. 
The trip from Wisconsin to Ohio was made by train as far as Ravenna, Ohio which 
was the end of the rail line and other means had to be found in order to reach 


their destination. Emma's parents also relocated to Wisconsin where they re- 
mained.

OTIS R. COBURN, oldest brother of C. M. and R. G. Coburn, of Coburntown, died 
very suddenly (heart disease, CEB) at his home in (Green,) Trumbull Co., Ohio, 
December 3lst, 1887, and was buried January 2nd, 1888, age 71 years. Mr. Co- 
burn was born in Ontario Co., New York, November 1816, and moved with his par- 
ents to Trumbull Co., Ohio, in 1827, being at that time eleven years old. He 
was married to Emma Barstow in 1836. With the exception of five years spent 
in Wisconsin, he has continued to reside in Trumbull Co. He leaves a wife and 
four children to mourn his loss, one son and three daughters; he also has four 
brothers and one sister in this county. He had been a member of the Christian 
church for over fifty years, and has always been a zealous and faithful chris- 
tian, therefore he was prepared to meet his God. ''Be ye also ready, for in 
the hour ye think not the bride-groom cometh."

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MRS. EMMA COBURN died Friday evening, January 15 (1905), at 11 o'clock at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. Laura Johnston at Cortland. Mrs. Coburn was almost 
85 years of age. About two weeks ago she was stricken with paralysis. Until 
that time her health had been very good. She was the daughter of Joseph and 
Betsey Barstow of Mecca and in 1836 was united in marriage to Otis R. Coburn, 
who died in 1888. Her entire life with the exception of five years in Wis- 
consin has been spent in Trumbull County. She was the mother of eight chil- 
dren, four of whom survive her. They are Mrs. Pluma Shipman of Johnston, Mrs. 
Thaddeus Bover of Virginia, Bruce Coburn of Troy, 0O., and Mrs. Laura Johnston 
of Cortland. The funeral services were held at the Christian Church, of which 
she had for many years been a faithful member, Wednesday at 10 o'clock and 
were conducted by her pastor, Rev. B. M. Derthick, assisted by Rev. H. S. Dray. 
Interment was in the Disciple cemetery where she was laid to rest by the side 
of her husband with whom she lived for 50 years. 


Mrs. Coburn, or Aunt Emma, as she was familiarly known, was of a genial kindly 
disposition. Her bright smile and pleasant greeting will be much missed by 
her many friends.

RUSSELL G. COBURN, a son of Ebenezer and Deliverance (Wilson) Coburn, was born 
in Ontario County, N. Y., Aug. 8, 1825 and was two years of age when his par- 
ents moved to Trumbull County, Ohio, and thirteen when they moved to DeKalb 
County, Ind. He remained with his parents, assisting in the cultivation of the 
farm till his marriage and then took charge of the old homestead and cared for 
his parents the remainder of their lives. For forty-six years he has lived on 
his farm, and has witnessed and materially assisted the development of the 
county. For twenty years he worked at the carpenter and joiner's trade in 
connection with farming. He was married July 6, 1845 to Mary Milliman, daugh- 
ter of John and Mary (Warren) Milliman. They have had a family of eleven 
children, nine of whom are living -- Augustus B., Sarah J., Phoebe Eve, Elsie 
Ann, Mary E., Alva S., Warren W., Caroline E. and Harriet A. Mr. and Mrs. Co- 
burn have been members of the Christian church forty-five years. Politically 
he has been a member of the Republican party since its organization. 


The reason for the discrepancy in the number of children named and the quantity 
of 11 claimed in the foregoing paragraph is unknown.

Prominent in the community, items pertaining to members of this family often 
appeared in the local newspaper, the St. Joe News. The issue of 27 NOV 1919 
contained the following article: "92 Years Old and Still Goes. St. Joe has 
the distinction of having the oldest man in DeKalb county, Charles Coburn, 

who was 92 years old last Friday, November 21st. He has lived near this place 
for the past eighty-one years, having come to this place with his parents from 
Trumbull county, Ohio, when he wasn't quite eleven years old. He is in fairly 
good health for a man of his years and can tell of the many changes in this 
country in the past eighty years. He is spending the winter with his young- 
est daughter Mrs. Sam Keesler, who entertained the following in honor of his 
natal day: Mr. and Mrs. Wes Hart, Mrs. Winifred Hart and son Robert, Mrs. 
Amanda Coburn, Clyde Hart and George Milliman." 


From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 


CHARLES M. COBURN, farmer and stock-raiser, was born in Trumbull County, Ohio 
Nov. 21, 1827, a son of Ebenezer and Deliverance (Wilson) Coburn. In August, 
1838, his parents moved to DeKalb County, Ind., and settled in Concord Town- 
ship where he was reared, his youth being spent in assisting his father clear 
and cultivate a frontier farm. When seventeen years of age he began to work 
for the farmers by the month, and when nineteen years of age he was married, 
and then for several years rented land in this township. In February, 1855, 

he bought forty acres of timber land which he cleared, and to which he has since 
added thirty acres. This he has brought under a good state of cultivation and 
now has a pleasant home and is surrounded with all that makes life comfortable. 
He was married Nov. 15, 1846 to Almira Milliman, a native of New York, daughter 
of John and Mary (Warren) Milliman. To them were born eight children, five of 
whom are living -- Helen A., Emma A., William H. H., Charles Marcellus and Otis 
B. Harriet E., Agnes B., and Rosalie F. are deceased. Mrs. Coburn died Feb. 
12, 1871 and Feb. 5, 1874, Mr. Coburn married Jane E. Allen, daughter of Wil- 
liam and Elizabeth (Brownley) Allen. They have five children -- Allen E., 
Clarence A., Ella C., Caroline B., and John H. Mr. Coburn is a member of the 
Disciples church. Politically he is a Republican. 


Obituary: The St. Joe News; Thurs., June 17, 1920 


Charles Marble Coburn, son of Ebenezer and Deliverance (Wilson) Coburn, was born 
in Trumbull county, Ohio, Nov. 21, 1827. Died May 30, 1920, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Samuel Keesler, in St. Joe, Indiana, at the ripe age of 92 yrs., 
6 mos., and 9 days. Was the last survivor of a family of eleven children. He 
moved with his parents to DeKalb county, Ind., in August 1838, where he assisted 
his father clear up the land upon which they lived. He was early inured to the 
privations and hardships incident to pioneer life. 


He was married Nov. 15, 1846 to Almira Milliman, a native of New York, daughter 


of John and Mary (Warren) Milliman. To them were born eight children, four of 
whom are living, Emma A., William H. H., Charles Marcellus, and Otis B. 
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The deceased are Harriet E., Agnes B., Rosalie F., and Helen A. His first 
wife died Feb. 12, 1871. Feb. 5, 1874 he was again married, this time to Jane 
E. Allen, daughter of William and Elizabeth (Brownley) Allen. To this latter 
union were born seven children, all of whom are living: Allen E., Clarence A., 
E. Clay, C. Belle, John H., Harlan D., and Lester C. He leaves a wife, 11 
children, 32 grandchildren and 36 great grandchildren. 


In his lifetime he has witnessed the transition from ox-drawn sled to motor 
cars and aircraft. There were no cities west of the Alleghenies. St. Louis, 
Indianapolis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Louisville and Pittsburgh were but settle- 
ments or Indian camps. The forests were unbroken save for Indian trails which 
later became the white man's roads. 


In his early youth he made a profession of faith and was buried in baptism with 
his Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, and has ever since been a consistent follower 
of Him. 


Services were conducted at his home in the grove planted by his own hands. 
Burial in Alton Cemetery.

Jane Elizabeth Allen, daughter of William and Betsy Elizabeth (Brownlee) Allen, 
was born near Fountain Corners, Defiance County, Ohio, June 17, 1851; died at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. Samuel Keesler, in St. Joe, on March 27, 1937; 
aged 85 years, 9 months and 10 days. Of her immediate family, she is survived 
by one brother, Alonzo J. Allen. Two brothers, William and John, and three sis- 
ters, Mary (Warner), Josephine (Wilmot), and Wyone, preceded her in death. 


On February 5, 1874, she was married to Charles Coburn. To this union was born 
seven children. Clarence, John and Lester are living at home. Clay, and the 
daughter Belle Keesler, live in St. Joe; and Harlan lives in Boston, Mass. Be- 
side these there are many grand and great grandchildren and some cousins living 
in Colorado. In or near the year of 1887, during a series of revival meetings 
conducted by Elder T. A. Hedges, Mrs. Coburn gave her heart to her Lord, and in 
obedience to His command, was buried with Him in baptism. 


Though for years, due to infirmities of the flesh, she was deprived of the pleas- 
ure of attendance at church services, yet she was there in spirit, for her faith 
never wavered. 


Of a quiet and retiring disposition, she sought no social honors, preferring, 
rather, the domestic duties which administer to the wants of her family, she 
seldom left the precincts of her home. Even in suffering, her chief concern 
was for her children.

JACOB DERMOTT, farmer and stock-raiser, Concord Township, was born in Schuyl- 
kill County, Pa., May 16, 1824, a son of Peter and Hannah (Williams) Dermott. 
His father, a native of Ireland, came to the United Stated when a young man, 
and the latter a native of one of the Southern States of Welsh descent. When 
he was fifteen years of age his parents moved to Ohio, and settled in Paulding 
County. Two years later he went to Ft. Wayne, and for six years was engaged 
in the manufacture of chairs. In 1847 he bought eighty acres of unimproved 
land in Allen County, which he subsequently sold, and bought 160 acres of par- 
tially improved land in Concord Township, DeKalb County, which he exchanged 
about five years later for the farm where he now lives, which contains 120 
acres of valuable land all under cultivation, and has since engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits. He was married Oct. 23, 1845, to Phoebe Coburn daughter 

of Asher Coburn, one of the first settlers of DeKalb County. They have had 
five children, four of whom are living -- Asher M., John E., Olive C., and J. 
M. Their eldest son Charles M. is deceased. Mrs. Dermott is a member of the 
disciples church. In politics Mr. Dermott is a Democrat.

JONAS EMANUEL, M. D., is the oldest practising physician of DeKalb County. He 
was born in Hardin County, Va., April 15, 1818, a son of Jacob and Mary (Kim- 
ball) Emanuel, the former a native of Germany, and the latter of Virginia of 
German descent. When he was about ten years old his parents moved to Fayette 
County, Ohio where they died. In 1840 he began the study of medicine with Dr. 
Thomas MacGorough, a prominent physician of old Chillicothe, and remained 
with him three years. He took his first course of lectures at Cincinnati, 

and graduated from the Ft. Wayne Medical College. He began the practice of 

his profession at Franconia, Putnam Co., Ohio, and Dec. 9, 1843, came to De- 
Kalb County and located in Spencerville. Since his settlement in DeKalb County 
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he has traveled about 150,000 miles, the greater part of it on horseback. He 
was for several years the only physician of this part of the country and his 
labors were necessarily very laborious, often having to go miles through the 
dense forest, and being obliged to carry a hickory torch to see his way. He 
has been successful in his practice, and not only has acquired a good prop- 
erty, but has endeared himself to the hearts of the people, especially of 

the old settlers, with whom he shared their privations and difficulties, never 
refusing on any account to attend one who needed his services. In February, 
1880, Dr. Emanuel took his honorary degree at Ft. Wayne College. He is a mem- 
ber of the Allen County Medical Association. He was married Dec. 25, 1842, 

to Esther Hawley, daughter of Richard Hawley, and to them three children were 
born -- Mary E., wife of A. C. Taylor, of Kansas; Charles E., an attorney, of 
Auburn, and Appelles D., who was making a good record as a physician in Ohio, 
and in 1876 died of typhoid fever, aged thirty-two years, leaving a widow and 
three children. Mrs. Emanuel died Sept. 28, 1850, and May 16, 1852, Dr. Eman- 
uel married Laura E. Coburn, a native of Trumbull County, Ohio, daughter of 
John Coburn. They had a family of seven children -- Angelina, deceased; Anoret 
and Henry are deceased; Hamilton is a physician of Ohio; Marcus C., an attorney 
of Dakota; Gerry E., a physician, the youngest man ever graduated from Rush 
Medical College, Chicago, Ill. Dr. Emanuel lost his wife Nov. 28, 1871, and 
was again married Jan. 21, 1877, to Lucinda Silsbee. He has a fine farm of 
200 acres in Concord Township, and one of the pleasantest homes in the county. 
In politics he was first a Whig, but now is a member of the Republican party.

Wilmot P. Coburn was born near Coburn's Corner, June 6, 1857, and died in the 
same vicinity November 23, 1938, at the age of 81 years, 5 months and 17 days. 
His father was John F. Coburn, one of the original group that formed the Chris- 
tian Church at Coburn's Corners, and his mother was Betsey Anna (Wilmot) Coburn. 


Mr. Coburn was married to Sarah L. Hildebrand (sic), who died March 17, 1932. 
To this union were born four sons and two daughters: Floyd J. Coburn, Coburn- 
town; Ralph C., deceased in infancy; Kenneth D., living with his father; Rev. 
Walter H., North Liberty, Indiana; Mrs. Mae Willard, Marshalltown, Iowa; Mrs. 
Delphia Shaffer, deceased. There are also thirteen grandchildren and one 
great grandchild. 


Mr. Coburn lived continuously in the vicinity of his birth. He became a Chris- 
tian early in life, in a meeting which was conducted by his own father. He 
possessed a simple, unquestioning faith which was not disturbed by trivial mat- 
ters. To him the church was essential to the well-being of the present world, 
and the only hope for the future. He gave himself to its service fully.

ORVIN HEADLEY, farmer, section 35, Ashland Township, was born in Trumbull Co., 
Ohio, Dec. 5, 1831, and is the son of John and Celia (Coburn) Headley. His 
parents were natives respectively of Pennsylvania and New York. They were of 
German descent, and when the son was in his sixth year they removed to DeKalb 
Co., Ind. The father there engaged in farming and educated his children in 
accordance with his means and the facilities afforded by the locality and period. 


Mr. Headley was married June 12, 1853, in DeKalb Co., Ind. to Julia A., daughter 
of Drayton and Sophronia (Loomis) Moore. Her parents were born in Massachusetts 
and New York and were of Puritan lineage. Mrs. Headley was born Jan. 7, 1834, 
in Portage Co., Ohio, and while she was yet an infant her parents removed to 
Medina Co., Ohio, and from there to DeKalb County. She secured a good educa- 
tion and was engaged a number of years in teaching in Indiana, and continued to 
follow the profession for two years after coming to Michigan. The family in- 
cludes an adopted daughter, Minta A. Coburn, born July 4, 1869. Her parents 
were Orson and Ann (Headley) Coburn. Mr. and Mrs. Headley belong to the re- 
ligious denomination known as Christians and hold their membership at Bailey. 


In 1854, Mr. Headley came to Michigan. He moved his entire earthly outfit con- 
sisting of his wife, household effects and farm stock. The locomotive power 
consisted of an ox-team and the journey consumed 12 days. (He has since made 
the entire trip between "sun and sun." He settled first in Muskegon County, 
occupying the cabin which had been the home of Dr. Tatman, a name well-known 
in Newaygo County. During the first year he was engaged at chopping in the 
woods, and his wife taught school. He bought a farm under the Graduation Act. 
(This statutory provision related to Government lands which had been in market 
for various periods with reference to which it had been constructed. The 
prices for such lands varies in accordance with the time; those longest in 
market were offered at twenty-five cents an acre, and they were graded upwards 
to one dollar and twenty-five cents an acre.) Mr. Headley arranged for the 
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purchase of a tract of 40 acres in Ashland, at 75 cents per acre. This land 
was situated in so dense a wilderness that he was obliged to cut a road thereto. 
He cleared a piece of land of brush whereon to set his house, and devoted all 
the time he could spare to the improvement of his place, his leisure for that 
purpose being regulated by the question of supplying the necessaries of life. 
He was in vigorous health, with a disposition to work, and found his resources 
in plentiful demand among neighbors who had more money than available strength; 
and he worked at clearing land until he had sufficiently improved his own 
property to sustain his family. The prosperity of Newaygo County is no mys- 
tery to an observer who considers what the necessities of its early settlers 
really were and all the privation and hardship they entailed., and the class 
of men who brought victory from such conditions. The generation of today 
would stand appalled if one simple condition of that period prevailed —- that 
of obtaining supplies from remote points -- even with the present facilities. 
The contrast proves the value of time and strength in the development of a new 
country, and that money may not always be a necessary means. Probably the 
most supreme moment of disgust experienced by Alexander Selkirk was that in 
which he discovered the nugget of gold and realized its intrinsic worthless- 
ness. It is a significant fact that they who were compelled to carry supplies 
from Grand Rapids until their land became sufficiently productive to be made 
sustaining, feel so well compensated by their achievements that those days of 
effort have sunk to comparative nothingness, and it is certain that their 
cheerful, even joyous, recital of their experiences convey no impression of 
suffering or struggle. To his original purchase, Mr. Headley has added 60 
acres, and has 40 acres under fine improvement. 


Mr. Headley is a Republican in political belief and action. He ranks high in 
the esteem of his townsmen and has accepted the duties and responsibilities 

of many official positions. He has been Township Treasurer 13 succeeding 
years and is holding his second incumbency as Supervisor; is also Assessor and 
Treasurer of his school district, a position he has held 12 years. He belongs 
to the Order of Good Templars and is connected with Lodge No. 369, of Ashland, 
in which body he occupies the position of Lodge Deputy.

Mr. Headley was the assistant of his father upon the farm until his marriage. 

He was married in Casnovia Township, Muskegon Co., Mich., Dec. 23, 1863, to 
Elnora, daughter of Dayton and Sophronia (Loomis) Moore. The parents were na- 
tives respectively of Massachusetts and New York, removing after their marriage 
to Ohio and finally settling in Medina County, where the daughter was born Sept.

DANIEL M. FAUNCE was born in Bazetta, Trumbull county, Ohio, March 15, 1840, and 
died at Fremont, Michigan, April 29, 1910, at the age of 70 years.

The world needs such men but the 
call of Heaven came and he has gone to a higher service.

Mrs. J. M. Milliman read a letter to us Monday in which was the information 
that Mrs. Chas. Coburn had met death in an accident at Fremont, Michigan 
about two weeks ago. The unfortunate woman and one of her children was driv- 
ing to town when they met two young men racing horses, one of them on each 
side of the road. One of the rigs ran into the Coburn buggy, jerking a wheel 
off and Mrs. Coburn was thrown to the ground and the wheel passed over her 
head, tearing the scalp nearly off. Unassisted she went to a doctor's office 
and had the wound dressed, but the shock was too severe and she died the next 
day. The saddest part is that she left the husband with a family of eight 
children, the youngest being six years old.

Ezra Coburn had a distinguished career in the field of music as a teacher and 
supervisor in the schools at Boone, Iowa and St. Louis, Mo. Apparently, he 
felt that his given name was not fitting as he progressed in his profession 
and he always used the name "Edward" from the time he went to St. Louis. 


An article in the St. Joe News of Oct. 24, 1906 offers some insight regarding 
his work: "Prof. E. L. Coburn is now general supervisor of music in the St. 
Louis, Mo. public schools and teachers' colleges. This is the second position 
of its kind in salary and importance in the United States. St. Louis has long 
been noted for its fine schools and no teacher is given a position in these 
schools without the most rigid examination. The teaching force, which con- 
sists of two thousand teachers, is controlled by the Supt., Dr. Soldan and 
four assistants. There are one hundred and thirty buildings containing in 

all one hundred thousand pupils." 


On a return visit to DeKalb Co., Ind. in July, 1908, the News reported that 

Prof. Coburn delivered a lecture entitled "Mother's Songs" at the Christian 

Church. This lecture was stated to be intended especially for those who are 
interested in the training of children.

ST. JOE BOY DIES IN ST. LOUIS. Edward L. Coburn, 59 years of age, 5603 Maple 
Avenue, supervisor of music of the Board of Education, died at St. Luke's 
Hospital at 5:45 o'clock Monday afternoon following an attack of stomach trouble. 


Coburn has been suffering from an ulcer of the stomach and at 4 p.m. he fainted 
while in the bathroom of his home. The fall is believed to have hastened his 
death by causing a hemorrhage. He was taken to the hospital and died less than 
an hour later. 


Coburn has been supervisor of music of the Board of Education for fifteen years. 
He was prominent in music circles throughout the United States, having recently 
been president of the National Conference of Music Supervisors of the United 
States. 


He had just finished directing a series of concerts in the public high schools 
of the city, which attracted a great deal of attention. 


Coburn was taken ill last Friday, while conducting a musical entertainment at 
Solden High School. He remained at the school throughout the concert. His con- 
dition at that time was not considered serious. 


Coburn came to St. Louis from Boone, Ia., where he was supervisor of music in 
the public schools in that city. He was born in St. Joe, Indiana and was 
graduated from the Drake University. He completed his musical education in 
Chicago and for many years taught summer classes at Northwestern University. 
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During the war Coburn enlisted in the services of the United States and super- 
vised the establishment of community singing societies in the army camps in 
the south, making his headquarters at Asheville, N. C. 


Coburn is survived by his widow and two children -- Mary, 15 years old, and 
William Coburn, 13. 


Funeral services were held at Solden High School at 4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. Burial at Jefferson, Ia. Rev. Samuel H. Woodrow, pastor of the Pilgrim 
Congregational Church, officiated.

VISITED OLD HOME 


Chas. M. Coburn writes concerning his visit here some weeks ago. 


Hesperia, Feb., 1910 


Friend Moon: 


Having just returned from a very enjoyable trip to the Hoosier state, the 
place of my birth and where I grew to manhood, and thinking that perhaps my 
friends would like a report of the same, I will ask for a little space in 
your valuable paper for that purpose. I wish to say right here that I didn't 
have to wait until I got to Indiana before the feast was spread, for I rode 
over to Brunswick with genial Ed Carbine, stopping on the way at the Becker 
mansion for a short visit and a good supper. I was entertained overnight at 
Carbine's home. (By the way, there is only one Ed Carbine.) I spent the day 
at Muskegon attending the District Convention of Highway Commissioners for 
Newaygo, Oceana and Muskegon counties, which was very instructive and bene- 
ficial to those who are interested in better roads. Would like to say some- 
thing along this line but for want of space will leave it for a later date. 
In the evening went by electric car to Grand Rapids and to the Soldiers' home 
where I had a short visit with my mother's veteran brother who has charge of 
the watering plant of the home. He seemed to be contented and happy. 


Next morning went by G.R. & I. to Avilla, then by B & O to St. Joe Station, 
and to my father's house one mile out of town. Toward evening my brother 
took me in cutter to my daughter's, Mrs. Fred Hart. There was to be a soc- 
iable of the young married people's Sunday School class that evening at my 
sister's, Mrs. J. W.«Hart,-so I was counted in with the sled load. 


Except that my sister is slowly recoving from a painful runaway accident, I 
found nearly everybody enjoying good health, and somewhat surprised. For fear 
I forget I wish to say that for mentally well preserved old people I believe 
this locality bears the palm of 16 persons, nine men and seven women, an aver- 
age of 83 years have been attained. My father 82 years, and uncle R. G. Co- 
burn 84 years being among the number. I saw Uncle Moses Perry, the oldest 

one of the number (91 years) cutting wood alone with a crosscut saw. 


On Friday evening I attended Coburn's Corners band practice. They have a 
silver cornet band of more than twenty pieces said to be the best band in 
northern Indiana. They honored me by playing several selections. If I could 
secure their services don't know but I would run for president. 


On Sunday morning I attended a very lively Sunday School at the Corners, 80 
in attendance, mostly young people. They use the piano and cornet to assist

Last week was without special incident only that I didn't seem to know enough to 
regulate my capacity for the good things set before me and, well, nuff said.

glad (I guess) to see me. Am dieting now.

FROM THE BOYS IN _ SERVICE 


Bendorf, Germany 


January 6, 1918 


My dear Parents: 


Come take a trip with me from Brest to Bendorf. 


First I will tell you something about our division. '"'The Famous Second," which 
consists of the 9th and 23rd Infantry, 5th and 6th Marines, 2nd Engineers, 12th, 
15th, and 17th Artillery. The casualties suffered by us on all fronts were 
(officers 724, men 23,929) total 24,753. This is 10% of the casualties suffered 
by the A. E. F. The total prisoners captured by the 2nd division was 12,026, 
this is one-fourth of the enemy captured by the A. E. F. The guns captured, 
which is enemy artillery, was 343, this is one-fourth of the total guns captured 
by the A. E. F. How do you like this record? Where other outfits had failed 

we were called and the results were always successful. 


Got into Brest (that is in the Bay) on the 27th of December, 1917, went to land 
and entrained the morning of the 3lst. Left Brest at 1:30 o'clock. Reached 
Camp DuValdehon at 8 P.M., January 2nd. I have told you several times about 
these French cars how small they are but forty men were supposed to ride in one 
car. Well maybe we didn't enjoy the trip as well as we should as long as Uncle 
was paying for it, but sure was cold and tiresome. But anyway we got there. 
Took our drilling here for modern warfare. Was here until March 19th, (Valdehon 
is about 20 miles from Bessancon) entrained at Bessancon at 4 P.M. 20th, there 
we were in a rest camp until 23rd, which time we left for Woimbey (Tryon Sector) 
March 3lst Easter, turkey and pie for supper. April 3rd, first casualties in 
our regiments. This was my first time under shell fire. Here was where I was 
recommended for Croix De Guerre. May 8th received my Croix De Guerre. Left 
Woimbey May 13th, hiked to Rivigney where we entrained in the evening of the 
19th. Went through the factory district of Paris and detrained at Mem 3:50 P.M. 
The 2lst started for Lattainville at this place we stayed ten days. June lst, 
entrained at Gisora, detrained June 2nd at Ormey-Villers. On this ride we 
passed Chaumont, Chars, Pontoise, St. Denis going north Dammartin and up to Or- 
moy-Villers. 


Hello -- are you with me yet? Well let's get away from here. This is no place 
for us, (the 2nd division) no fighting here. On horseback we passed Betz, Aey, 
Lizy and stopped near Cochere for the night. June 3rd, left here this morning 
for Chateau Thierry front. This is a good place for us. Ha Ha. The doughboys 
got there two days before the artillery but on the morning of the 4th we had our 
guns in position. Here was our order, "Don't leave the gun." As you remember 
this was the turning point of the war. We had an observatory in no-man's-land 
here. Gee, that was a great thing, not many artillery regiments have an O.P. in 
no-man's-land. I spent a Sunday night there myself. It only lasted two days 
and two nights. The enemy got next to it and cleaned it out for us. 


We left this sector to the 26th division and started for the drive at Soissons 
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July 15, I never saw traffic in any city like it was there. Of course it 
had been raining for several days and the roads were muddy. Tanks, trucks, 
wagons, guns and even dead horses in the ditch. It took me about eleven 
hours to go the seven kilometers, the first day after we got up there. You 
see we put up in a woods about ten kilometers back of the line the night of 
the 16th. Then the next day I took a detail of men to make a dugout for 
the telephone men and officers. This drive started about four o'clock the 
morning of the 18th. In making this move we hiked two days and two nights 
without stop. We were joined here by the lst division and famous Moroccan 
division, (or the ear and head hunters). 


Relieved here by the British and the 32nd division and went back a few kilo- 
meters, entrained going to Pont-a-Mouson Sector to receive and drill replace- 
ments. From here to the St. Mihiel, at this place our objective was Thia- 
court, but they didn't relieve us when we got there so made many more kilo- 
meters. As soon as we were relieved the French, under Gen. Gourand, called 
for the famous 2nd division to help take Blanc Mont in the Champagne front, 
so here we go doing our bit under French command, (by the way this is the 
third time we were under French command, the first front at Soissons and Cham- 
pagne). This was the old Hindenburg line and the line had been the same 
since the war started. It was sure Hell, if you please. They had a system 
of trenches that was a bird, dugouts in the side of the trenches forty feet 
deep, (here is where I got my first cooties, sleeping in German dugouts). 
The attack opened with the French on each flank. But what would hold the 
2nd division, "nothing," so we, the artillery, put over one of those famous 
creeping barrages of ours for several hours a steady bang, bang. We lost 
Many men but after two days fighting, hard fighting it was too, we gained 
our objective but the French couldn't keep up. Our doughboys held their 
ground for two more days so to give the French a chance to catch up. The 
Germans had been ordered to hold their ground at any cost, but they couldn't 
do it. This is Gen. Gourand's command to his men, ''For the honor of the 
French arms don't let the Americans outflank you." The enemy put up coun- 
ter attacks repeatedly, but without success. We helped send them back of 
the Aisne river which was better than thirty kilometers, then left them to 
the French and 36th division. Now we thought sure we would get a big rest. 
We were even told that we wouldn't do any more fighting until next spring. 
So here we go back for more replacements, when the order caught us to go 
into the Argonne to help the Americans a little. The lst division had gained 
some few kilometers then turned it over to the 42nd division (the Rainbow) 
so they lost a little ground. We blew into possession the night of the 30th 
of October. The morning of November lst the fight was on, 2nd division 
against Fritz. We all helped start the ball rolling here lst, 42nd, 2nd, 
and a few other divisions. The first day we gained nine kilometers taking 
several small towns one being Buzanzy. Second and third days fifteen kilo- 
meters and three more days had driven them back of the Meuse river and 
opened the way to Sedan. 


We were the cause of the German High Command to make this statement for the 
first time, "our lines have been broken." We also made the last attack of 
the war the night before the armistice was granted and gained seven kilo- 
meters across the Meuse. 
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This is in brief some of the records of the 2nd division known as the "Famous 
American Shock Troops." 


As you see we took places where other troops failed. I am not only saying this 
because I belong to the division but it is true and what I have said can be 
backed up. No other division has been on as many fronts as we. The fronts in 
order as we went to them are as follows: The Verdun Sector, Chauteau Thierry, 


Soissons, Pont-A-Mouson, St, Mihiel, Champagne and Argonne. A record that can- 
not be beat.

Word was received at this place last Wednesday that A. M. Dermott, who re- 
sided east of this place, had died from the effect of an operation at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. His body was brought home Wednesday evening, over the Wabash, 
and the funeral services were held at his home Friday, Rev. Speer, of Hicks- 
ville, officiating. Burial took place in the Coburntown cemetery under dir- 
ection of funeral director, A. Kinsey, of this place. 


Marion Dermott was born in Fort Wayne, Allen County, Ind., March 23, 1849. 
His parents, Jacob and Phoebe Dermott, removed to DeKalb county, Ind., when 
he was about two years of age, which has since been his home. 


He was married to Cordelia King, the only daughter of Alonzo and Murilla 
(sic) King, May 7, 1871. To this marriage three children were born, Mark, 
Victor and Forest, little Mark dying when about one year old. 

The disease which caused his death was abcess and gall stones of the liver 
which had obstructed and closed the pyloric orifice of the stomach and made 


a surgical operation necessary. 


He united with the Christian church at St. Joe during a series of meetings

held by Bro. Sherman. He retained his cheerful and joyous disposition until 
the very last, seldom complaining his friends not realizing his condition. His 
disease was of about four years standing.

Candace Cordelia (King) Dermott, the only daughter of Alonzo and Marilla King 
and the granddaughter of Benjamin Alton, one of the first settlers in DeKalb 
County, was born in Concord township on November 19, 1852, departed this life

She became the wife of Marion Dermott on May 7, 1871. To this union was born 
three children, Mark, who died when he was one year old, Victor and Forest. Mr. 
Dermott departed this life on December 31, 1902. 


She became a member of the church at Coburn's Corners under the preaching of 
Cyrus Alton on May 15, 1867 having been a member for 64 years. 


The sickness which terminated in her death dated from September 26 when she fell 
breaking her limb. The care given by her son, Victor, in her old age has been a 
perfect expression of love and devotion. She leaves to mourn her loss two sons, 
Victor and Forest, two grandchildren, Marion and Evelyn, and a host of friends.

Cyrus Victor Dermott, aged 67, who lived about one mile north of the Coburntown 
Church of Christ, was found dead in bed last Tuesday morning, Nov. 1. A neighbor, 
Arden Inlow, not having seen Mr. Dermott at all during the day, became alarmed 

and upon investigation found him dead. Dr. P. Reynolds, DeKalb County Deputy Cor- 
oner, determined the time of death as sometime Monday night. 


Mr. Dermott was born September 22, 1882 in Concord Township, DeKalb County, Ind- 
iana, and was a son of Marion and Cordelia King Dermott. He had engaged in farm- 
ing all his life on the same farm where he died. He had assisted some in the 
care of the Alton cemetery which was near his home. 


Surviving him are a brother, Forest of Newville Township; a niece, Mrs. Evelyn 
Murphy of Antwerp and a nephew, Marion of St. Joe.

John Evans Dermott was a son of Jacob Dermott and Phoebe Coburn. He was 
commonly addressed as "J. Evans" which resulted in some confusion whether 
his first name was John or Jacob. He served as a school teacher from 
1871 to 1892 and thereafter was a farmer in occupation. The family re- 
moved from DeKalb Co., Ind. to Branch Co., Mich. in 1907 where they re- 
mained. 


On the occasion of their 55th wedding anniversary at Coldwater, Mich. the 
Coldwater Daily Reporter wrote about the event and this story was later 
reproduced in the St. Joe News issue of Thurs., Mar. 28, 1929. A portion 
of this article is set out below because of its possible interest to des- 
cendants of Coburntown families. 


"Grandfather" Asher Coburn settled in DeKalb County in the spring of 1835, 
bought government land near St. Joe then went back to Trumbull County, 
Ohio after his family, his brother John F. Coburn and family accompanying 
them to the new settlement. They started with ox teams and covered wagons 
through the wilderness. When they reached the part of Ohio then known as 
the "Black Swamp,'' the low land on each side of the Maumee River extending 
from Lake Erie to Fort Wayne, the fall rains had set in and the land was 
flooded for miles and miles. The families were obliged to winter in Ohio. 
Early in the spring of 1836 they completed their journey and arrived at 
their destination. They lived in their wagons until the cabins were built. 
Their settlement was called Coburn's Corners. 


"Other families came in the fall and it became necessary to build a log 
school house with greased paper for windows and heated with a fireplace. 
Letitia Faurot was the teacher, the first in the county. 


"Arrangements were made to organize a church but on account of sickness 
this did not materialize until February 27, the following spring, with el- 
even charter members. Asher Coburn and wife, John H. Coburn and wife, Reo 
Alton and family, James Hadsell, Mrs. Abel and other names appearing on the 
membership list. Those early settlers were well educated, they had been 
teachers in eastern Ohio. John Coburn was a splendid Latin scholar and 
taught. He was the first Auditor and Recorder of DeKalb County. Alton was 
a minister and James Hadsell also. Their union of church and school work 
was above the average pioneers. In the winter the school had a literary 
society and debated on all the leading problems of the day. A library was 
furnished and the settlement even had a "newspaper" with all the news of 
the day, "the same as the Good Evening News of the Reporter.'' Some of the 
older and better informed of the inhabitants would write articles on the 
needs of the county and later the state. The school house proved to be too 
small to accomodate the audiences and in 1857 they built a very good church, 
where the Literary society was conducted. There was a singing school and 
spelling school in which old and young took part. 


"This community produced many teachers and pastors later as it grew, and 


more schools were built. Bank presidents and bank cashiers came from the 
ranks of these settlers and many well-known and famous men.

Wilbur Dermott Dies. The accidental death of Wilbur, the eighteen year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Dermott of Coldwater, Mich., Friday evening, came as a 
great shock to the people of St. Joe and Coburntown, the latter place being his 
birthplace. Mrs. Dermott and son were at home alone, the father was at Auburn 
on business. 


The story of the accident is all supposition and as no one saw it, can only be 
based on the circumstantial surroundings. Some rats had made their entrance to 
the barn where the auto was being kept and he had talked of trying to shoot them, 
but as the revolver was not in working order he was delayed. Some of his chums 
had found one similar to his and by remodeling it was made to shoot. Mrs. Der- 
mott did not know that the revolver had been repaired and as he failed to return 
to the house she began to look for him and discovered that he had shot himself. 
In taking survey of the conditions it was thought that he had run backward for a 
distance trying to head the rat off, and he run into the haymow and this of 
course caused him to throw up his hand and discharge the gun. Some cartridges 
were found on the floor showing that he had evidently been shooting at the rat. 


He was quite young when moving to Michigan and since he had grown to young man- 

hood he had become quite popular in the Y.M.C.A. work at Coldwater and was gain- 
ing a statewide reputation along this line. He was president of his group, and 

for three years in succession was delegate to the state convention. Wilbur was 

a fine young man and his church relations show him to be a charter member of the 
Church of Christ at Coldwater.

J. Evans Dermott, school teacher of Indiana, died at the home of his son, Dio 
(sic) and wife of Constantine, Mich., May 25, at the age of 92 years. The fun- 
eral services were held on May 27 at 2:30 o'clock with burial at Oak Grove Cem- 
etery beside the grave of Mrs. Dermott. 


He was born Jan. 29, 1852 at Coburn's Corners, the son of Jacob and Phoebe Coburn 
Dermott. He was married Feb. 22, 1874 to Mary Cordelia Saylor. He resided on 

the homestead farm, just north of the church at Coburn's Corners for many years, 
when he sold out and moved to Coldwater, Mich. He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
Herbert Abel, Coldwater, and a son, Dio (sic), at whose home he died, 8 grand- 
children, 16 great grandchildren and several nieces and nephews. While living 

in Coldwater, Mr. Dermott was a member of the Church of Christ.

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CIVIL WAR DIARY 
of 
Q. M. Sergeant J. O. Coburn 


Co. I, 6th Michigan Cavalry 
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This previously unpublished diary recounts 
the tragic conditions and events experienced 
by a Union soldier from the time of his cap- 
ture in October, 1863 until his death 8 March 
1864 in the Belle Isle prison camp at Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 


A fellow prisoner and deathbed companion 
wrote to the father of Sgt. Coburn, "your 
son fell a victim to the inhuman treatment 
of our captors, and I do not overstate the 
truth when I say that he literally starved 
to death on Bell Isle." 


This diary is believed to be a significantly 

important record of the Civil War period be- 

cause of the lucid accounts of the daily oc- 

currences which were observed by an obviously 
intelligent and educated man. 


After the death of Jacob Osborn Coburn, the 
sergeant in charge of his hospital ward took 
the diary and kept it in his possession until 
after the war. He managed to get a letter 
through to Osborn's father, Rev. John F. Coburn, 
DeKalb County, Indiana, telling of his death, 
which occurred very suddenly after a long ill- 
ness and seeming recovery. After the war, the 
sergeant, who was a Northern man, either de- 
livered or sent the diary to John F. Coburn. 
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In the late 1930's, the Rev. Walter H. 
Coburn, using the original handwritten diary, 
endeavored to copy off as accurately as poss- 
ible the Civil War Diary of Jacob Osborn Co- 
burn. Rev. Coburn describes the original 
diary: 


"It is leather bound about 3 x 5 in size. 
The leather looks like cowhide, I suspect 
tan originally, but now a beautiful brown. 
It has a flap on the back cover with two 
slots to put the flap through so that it 

is quite closed to be carried. It is lined 
fairly closely. Uncle's writing in the be- 
ginning was good —- not esthetically - but 
easily read. Finally he realized he was 
running out of space and then wrote two 
lines to a ruled line. Also, as he grew 
weaker his writing deteriorated making it 
more difficult to decipher. Also, there is 
a slight difference in letter formation 
adding to the difficulty. But the book was 
in excellent condition. One marvels at the 
condition when you consider the crowded pri- 
son conditions. The writing as well as the 
English shows a fairly well educated man. 
He was in the cavalry." 


The pages which follow are a faithful re- 


production of Rev. Coburn's transcription 
of the handwritten diary. 
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Oct. 18th, 1863. Fight commenced at 7:00 A.M. at 9:00 A.M. the entire Federal 
command was marching under a strong guard. We had no breakfast & marched till 
11 0.C. next day with nothing to eat when we got one lb. of beef without any 
salt. 


Oct. 19th. Eating some beef half cooked on coals without salt we rested till 
3 1/2,0.C. when we left the South bank of the North branch of Shenandoah, 
Banks old battle field near Fort Royal & moved across South branch. Did not 
go to Strassburg as was first intended a Fed. force being in the way as we 
learned. This P. M. we moved on way up the stream along the streams rocky 
path & camped in a narrow valley upon the bank of the Shenandoah between two 
ranges of mountains. 


Oct. 20th. Our route is yet up the narrow and interesting valley. How great 
the contrast between this and the lower valley. There a gentle undulating sur- 
face once in a fair state of cultivation with Bolwin Hts. and Bunker Hill ris- 
ing perceptibly above the other points & well watered by beautiful small brooks. 
Here the valley is not more than two miles wide at any place, often not 1/2 of 
a mile and then very much "cut up.'' We have eaten one small piece of meat at 
'"M.'' Now at 3 0.C. we are encamped upon a small plateau and preparations are 
making for a "repast.'' This is up to 3:00 P. M. 


Contrary to expectations we remained here throughout the day. Drew some more 
meat & bread & have plenty to eat. Our treatment on the whole is somewhat 
better than I expected but the walk is very severe. Weather has cleared away 
& is becoming quite pleasant. 


Oct. 21st. We awoke this morning with a clear sky overhead. Glorious "Old Sol" 
is spreading his golden light broadcast over the green capped mountains that 
seem entirely to surround us. The drooping branches of the cedars, the cone 
topped Pines interspersed here & there with the chestnuts gold tinted by frost's 
displeasure, the occasional chirping of a bird or whistle of a quail aye, every- 
thing trying to make me believe I am not a prisoner of war. But the steady 
watch of the sentinel near me, the tramp of "Grayback" troops all around, as- 
sures me that it is too true & that escape is impossible. Well we have a long 
march ahead today, & the "order" is to start & march we did till we had passed 
on & up the narrow valley, through a gap in the mountains resting a while upon 
the summit attained then passing down, down, down to the Shenandoah proper (the 
other being but a tributary) which we had to ford. A mile or two more & we were 
upon the "Staunton Pike" where the Shenandoah proper presented itself to our 
view in all its beauty, grandeur, age, & glory, though its best portion is mar- 
red by the effects of war. Distant mountain ridges look beautiful while the 
undulating surface of the vale is really picturesque. 


October 22nd. The morning opens beautiful from our camp about one mile S. of 
the little village of Mount Jackson. We are getting ready to move.

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3 0.C. We are resting. I am beneath the shade of the red cedars upon the 
bank of a clear running brook. The mountain range a few miles to the south- 
ward is but a shade or two deeper blue than the clear sky above. The country 
is very pretty & Oct. has done much to improve it but that other "Act of War" 
has in places made sad havoc of the architecture, mechanics & laborers effort. 
Our march along "The Pike," a well McAdamized road, is a very tedious one. We 
cannot get enough to eat. The citizens have not got it. One told a soldier, 
"If it had not been for our (your) d--d army we could have had plenty."' Yankee 
replied, "If it hadn't been for their (your) d--d army ours would not have 
passed through here.'' Secesh replied, "Well thats so."' seeming to appreciate 
all that was said & meant. We shall have to move soon wonder how soon our 
"days march" will end & how near is that to the end of our march? Continued 
our march to within two miles of Harrisonburg, where we camped. I think I 
never was so footsore fatigued & completely worried out as tonight. 


October 23rd. Feel much rested this morning & resumed the march with more ease 
& comfort than I anticipated. The weather was cool & I stand the march quite 
well, but a dream I had night before last is yet much in my mind. I dreamed 
that my Mattie? was then living, but circumstances required that I should leave 
her & marry another & that I had contracted such marriage, with her knowledge & 
consent. We were separated for a while, quite a long while, & that I had some 
pleasant time with my new spouse (to her). But by some strange circumstance, I 
met Mattie. Ina little log house in a strange wild place my old love for her 
immediately returned (renewed)3. I seized her, embraced her & wept. It awoke 
me & I was yet weeping. A little sadness continues to follow me. Just at night 
it commenced raining & at near dark we were marched into a piece of woods to 
camp, while it rained dreadfully. 0 what a cheerless night & yet the boys would 
sing Union songs & sing them right lusty too. The night was passed with half 
rations for supper of fresh beef & in keeping up fire with but very little rest 
or sleep. And now I think of it I will mention the amount of fare we have had 
during the march. Sunday, had the fight without any breakfast, were taken & 
marched 28 mile Stopping near 12 O.C. at night, laid down in the rain till day- 
light, then marched about ten miles & got about one lb. of fresh (nearly so) 
beef, about 11 0.C. Monday marched again till dark & got one 1b. of flour & half 
lb. of beef with salt. Tuesday marched all day without rations till dark re- 
ceived then three crackers 3/4 1b. beef with salt, Wednesday and Thursday same. 
Friday marched all day, had only 1/2 lb. beef for supper and laid in the rain 
all night. 


October 24th. This is Saturday and the seventh day of our march. We are at 
Staunton having marched seven miles through a light rain & camped in a shed 
stable partially cleaned. An abundance of hard bread, some poor bacon & plenty 
of fresh beef was furnished us. 


October 25th. Sunday and just one week after our capture we find ourselves all 


ready to take the "cars'' for Richmond & we were agreeably surprised to find our- 
selves on board well warmed passenger coaches, with a very pleasant day Phoenix

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and a fine undulating country so far. Appears to be getting more level but 
mountain tops are to be seen in the distance in various directions. Waynes- 
burough County thus far about the same. The village has perhaps five-hundred 
souls. Greenwood is East of two tunnels in the blue ridge then W. 3/4 of a 
mile the other sixty rods of course it is very rough but a nice valley is to 
the right of us and below us. Charlottesville three thousand. Nice and pleas- 
ant country E. of Blue Ridge. Gordonsville three or four thousand or there- 
abouts, country getting undulating. Seems to be well defended by artillery, 
have been sleeping and missed the country back of Charlottesville. My eyes 
are very sore and annoy me very much. Well saw that much of the country is 
very level wet & uninteresting from Gortonsville to Richmond there was nothing 
worth mentioning. Arrived at Richmond about 8 0.C. and were marched to an 
old Tobacco house near "Libby Prison'' where we turned in without any rations 
all day. Slept upon a dirty floor without any covers or anything under us. 


October 26th. Monday. We are up with the sun having slept soundly from prev- 
ious lack of sleep & fatigue for there was nothing else inviting to repose. We 
find here a fewtroops from Burnside's, Grant's & Rosecran's army, brought in 
lately. The news from the various seats of war are full as encouraging as we 
could expect through Rebel sources probably far less so than our own papers 
would have us believe. At 3 0.C. rations are issued to us. Just half rations 
of good soft bread & good boiled beef. I ate part of mine only as I shall need 
the balance more in the morning. The time is passed principally in walking the 
floor, telling war scenes, adverse times &c. We "go to bed" early to secure a 
favorable position on the floor. Wrote a short letter to Father and Eva4 to be 
sent by flag or truce boat which is here. 


October 27th. The sun rose tolerably clear this morning & it would be a treat 
to be able to promenade the streets of Richmond but prisoners have no such priv- 
ileges. It is quite a novelty to me as I was never before in any manner under 
durance & can truly say that no earthly record of any kind can show ought 
against me. My name does not appear even as the party to any suit of law. O 
how I hope this may continue to be true & that the Great Book will show as clear 
a record for me. 


God smiles outside in the genial rays of the shining sun & everything seems 
bright. We are told that a general exchange of prisoners occurred on the lst. 
of Nov. I trust that He is thus smiling upon us & that we shall soon cease to 
be prisoners, thought it be but little more pleasant to be in any part of the 
army service. I am certainly thinking of home & friends. One picture only have 
I left all the rest are captured or destroyed. My money has been taken away 
from me & only Eva~ is taken from my pocket at times to smile upon me & assure 
me that she has remained with me as my guardian angel & that I certainly shall 
outlive the war to be happy with her. The day passes on relived only by our 
attempted game of chess. Myself & opponent are both amateur players hence but 
little real interest in the game. We received our usual 1/2 load of bread & 
small piece of beat. We are told the bread ration will be doubled to us tomorrow.

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Oct. 28. Wednesday. Looking from the window we behold a pretty Autumn morning 
outside, which has a slight influence upon the feeling of the prisoners within 
but we want Liberty. The hearts of the men are cheered up this morning by the 
report said to have come from a Rebel officer that we were to be immediately 
paroled & sent to Point Lookout until further arrangements could be made con- 
cerning us. This may be so, I hope it is but I have long since learned to give 
little credence to "Camp rumors." O how I long for something to read merely 

to while away the tedious hours but nothing is to be had, So we sit & look & 
listen, wish & wonder till we are tired. Yet there is little gloom & discon- 
tent manifest. The men generally keep up a cheerful appearance & make the best 
of a hard fate. Well I have written so much early in the morning. Let us see 
what occurs through the day. 


The sun is setting gloriously & from the windows of our prison room the scene is 
a golden one. The rippling water of the ancient James glistening beneath the 
soft yellow rays of the setting, the gold tinted leaves of the Shinebery® near 

& distant forest, the milky azure of the blue expanse above are all beautiful 

& so suggestive of the greatness & grandness of Nature's works. One feels like 
seeing but to love them, but God's works as all else is viewed to better advan- 
tage where Liberty & a "full stomach" can assist in appreciating them. 


Our rations today are the same except that the quantity of meat was considerably 
diminished. Just as "Old Sol" has laid himself down I close to await the dawn 
of tomorrow taking twilight to look at & think of Eva & many other things ere I 
sleep. I have slept but such a sleep. I may as well describe the manner of 
Presting 


The floor is swept, then the men arrange themselves in rows on either side with 
their heads to the walls, lying in "close order" in the manner usually called 
"spoon fashion." Two similar rows are formed with their hands to the center of 
the room. We are without blankets or overcoats except in a few instances. 

Hence the "close order" to assist in warming each other with the united warmth 
of the body. Long before morning our bones become very tired from contact with 
the hard floor, which with the cool nights makes the nights to us very unpleas- 
and. Various rumors continue to circulate as to the disposition to be made with 
prisoners, but I can place little confidence in any of them and conjecture is 
useless. 


Oct. 29th. Thursday. Another pleasant morning outside. All hands seem cheer- 
ful this morning. More so than one could have reason to expect or than is usual. 
Wonder if it is the forerunner to our liberation or habitual calm that precedes 
the bursting of the gathering storm. It is rumored that our pickets have ap- 
proached to within four or five miles, somewhere (Dont believe it) that Meade 
has driven Lee to this side of the Rappahannock (quite reasonable) & that he 

has orders to move on to Richmond if possible (Possible it is so but if true how 
did the report get here. So no confidence is to be given to reports.) It has 
been told us also that no exchanges or paroles are to take place during the war.

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The truth is, the man telling it though a Rebel officer knew no more about it 
than I did. 


QO such a time as all hands are having cleaning floors here. The whole build- 
ing was very filthy & the lice were intolerable. It is to be hoped the clean- 
ing will partially end them for a while. All kinds of rumors concerning ex- 
changes. That is & will be the all absorbing topic so long as we remain here. 
Am trying to sell my watch for something to eat. I did think I could not part 
with it but hunger will make me yield I guess. One has to be very cautious 
too, as the only means of effecting such a sale is contraband & it wont do to 
expose neither myself or parties buying. I would sell almost anything I have 
for bread but that which was given me for keepsakes as especially Eva's pre- 
sents. Those I will not sell but to save life. 


Well I declare it is 4:30 0.C. & nothing since 2 0.C. yesterday to eat & only 
1/2 rations then. It is rather amusing to witness the effect it has on differ- 
ent persons to become so hungry. Some are cross. Some despondent. Some make 
light of it. While the greater share seem to be content pacing the floor & 
minding their own business, mostly thoughts. Well how do I feel & act? I feel 
hungry. That's certain. Well I have been lying upon the "mess table" doing 
nothing more & seeing nearly nothing until it suddenly entered my mind to note 
down something about it & here it is. 


Just at dark our rations came. Bread the same & meat rather more than restored 
so that we made quite a comfortable supper while the prudent ones here had a 
handsome piece of bread for the morning. Like the swine in the sty, we eat & 
lie down. There is one benefit arising from this course. It prevents a rapid 
digestion. 


30th. Friday. As usual all hands are on the move with the dawn of day. Eat 
the little bread left from last night ration & commence talking over the pros- 
pects of release. Last night there was an arrival at this building of some 

200 or more prisoners from Mobile who had once been paroled but something seems 
to have been wrong as are all yet detained. 


Last night paper was brought into the room which states "that all prisoners 
taken prior to Nov. Ist. are to be paroled & sent to our camps of parole but 
not exchanged. All taken after Nov. Ist. are to be retained & be fed by the 
respective governments," that is the U.S. feeds the Union prisoners in Reb. 
prisons & vice versa. Knowing the difficulties of them in the way of exchange 
the report looks highly probable. If it is so we may look for our return to 
Loyal regions within the next ten days though no return to duty perhaps till 
the war is over. 


Well I was much pleased to meet my old friend W. P. Montague. I cannot say 

I was surprised for I knew he was a prisoner somewhere & rather supposed he had 
been sent to Richmond. We are having a good visit. He is here with us I sup- 
pose we are all called Eastern troops. This I trust will take us to Camp 
Chase, Columbus, Ohio where I shall be near my friends should furlough be 
granted to paroled prisoners. Rations are issued to us at 2 0.C. They are as 
large as at any previous time. 


Oct. 3lst. The night before passed was much warmer than at any time since our 
arrival & I slept quite well. This morning it is raining though the air is 
warm & our quarters comfortable. We could get along quite well if we only had 
enough to eat. I had given up the idea of selling my watch on account of the 
reports alluded to but now again the prospect looks more dark & I have half a 
mind to sell it. I believe I will not take less than $50 for it though until 
I have starved awhile longer. 


Near noon the clouds broke away & a warm sun was let in upon us that is so far 
as raised windows & open doors would permit. Cheerful faces greet me on every 
hand. At least after rations are issued. Today I eat my entire days ration 
at a single meal & was hungry when I had finished it. Now I have nothing to 
eat till we draw again tomorrow. I think I shall not do so any more. It is 
now getting quite dark & I'll close the book till tomorrow. 


Nov. lst. Sunday. "Tis a very pretty morning. O how I wish I had my liberty 
to go out & enjoy it. But when that time will come I dont know. 


Well last night I was out upon the steps & asked the guard if he wanted to buy 
a watch. He courteously invited me down to let him see it by the light of the 
moon. I did so & walked out of the building for the first time. We did not 
trade but this morning I sold it to one of the prisoners for $50. I did hate 
to part with it but bread is worth more than "time" although tis said that 
"time is money.'' Well some of our boys have had money all the time & plenty to 
eat persistently refusing to lend for fear they might sometime get out. Before 
I used a cent of mine I loaned two of the boys $5 each. I dont see how some 
people can be so selfish. I have often wished I had enough to make them all 
comfortable. I'm sure I'd do it. Well now that I have money all hands are try- 
ing to borrow, among them some who would not accommodate when they might have 
done so. After all I see that I'm a little revengeful & generally say "I'll 
see 'em d--d first." I declare it is Sunday & no bread can be bought. So 

I'll save so much today. And I've sold my jet ring too for $1.00 and let Orner 
have the money. This makes $51 in all received & $11 loaned. 


Like a fool I gave one of the Guards $10 to buy some sweet potatoes. He came 
back with $5 saying "couldn't make change." So I am out a $5 Confed. Note. 
Never mind it is only lent for I am bound to steal & rob from Secessionists 
whenever I can find them till I have made myself good for all I lose by being 
in the army if it is possible. This resolution is newly formed for I had al- 
ways entertained some compunctions as to such a course until I am brought to a 
realization of the fact that stealing at least from the enemy is part of the 
duties of a soldier. So Rebs, stand from under. I'll never show you any mercy 
hereafter. There is some commotion in the building. Those on the lower floor 
are ordered above. I think more prisoners have arrived. This concentration 
of prisoners from all parts is indicative of something. I hardly know what 
but hope it is to prepare for our being removed from close confinement. Do 
for God's sake take us out of this. It is horrible! horrible! Having bought 
some bread I shall lie down with a full stomach feeling satisfied with the al- 
lowance. The first time for two weeks & a day. Bought a plug of tobacco for 
$1.00. 


79. 


A good many are playing cards & checkers. This with all my reverence for the 
Sabbath I will not allow myself to do. In fact I prefer not to violate the 
Sabbath more than circumstances seem to demand. The trade I made today I con- 
sider justifiable, but gaming would not be. Reasons are apparent. It is now 
Sunday & a beautiful evening. So let me lie down with thought of the sub- 
limeness & liveliness of nature, Sweet dreams of Eva & a happy future hoping 
for some good news on the morrow. I sent by Cutler and bought $5 worth of 
bread divided it among the men & as is usually the case got the smallest por- 
tion myself. I could have bought the whole of it in the N. for 75 cts. 


2nd. Monday. Beautiful Indian Summer morning, our boys feeling quite well 
having enough to eat. I may as well count my $5 as lost. Well "It's only 
lent." At noon & the day seems to drag on slowly. I have tried a game or two 
of chess, but can get up but little interest in the game. Have eaten a piece 
of bread (25 cts worth) & called it a dinner. I have loaned out so that 24 
hours finds $50 reduced to $25. What will we do when that is gone. I think 

I could get along myself but some of the men are much heartier eaters than I 
am, & they will not be able to bear up under it. The prospects seem good now 
for our remaining here some time. Perhaps during the war. 0, God, I hope 
not. But if such is for the best I'll try & bear it patiently. Confound the 
Rebels, why will they persist in their damnable course? If they are clearly 
wrong why does a just God continue to permit them to continue in evil doing? 
Will the advocates of the doctrines of Special Providential manifestations & 
visitations give even a plausible reason? I think I never wished to be out of 
the army so much as now. There is not in all this house one with whom I can 
sit & converse in an appreciative conversation & I have no range of compan- 
ionship. Grossness, Vulgarity, Coarse games & ribald jests & conversation 

are so common that they fail to shock the ear. But are to me very unpleasant. 
O what demoralization is consequent upon this war. Will it be possible to re- 
strain the passions of vicious men thus for a while nearly unrestrained when 
they again return to citizenship? lI hope the home influence will at once 
soften them down. The preponderance will be so great in numbers, that it may 
if comparatively good succeed. Let us hope for the best. About 3 0.C. we were 
ordered to pack up & commence marching. When we were halted it was upon the 
celebrated Belle Island. A small part, about 2 1/2 acres devoted to our camp. 
I'll leave a description of this horrible filthy place to some other time. 
Suffice it now that we were turned into its dirty streets to "get along the 
best we could till morning," without overcoats, blankets or shelter of any kind 
& only one small stick of wood to ten men. We shivered out the night with but 
little, & Some no sleep. I succeeded myself in crawling into a tent door & 
lay close to a man so that our latent heat permitted me to sleep 3 hours. Af- 
ter that I walked around till day. Drew for rations three small hard crackers 
& one ounce of boiled beef each. Confed money wont help here at any price 

so that I am without funds again. I was appointed Sergt. of a squad this even- 
ing, & the charge & care of 100 men so long as we are here devolves upon me. 
Went to draw rations for the men & while we were bringing it in the "raiders" 
stole four loaves. Being allowed but one quarter of a loaf to a ration it cut 
16 men out of their bread. I divided my own ration & a small loaf I had 
brought with me so that 5 or 6 got a little. 


3rd. Tuesday. It was a very warm & pleasant day. But O how crowded & the 
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stench around this miserable camp is horrible. However I have got along very 
well. We had 1/4 loaf of bread & one ounce of meat in the morning & 1/4 loaf 

of bread & one pint of soup at evening. I shall not "go to bed" hungry, as I 
was fortunate in getting plenty of meat in our soup for all the men. I took 
quite a hard cold last night I fear it will rain tonight and if I get no shel- 
ter it will be hard to endure. Tents are here but they do not seem to be issu- 
ing them yet, & it is near night. I have been considerably annoyed by persons 
who are not assigned to messes. Chiefs of messes are not altogether honest and 
crowd out some who have been counted in their messes. There are many sick, once 
I observed while walking through the camp. They are really in a distressing 
condition. Far away from home and friends cut off from the assistance our ben- 
evolent Government would be glad to give them. Pale, haggard, ragged, dirty 

& miserable in the extreme. The enemy lends them no more pity or assistance 
than they would a beast. Poor, poor men, how I do pity them, many of them must 
die, aye, nearly all, and be buried, with no pitying, sympathizing heart or 
tearful eye. They die and are buried unknown to their friends. A distant par- 
ent and home wonders “how my son is?" The fond wife has not heard from her hus- 
band for a long time. Aye, and will not until years perhaps have passed, when 
by chance as it were, some stranger tells her he knew of his death in the prison 
camp. The maiden fair wonders in her heart where her lover is. She knows of 
the hard fought battle in which his Regiment was and learns that he was among 
the dead upon the field. No he was a prisoner. Carried to this accursed place 
and had passed away. And the maiden wonders on long years, pines away, droops 
and is as the faded flower. Her lover does not come. O, Eva, Eva, will it be 
true with you? Must it be my lot to thus pass my remaining days, when I had 
pictured in my mind such a happy future with you. No, O, no, God forbid that 

it should be thus. Iwill let hope predominate and feel determined that I shall 
live to escape & see the end of all this trouble. I will always be cheerful in 
spirits & careful in habits, & trust in a kind Providence. Eva, dear, Send your 
prayers to almighty God in my behalf, and also, for all our friends, in Union 
army. Iam inclined to a sadness of heart tonight. Dwelling as I am upon it, 
but adds fuel to the fire. Another incident and I will close tonight. Gen. 
Neal Dow was passing among the prisoners inquiring after their wants and says 
the govt. is going to assist them. 0O, how the hearts of these patriot patient, 
prisoners did well up and leap with that pride and joy only known to American 
hearts at the sight and voice of an American Officer. I could not suppress the 
tears as I witnessed the good it seemed to do them, to see an American Officer 
in uniform. They may be distressed but they cannot be broken. In their true, 
loyal - American pride and spirits God bless them and bless the noble heart in 
Gen. Dow for his interest in their welfare. Without covering tonight though 

the weather is much more pleasant than last night. I am using up my book too 
fast as I may be kept here a long time. 


Nov. 4th. Wednesday. The day opens bright and clear. I feel better from my 
cold and the camp disease which has been affecting me some has nearly disap- 
peared. Bread gave out at No. 41, mine being 53 the last. Hope for a "rein- 
forcement” soon, if none arrives we will probably get but one ration today. 
Only an hour passed till bread arrived and we had our usual ration. Commotion 
in camp because all taken in July and August were called out to answer to their 
names. It was rumored that they were to be paroled, but I believe no report 
but wait for the transaction. I was much pleased with my old acquaintances 
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from Ohio, Segt. Wynn & Dan Will from Williams County & Sol Miller. Had a good 
visit with them. 'Tis near ration time & I will close till tomorrow, or some- 
thing occurs. The day closes and we lie in our camp street as heretofore se- 
cured a shelter for myself but lay upon the cold ground. 


Nov. 5th. Thursday. Dark clouds floating high in thick broken scuds, indicates 
some wind & cooler days. Rain will follow ere long, and then what will we do. 
We are encouraged this morning by the report that several thousand are to be 
moved away to Danville, & Lynchburg. This will leave shelter for those that re- 
main. Also that Grant has flanked Bragg & taken Lookout Mt., & that Charleston 
is about "gone up.'' These last are said to have been in the Richmond papers 
last night though I did not see it. Surprised twice, I drawing rations meat 
gave out so that my squad was the only one without, I went to lunch of bread 
quite wrathy, but was soon sent for & got meat. One issue had been stolen, but 
was made up to me. Gen. Dow is back today & a great many boxes, apparently 
clothing is awaiting shipment across the water. I wonder if it is not for us. 
Weather breaking away & becoming warmer. I like to have forgotten to mention 
getting a double ration of bread for myself. I thanked the Q.M. cordially & 
also for the pains he took to get us our meat. Yes the clothing was for us & 
was being issued to the men today. But much irregularity prevailed & all kinds 
of rascality prevailed among our own men in getting more than was their due. 
Just at night it commenced raining very lightly & we feared we had a hard night 
before us, but were happily disappointed as little fell. 


Nov. 6th. Friday. The weather has broken away this morning somewhat & we hope 
for more pleasant weather than we anticipated last night but there are some 
ominous indications of a storm near. I hope all will get blankets & tents too. 
The day had nearly passed & the clothing all issued. Only about one in ten (10) 
were issued though a greater number of the actually needy (more) are promised 
the first of the week. O how tired I am getting of this lying around in the 
dirt with nothing to read. When will the commissioners come to some terms as to 
our release either by parole or exchange, however if it serves to the interest 
of my country better to remain I'll try to be contented but it is hard. The 
clothing that was issued I learn is furnished through the Christian Mission. 

We are thankful for their Christian Kindness, but it looks like no extra rations 
from Uncle Sammies Pantry. Well I can live yet I dont get near enough to eat I 
suppose Gen. Meredith arrives again today. I have no doubt but something will 
be accomplished but perhaps not this trip. Eva smiled at me today and I cannot 
discern the least trace of pity in her countenance, I shall certainly reproach 
her for her hardness of heart the first opportunity. 'Tis near ration time and 
I close till morning. The night was clear and cold. We had five sticks of 
firewood which was all we had to protect us from the outdoor cold. No sleep all 
night. Iwas quite unwell from diarrhoea. 


Nov. 7th. Sat. All hands feel poorly after so cold a night out of doors with- 
out blankets and no sleep the loss has to be made up in part today. The camp 
ground is being enlarged and tents put up, this looks like shelter tonight, but 
no shelter comes. All the tents are being put up before occupying any of them 
which will keep us out of doors until Monday probably. One more man dropped 
from my squad today which makes two taken out sick to the hospital and one ar- 
rested as a deserter from the Reb Army. Our own company keeps remarkably well. 
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This is fortunate I lay it to their cleanliness and habits of diet. They are 
thus far very quiet and orderly and the best of feeling prevails among them 

in fact throughout the entire squad. There has been no quarreling and they 
look to me so kindly and seem to think I do all I can for them. I had not ex- 
pected so much good feeling and feel very thankful for it. I have not been 
well today, but think a good drink of red pepper tea this morning and a piece 
of camphor helped me. Got another extra large ration for myself tonight. I 
have but missed two or three times, but dividing it up with the others does 

me but little good. 


Nov. 8th. Sunday. The air is cold and raw though the night was warmer than 

we expected. Last night some 10 of the men escaped with two of the guards. 

One was killed & 2 more wounded. It is reported that Bragg has been thoroughly 
beaten. The Richmond papers do not speak of it in that manner. They are sil- 
ent too about Charleston while it is rumored that it has surrendered. There 

is apparently some excitement & movement in Rebel military circles. Soldiers 
of some kind were passing on cars but could not tell whether Reb troops or our 
prisoners. Hope we shall be able to learn today. Bought $5 worth of tobacco 

& divided with the men. Was small enough to sell fish on ration (my extra) 

for ten cents & bought some "Richmond Coffee" so that I made quite a breakfast 
at 12 0.C. M on bread, beef, & rye coffee. Corn bread was issued to 3100 

wheat bread to 300 when all gave out for two or three hours. I feel strong in 
the faith that we will not be kept prisoners more than two weeks more. I dont 
believe the Rebel government can afford to keep us. They have ceased to en- 
large the camp, refused letters to be sent away & many more substantial though 
not easily described reasons for thinking as I do. O wont we be happy crowd 
when once on board a Transport for our lines. God grant the day will come soon. 


Nov. 9th. Monday. Last night was very cold, & yet the authorities would not 
let the men occupy the tents that were already pitched. So some 1800 men lay 
in the street with but a small fire. It was really shivering their life away. 
If God is just in punishing nations & men for their sins, surely this so-called 
Southern Confederacy will have much yet to bear. I believe He is & that a 
terrible retribution is awaiting. We have been prisoners now three weeks & a 
day, that is those captured when I was. We have endured much suffering from 
hunger & cold yet there are many who have been here since the great battle of 
Gettysburg. They have endured longer but little more than we. They had warm 
weather & most of the time tents & have the latter yet. They have also se- 
cured many blankets while we have none. The clothing issued by Gen. Dow the 
other day was also given them as they were near destitute so they are compari- 
tively comfortable. But we are really suffering. The night passed, high cold 
winds, a little rain & snow falling make it terrible for the poor fellows lie- 
ing out of doors. To make it worse, all we had to eat the whole day was four 
ounces of corn bread. Double rations promised in the morning - - - - 


November 10th. Tuesday. The clouds have passed away but the wind continues 
high, our men were many of them without wood as well as shelter. They are 
chilled through and in a suffering condition. My heart bleeds for them & would 
to God I could alleviate their sufferings. But I am in as bad condition as the 
rest with no power to do anything. The morning paper today states that it is 
known that Meade has orders to hunt Lee and fight him. That he has already 
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captured 3 to 5000 prisoners I sincerely hope he will be thoroughly successful 
& that it will assist in our liberation. We are literally freezing and starv- 
ing. Surely our country will not permit it mught longer. We must have some- 
thing done or all shall perish in a little while. All but about 500 are now 
in tents, but without blankets or wood the cold is intense but why speak so 
discouragingly, when I feel so confident we shall not be detained but a few 
days. I still feel sure of this. So drive away sorrow, despair & despond- 
ency. Come in faith, hope & cheerfulness. Our sufferings are but for a few 
days. This being the darkest just before the bursting in of the joyful news 
of our liberation, "So let the wide world wag as it will I will try and be 
cheerful still." But the night drawn nigh cold and cheerless rations of corn 
bread and boiled bacon are issued late. 


Nov. 11. Wednesday. The morning is clear & cold and the suffering among the 
prisoners was intense. From 300 to 400 lay out of doors with no protection 
from the cold, and those in tents have to lie upon the ground which is damp 
and cold. My God is there no help for this. Does the best interest of our 
country really demand it, if so, God grant cheerful resignation upon our part. 
We are pleased to learn that some were taken away early this morning. This 
number being variously estimated from 50 to 500. I think about 100 to 200 
correct. Well it looks as if something was being done. Though the commence- 
ment is small when there are 11,000 or 12,000 to be disposed of. Rice & meat 
both gave out at supper & a large portion of corn bread was issued to those 
without. I got more for my squad than they could eat, thankful. 


Nov. 12. Thursday. The morning clear & cool but more moderate than yesterday. 
It is stated in the Richmond papers that Raleigh N.C. has been captured by our 
forces like (here it is undecipherable) move but success in the movement of 

our forces. It does look like the Reb. Govt. must cave in boon. Some 600 more 
prisoners are brought to this miserable camp this morning but no more shelter. 
O dear, O dear, what shall we do. Two men were carried from camp dead. They 
were denied admittance to the hospital & so have perished. O Jeff Davis call 
on almighty God for his assistance to sustain your rotten invention of a govern- 
ment. It is all a mockery & but bringing a greater curse upon you when the day 
of retribution shall have come. I dreamed of Eva last night, it was a sweet & 
pleasant dream. I thought I made her a visit "in my suit of blue" & that were 
finally married before we came back. I thought that we were really happy. I 
awoke & it was all a dream & I in this miserable prison camp. O how sad I did 
feel, but will live in hopes for the best. It often seems as if it would be 
such a relief if I could but write to her & receive her sweet interesting 

neat little love letters. But even this is denied me. Our rations for the 
day were, 3 ozs. boiled rice for breakfast, at noon we got ration of bread, at 
night we got no sweet potatoes as did many of the squads but double of corn & 
rye bread. 


Nov. 13. Friday. A very pleasant morning with a fair nights rest & a strong 
hope that we will not be kept here a great while. Quite a commotion in camp, 
all the sick were taken out. A similar move being made about a year ago when 
all others were marched out and afterward paroled. Have but little hope that 
such good luck will immediately attend us. Clothing issued to men today, about 
150 sick men taken out of camp. Very many for the time of year. Reported that 
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Meade Hd. Qts are at Orange C.H. Ropes seem to be tightening up on the Reb. 
Govt. Have been lucky in rations for squad and self. Night drawing nigh. 
Sold tonight on rations. Only raw potatoes & bread (7) 


Nov. 14. Saturday. Pleasant weather continues. Not a cloud to be seen but 
upon the countenances of the more discouraged here, & who can really blame 
them. Some have been here several months, are getting very destitute of every- 
thing with no evidences of relief from their imprisonment soon. They are be- 
coming very emaciated, many having died. Yesterday 8 were taken out of the 
camp dead. How many from among "the sick in the hospital'' I have no means of 
knowing. What is there to buoy up their flagging spirits, nothing, but pat- 
riotism and resolution. I declare when I look upon the sad scene around me I 
feel very like yielding to despair myself, But knowing this to be one of the 
surest ways to dissolution & destruction I rekindle the diminishing spark of 
resolution & reiterate my determination to outlive it all & go to my friends 
once more. Very good dish of rice and corn bread this morning, making it into 
a quart of warm soup assisted me very much. Indications of a storm are vis- 
ible in the conditions of the atmosphere. Think it will be rain. I am getting 
quite weak from want of enough to eat and some exposure have half a mind to 
write to Eva and see if I cannot get an answer, but thinking we shall be re- 
moved either to some other place of imprisonment or to our lines ere long I 
will postpone it a while longer. Heard that Meade has advanced to Orange C.H. 
captured Fredricksburg, 1800 prisoners, 16 guns & warping it to the Rebs gen- 
erally. God be praised if it is true. Also reported today that there is a 
change of commissions on exchange and parole, I predict that this looks to an 
immediate understanding. Hopes revive though yet deferred. Small rations of 
corn bread only for supper. 


Nov. 15th. Sunday. Commenced raining & just at dark & rained all night. Many 
men could not get into tents and suffered much. This morning the heavens are 
overcast with clouds while it rains at times the prospect is gloomy enough. 

The Q.M. gave out a little wood to make fires for those who were in the rain 

to dry themselves by, but those in tents no matter how worn and poor the tents 
were got none. This so-called Confederate government must be in very strait- 
ened circumstances or devoid of all civilized intentions to treat prisoners of 
war in the manner we are treated. I am inclined to think the former the prin- 
cipal cause while the latter doubtless has its influence we got no breakfast 
till 1 0.C. then ration of bread and two of meat. Uncle Sam has sent us 34,000 
ration plates, cups & spoons so reported from a source to be credited. Weather 
breaks away early in the day and becomes quite pleasant with a cool drying 
breeze. Clothing is yet being issued & done in a very neat & systemized method. 
It begins to look as if no arrangement had been made or is likely to be made 
for our release. However I shall continue to hope as usual, till deliverance 
does really come. Corn bread alone for supper. 


Nov. 16th. Monday. Another fine day overhead and prospects of fair weather 
ahead 'tis really a blessing. This makes a month and a day of my captivity 
when taken I expected to have been inside our lines, exchanged or paroled long 
ere this & my hopes were good. Now the day seems as distant as ever, even 
more so. Save that I do not think our government will permit so many of her 
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brave men to remain in’ so distressing condition during the winter. I have now 
determined to think that so soon as the Fall campaigns have ended then the at- 
tentions will be turned to those who have been unfortunate in falling into the 
hands of the enemy. Perhaps it were as well to make no such calculations, but 
the mind wants something to speculate upon and what more apropos than our de- 

liverance. Cutler was taken away sick today. 


Nov. 17th. Tuesday. The night set in quite clear and warm but it commenced 
raining near midnight after a brisk shower it becomes cold and this morning it 
is cloudy, cold, damp, & very cheerless. It will be a gloomy, dismal day on 
Belle Island. Camp disease prevailed more than usual last night and much suf- 
fering was felt. Nearly all the squads have got a share of blankets. Ours 

got 50 which makes them more comfortable. Toward night the weather became more 
moderate. Our supper is late & very poor, corn meal soup. 


Nov. 18th. Wednesday. The weather is much more pleasant this morning, but 0 
dear how sick I was last night with this terrible camp disease. I have not 
suffered more in one night since I came into the army. Vomiting & purging all 
night and nearly all day. In the morning I ate nothing but drank a cup of red 
pepper tea about noon, ate a small piece of ginger cake and drank a pint of 
rye coffee and begin to feel better. In the evening felt quite sick & had but 
persisted in eating nothing. Intend to starve out the disease but what shall 
I do to requite upon. No bread but this miserable trash Indian meal soup and 
sweet potatoes all but the latter well calculated to make one worse instead 

of better. My God it is perfectly horrible yet I shall live through it but 

am determined that it shall be my last service as an enlisted man. I will have 
a commission or a discharge I have done enough, suffered enough & deserve some 
recompense besides the small monthly pay. 


Nov. 19th. Thursday. Fair weather overhead and could we be where Uncle Sam 
could care for us would feel quite contented. But here it is every man for 
himself, little chance to extend any sympathy to our suffering companions. I 
feel much better in the morning & only need something fit to eat as it is it 
seems almost impossible to revive from a fit of sickness. I must rely upon my 
own broken constitution & resolution & ever prevailing hopes. These are al- 
ways better than medicine, even for disease, no I shall not die here. My pred- 
ecessors all lived to a good old age to do good and bless mankind. I am not 
made to die younger than they. Good news reported this morning, 7000 to leave 
for our lines in a day or two. I dont quite believe it but yet it may be so, 
hope it is, for heavens sake. Felt quite comfortable all day but must have 
worried around too much as I felt quite weak at night. Succeeded in trading 
my corn bread for some wheat bisquit. This with a cup of coffee & 1/4 of a 
miserable peach pie made my supper. 


Nov. 20th. Friday. The weather continues very favorable. But I am failing 
quite fast my complaint is much better but strength is reduced. This morning 
I succeeded in trading my rations for four small bisquits of wheat. I broke 
them into hot rye coffee & they tasted very good. They were better than those 
I had last night, I hope I shall continue to be as lucky, if so I shall get 
along, but it is enough to discourage the stoutest heart. O how I hope they 
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will get an arrangement by which all can be sent to our lines. It is the one 
thing desirable here, but the interest of the govt. must be served (?) though 
we sicken and die. Evening came very warm. 


Nov. 21st. Saturday. Rain commenced falling very lightly about sunrise. 0 

I do wish for a better place than this if the winter storms are setting in. 
News of our exchange are rife also that govt. rations have come for us. Their 
indications are antagonistic so whether we are to stay or leave is uncertain. 
I feel somewhat better today but I am only able to just walk around a little. 
I am very weak. Hope that the worst is over and that I shall begin to gain 
but I need a hearty diet which I cannot get here. I ate cornbread this morn- 
ing the first for two days having traded my rations for wheat bisquit, but 

all the cooking in the south is alike. I have never found in but one family 

a decent cook. They cannot make even passable bread of any kind. That lady 
was Mrs. Ott of Bolivar who was raised and learned to cook in the North. Away 
with the Sunny South I have enough of it. 


Nov. 22. Sunday. A disagreeable night was passed in camp last night. It 
rained all night, some of the time very hard. I was completely wet through 

in the morning, but not withstanding felt quite well, having had quite a re- 
spectable breakfast of wheat cakes & toast of light wheat bread. It has 
cleared away in the morning and is really quite pleasant, but sickness and hun- 
ger is taking all the poetry out of me, though that was but little. Nothing 

to eat but corn bread with cold water to drink. 


Nov. 23. Monday. It was clear and cold in the morning but before noon clouds 
overcast the sky and the air became colder. By two 0.C. rain set in & the 
wretched starving soldiers were again suffering for the wants of the neces- 
saries of life. However they are more (?) comfortable than formerly as nearly 
all are being quite well clothed & the balance will be as soon as they can be 
secured. My squad was called out today & got everything in the line of cloth- 
ing they actually needed but overcoats. I hope I shall be away from here be- 
fore they are ready to issue them. But the prospect is rather discouraging 
although I cannot convince myself that we shall be compelled to stay here till 
spring. The sickness in camp I notice has somewhat abated. The cool weather 
I think is the principal cause. I am much better myself today. I think now 
that with proper care I shall regain my health. Govt. has actually sent us 
some rations. But the rascally Rebel officers permitted their own soldiers 

on guard around us to be well filled with it before the hungry prisoners got 

a taste. Well, they were hungry too for there is but little more issued to 
them than to us. The rest they have to buy. They have the chance to do so 
while we do not. Wonder if our Govt. will retaliate as the affair was promptly 
reported to the officers issuing clothing & will surely reach our lines. Corn 
bread only for supper. 


Nov. 24th. Tuesday. A light but cold rain is falling this morning but the 
stomachs of the men were quite well filled with cornbread & pork & beef sent 
by old Uncle Sam. This will counteract the disagreeable weather in part, but 
men ought always to have enough to satisfy hunger. My health is very much 
improved. So I think while lying still but when I get up & try to exercise 
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I find there is little strength left in me. A lively report today that there 
is to be an immediate exchange of prisoners. I'1l believe it when we are re- 
moved from here to City Point & slow to place full confidence in the report 
till then. Our officers are not over today issuing clothing as usual. Won- 
der what that means. I dont think the light storm would deter them. This 

is flag of truce boat day. I just dare to think it might be so but not jub- 
ilant yet. Wish I could get to a comfortable fire in a comfortable position 
once more. Iam very cold. My feet are suffering. 


Nov 25th. Wednesday. Cold, raw & cloudy. Stormed a little just at night but 
before morning it cleared away. Was quite sick all day but drew the ration 
for the squad. 


Nov. 26th. Thursday. Thanksgiving day in all loyal parts of our country. 

My mind is forcibly carried back over the past, to contrast it with my Thanks- 
giving dinner on Belle Island. Even but a year ago, while a soldier, I was 
hospitably entertained by Mrs. Boynton near Grand Rapids & a better filled 
table I never saw. I rembember the Lambs, Turkeys, Pigs, Pastry, Jellies & 
Fruit of all kinds, devoured in years past. I remember the genuine Prayers, 
Praise, & Thanksgiving, to almighty God for His Kindness, the gayety, mirth- 
fulness, & almost universal happiness of the youthful. The generous donations 
to the poor, aye everything customary in our Christian, loyal America. But 
these things seem to have all departed from me as if by some magic influence. 
We had dinner here to subsist upon the usual allowance of poor cornbread & 
meat, unless one is lucky enough to trade his rations for a cake or pie which 
may be found for sale upon the camp streets. I wonder if our president does 
really think of us in our misfortune here today & if he is not thinking of 
some honorable mode to accomplish our release. I believe him to be generous, 
kind & not unmindful, of the wants of the people & if that he really is think- 
ing of Belle Island. O people of America let now your prayers ascend to al- 
mighty God for the end of this cruel war & our deliverance from the miserable 
captivity. Join ye in one accord let all disloyalty & divisions be banished 
to secure the one great desideratum. I see no immediate prospect of release. 
I fear we are to remain till the end of the war. If so, God have mercy upon 
us, for it is the policy of these rebels to let us so far famish that our 
hearts & spirits are so far broken, that if ever, it will be a long time be- 
fore we are or can be fit for duty in the field, before relief is granted. 
Well with such prospects ahead with this book so nearly full, I must economize 
still more, barely making an entry of dates & leading events & leave it to be 
filled up whenever it shall please God & my country to grant me more ample 
time & means. 


Nov. 27th. Friday. Rain & rain, cold day, everyone consequently cross & ugly. 
Squad becomes dissatisfied about my management & I told them to get some one 
else to act as squad sergeant. I feel sorry for the half famished men, yet it 
does seem as if they might use a little more reason than many of them do. Well 
the time will come though it may be distant when we shall be away from here 

and then these things will be mostly forgotten. But those who have borrowed 
money of me until I loaned myself out & then have abused me I never will for- 
get. Our rations were short tonight. 
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Nov. 28th. Saturday. Disagreeable rainy day. Short rations of bread and 
beef in A.M. Relieving myself from duty. Eat what little I got after that 
miserable cuss of a Payne cheated me out of a portion & then layed around in 
the tent & tending to my camp disease. Reb troops seem to be coming from the 
direction of Petersburg, reported that Grant has badly beaten Bragg & con- 
flicting rumors concerning Burnside that he is captured with 7000 men & that 
he is 0.K. near Petersburg. That a great battle must be fought between Meade 
and Lee. O God give us victory & then release us from this miserable place. 
Hope yet to be out yet no evidence that we shall. 


Nov. 29th. Sunday. Rain cold wind & decidedly the most unpleasant day pas- 
sed on the Island. I am in poor health and yet was compelled to stand out in 
the cold storm while we were rearranged into squads again. I took a long 

jump from the 53d to the 9th. Sgt. Howard of the 20th N.Y.S.M. who is decid- 
edly a gentleman after my own heart in main respects has agreed to try with 
me to get out of this. We are both sick, completely used up & should go out 
while we can. I do hope fortune will favor us once again. I think him in 
earnest in seeking a new home in the west, and he has agreed to visit Big Rap- 
ids positively. It is natural to build castles in the air & we have antici- 
pated some fine times when this cruel war is over & we are located as citizens 
inomecosta Cov, Mich. 


Nov. 30th. Monday. A little rain & very raw cold day. No wood & nothing for 
supper but the usual 2 ozs. of meat. It does almost seem as if this infernal 
Confederate Government desires the reduction of our numbers & was accomplishing 
it in this slow & barbarous manner of murdering us. I know they are hard pres- 
sed by our armies on all sides & their means cut very close but they might cer- 
tainly furnish us with wood to warm us & our rations. O why are we kept here 
suffering so. We had to lie in our miserable tents rolled in our blankets to 
keep from freezing. Heavy firing was heard all day in the direction of Cul- 
pepper until late in the evening. It is said a great battle is coming off be- 
tween Lee & Meade. I am hopeful as to the result & shall trust in providence. 


Dec. Ist. Tuesday. Six weeks & two days a prisoner & four weeks on this island. 
I was in medium health when captured. Just recovered from my hurt in the June 
fight & the camp disease which annoyed me nearly all summer. The march fatigue, 
Starvation, & miserable food brought the diarrhoea back upon me. It has been 
very bad ever since, I am now just able to walk around camp a little. Can scar- 
cely lift my feet over an ordinary stick of wood. The weather is cold though 
clear today & I cannot exercise enough to warm my blood so I go to my tent roll 
in my blanket to keep warm & think of the good things I used to eat, the happy 
home I left behind, the bright prospects, I have so often conjured up I was to 
enjoy in another happy home with Eva, who looks at me smiling on me as ever with 
no pity in her countenance, while hunger is gnawing at my vitals & cold is pin- 
ching me. Nothing but corn bread for supper. 


Dec. 2nd. Wednesday. Weather more fair & comfortable, rousted out of our nests 
& had to stand in the cold till we were all counted in at two gates. Wonder if 
it is not to find out the number to exchange. Guess not. Nothing to eat in the 
A.M. 250 more prisoners brought in last night. Poor fellows had no blankets & 
no tents. Fighting going on near Gordonsville, so reported sent to Camp Deans 
for rations. 
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Dec. 3rd. Thursday. Was quite warm & had I not been very unwell last night & 
today, should have thought it was very pretty weather. I became almost dis- 
couraged on account of the again declining health. In the P.M. it was reported 
the guards were to have 3 days rations tomorrow to take us to City Point. Dont 
believe a word of it. 


Dec. 4th. Friday. Opens fair & warm for the season of year. All hands out 
again to be recounted & resquadded. Presume the Q.M. had lost a load of corn 
bread. Its worth looking after inthis d--d bogus government. Rested well last 
night & feel better this morning than for a long time which is quite encour- 
aging. Got a load of wheat bread to eat before ration time which helped to 
keep me up. Am becoming very much attached to Sergt. Howard who sleeps with me 
& we are fast becoming boon companions even in our trials & tribulations. He 
sure is earnest about going to Big Rapids to live. I sincerely hope he will 

as I am convinced he will make just such a valuable citizen as is wanted in that 
(undecipherable) lot. O heaven grant that these bright anticipations may be 
realized. 


Dec. 5th. Saturday. Day opens calm, clear, & beautiful for the season. I am 
better in body & spirits than for a long time & ate a good breakfast of bread, 
butter & molasses, bologna, sausage & Washington pie which made me feel still 
better. Good reports that a portion of us are to be exchanged. I do not think 
it reliable although it was announced in the Richmond Whig. Soap was issued to 
us today, I guess we all wanted to clean up, well it is time. Irish potatoes 
were given to some of the squads. Really the Confederacy is becoming extrava- 
gant to us Yankee prisoners. But towards night I began to feel worse & passed 
a very miserable night. The weather changing somewhat also & becoming colder 
made it very unpleasant to be up as much as I was compelled to. 


Dec. 6th. Sunday. Clear & pleasant but quite cold. Was sick all day eating 
only a small piece of meat, bread & molasses. O how terrible to live in such 
a place as this. My God is there no help. Kept my bunk all day. 


Dec. 7th. Monday. Clearer & colder than yesterday & I was much sicker. An- 
swered to the Drs. Call & got some powders, it checked my Diarrhoea. At night 
I took another which corrected me, in a short time. Was stupid all night from 
the medicine & was not up all during the night but suffered from the cold. 


Dec. 8th. Tuesday. Beautiful morning & the weather much more moderate. I 
feel much better & my spirits are also revived. Am prepared to eat & did eat 
a good healthy breakfast of sweet potatoes, meat & onions stewed together & a 
cup of U.S. coffee but felt worse toward night. 


Dec. 9th. Wednesday. Was not near so well today & had to lie in my blankets 
all day. Eat nothing for breakfast nor till night when I eat one hard tack, 
having drawn just half a ration in addition to our usual ration of corn bread 

& sweet potatoes. This hard bread evidently from our lines & being an extra 

I conclude is sent by our government. Rested quite well during the night feel- 
ing better by noon, hope yet to get along well. 


Dec. 10th. Thursday. Feel much better again but shall worry around as little 
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as possible. Soaked their hard tack in cold water till soft, then poured in 
more water, salted well & steamed well. I like them very well. The soup 
thus made was quite good at least so it seemed to me. Good reports are in 
circulation about exchanges. I shall permit myself to hope a little al- 
though my former hopeful disposition had given way to a conviction that 

there was no probable prospect of our immediate release. I am not discour- 
aged, but that I shall see the end, though I am quite low. Writing this as I 
lie in my miserable bed. I took a thorough wash on Tuesday in the open & I 
attribute the exposure (not the washing) as part of the cause of my feeling 
somewhat worse. 


Dec. llth. Friday. Weather rain & rather uncomfortable & I am not feeling 
better, after eating quite a breakfast of stewed crackers & crust coffee, con- 
clude to keep as quiet as possible. But O dear, it does require a stout heart 
to keep from being utterly discouraged, & yet if I allow myself to indulge in 
such feeling I shall assuredly go down. I do wonder if it is the final con- 
clusion of our Countries officers to let us remain till the contest is decid- 
ed by force of arms. If so our release may be near at hand but it appears 

far more distant than our constitutions will bear up under the treatment we 
receive here. Ido not intend to think hard of my country or her rulers but 
this suffering is very trying to the soul. 0, Lord, remember those here that 
fought so bravely for a noble cause & do not forsake them in this time of need. 
I must not fail here to mention the kindness I have received at the hands of 
Danny Will from Bryan, Ohio, he has done me several favors, today he brought 
me a sweet Rusk well buttered, O my but it did taste good. Large numbers of 
express boxes have arrived for the prisoners today. 


Dec. 12th. Saturday. Weather rather more favorable. But I was really worse 
today. Went out to the Dr. & got some medicine. Eat nothing all day but a 
cracker & a half with two spoons of sugar. My physic worked off during the 
evening & night & I hope not to pass another day as sick & unpleasant as I did 
this. 


Dec. 13th. Sunday. Rained about half the night but it was warm & I did rest 
well after so sick a day yesterday. My appetite is somewhat demanding & I 
must have plate of toast so here goes for one, such as I had to make it in 
this camp. 


Dec. 14th. Monday. Did not rest quite so well last night. This morning the 
weather is colder & somewhat invigorating. I go & get some more medicine & a 
cup of good beef tea. Felt better when I find the last a little too much & 
could eat no supper. 


Dec. 15th. Tuesday. Was trotted out several times during the night & got won- 
derful hungry before morning. Forged an order a German takes it & gets my 

beef tea, any port in a storm like this & must not be too honest. Decidedly 
unpleasant winter day. 


Dec. 16th. Wednesday. Was so much better that I feel highly encouraged. Ap- 


petite much improved beef tea works well. Have plenty of it, had a good supper 
of fried bread. Was somewhat disappointed in not hearing from Lt. Moore to 
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whom I sent for a little money. Begin to look for boxes from the company. 
Storm approaching. 


Dec. 17th. Thursday. Raining this morning but I feel quite smart, much better 
than I had dared to hope for. My rations are getting too small again, I must 
get in extra soup some way. 


Dec. 18th. Friday. Felt remarkably well all day, but could not get enough 

to eat. Beef tea game having played out. They take it all down to the hos- 
pital & issue it there. The officers are issuing clothing & yet I get no word 
from Lt. Moore. Perhaps it has been forgotten. I am almost out of tobacco & 
dont know what I shall do. Cannot get enough to eat let alone trading rations 
for such things. 


Dec. 19th. Saturday. Came out this morning to see a nice clear but rather cold 
morning. Took a good wash & got already for a breakfast but when ration call 
was sounded it was announced that no rations would be issued till 3 0.C. Cool 

I declare when a fellow is so cussed hungry. Well I am really becoming disgus- 
ted at the manner in which we are made to suffer here. No wood & nothing to 
eat. Well perhaps there is an excuse. The river is very high & it is peril- 
ous to get anything across but they have no business to keep us in so inacces- 
sible a place, some secret monitor tells me we shall be kept here but a short 
time longer. Wonder if it is only a delusion. There must be an end to it some- 
time, why not soon, I'll allow a real hope to revive me. 


Dec. 20th. Sunday. Nothing more than the usual routine of prisoners suffering. 


Dec. 21st. Monday. Lively reports of Lincoln's Proclamation of Amnesty. The 
armistice of thirty days & our immediate exchange. The camp was wild with ex- 
citement towards night & I almost believed them on account of the tolling of 
the city bells which we heard. 


Dec. 22nd. Tuesday. Just as might be expected the reports prove entirely false 
weather for several days past cold & wintry like but no snow. 


Dec. 23rd. Wednesday. Some flakes of snow falling the first I have seen but we 
get no breakfast & no apparent reason why. It does beat the Devil that we must 
fare so damnably. 


Dec. 24th. Thursday. I am gaining now quite readily & begin to hope that I 
shall gain strength enough to do something to make extra rations. Have been 
hoping I could have something extra for dinner tomorrow but see no light. 


Christmas. And nothing but the usual rations & as hungry as a poor dog. Well 
it is the poorest & most cheerless Christmas that I ever experienced & that I 
ever expect to. The weather which has been very cold has moderated somewhat & 
we hope for better times even on Belle Isle. All sorts of rumors continue to 
circulate relative to Paroles & exchanges but the cautious mind has schooled 
itself to become incredulous. So I believe nothing & wait for events & facts. 


Dec. 27th. Sunday. Was really the dawning of a better day although the weather 
was rather Lowry & unpromising yet the hearts of the prisoners were much cheered 
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when 500 men were called out & left us under the announcement that they were 
exchanged & that all were to be as fast as transportation could be procured. 
Yesterday there was nothing occurred more than the usual camp routine today 
all was excitement over the good news. Well this is rather conclusive to me 
that some understanding has been arrived & as there was no selection of pris- 
oners the arrangement is a general one. 0O glory - glory. I do now hope in 
good earnest to see the end of my captivity soon. 


Dec. 28th. Monday. The day passes away & we are still here. It begins to 
look rather discouraging again, especially to me as my health is again grow- 
ing poorer instead of better but yet I'll continue to hope on. 


Dec. 29th. Tuesday. Nothing of importance worth chronicling. 


Dec. 30th. Wednesday. Will record the same as yesterday only that the day 
was the most pleasant of any for a long time. It was quite warm indeed. 


Dec. 31st. Thursday. Was a marked change from yesterday. A cold rainstorm 
lasting all day & we but a small allowance of wood. During the night the water 
ran in so that it was an inch or two deep where I lay. I have wished many 
times since I have been here that I had quarters as comfortable as my Father's 
hogs but actually I have not. 


NEW YEARS 1864. And we are yet here upon this accursed Island. O how many anx- 
ious ones here had hopes to have spent this day with their friends at home or at 
least with friends in our own lines instead of which we are dragging out a mis- 
erable existence as prisoners of war & I doubt if any prisoners were ever before 
treated by any people professing to be a civilized nation as are the prisoners 
here. Thrown into old ragged tents without any bedding, blankets or any thing 
of the kind. Our allowance of food is about the 1/4 what our own government 
allows us. It is enough so that a hearty man will not actually starve but not 
enough to prevent the rapid contracting of disease. Why 0, why is this per- 
mitted. I have often been exhorted to place my entire confidence & trust in 
Providence in all kinds of emergency. That He would be our "stay & our sup- 
port." would care for, protect & provide. No we are here. The enemies cannon 
is in position to rake us at the first indication of a mutiny. There is no op- 
portunity to assist ourselves can Providence. Will He do anything to relieve 
us, by our lending him our blind submissive confidence. Well there is yet con- 
siderable hope that we shall be relieved soon. So I will not commence to murmur 
against God and my country yet. 


Jany 2nd. Saturday. Nothing new only the weather is now fair but cold & we 
have no wood. Yesterdays labors stewing bones brought me all I wanted to eat 
in wheat bread & flour gravy. I wanted yesterday as a New Years dinner but 
malicious ill health for a few days caused it to be one day late but better 
late than never. 


Sunday, Jany 3rd. Had an extra ration of cornbread today & am gaining strength 
rapidly. 0, if I could only get enough to eat I would get right up I know full 
well, but if relief does not come soon I fear I shall certainly sink as have so 
many before me who were probably as rugged as I was. 
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Monday, Jany 4th. The weather is growing colder & wood seems to be failing 
us. Our large supply in the tent is gone & they do not issue us more I have 
frozen my feet already lying in bed & if the weather gets much colder I fear 
we shall nearly freeze to death or suffer worse than death. | 


Tuesday, Jany 5th. The weather still growing colder. My feet so sore that 
I laid in the bed all day. O, my God, is there no help. 


Wednesday, Jany 6th. Same as yesterday. 


Thursday, Jany 7th. We got a small ration of bread & meat for breakfast. Ra- 
tion of bread, meat & butter crackers for supper. O them butter cracters, how 
good they did taste. I never ate anything that I relished so well or so it 
seemed. Tonight there was quite a fall of snow, say three inches. Of course 
the weather is a little more moderate on us prisoners no wood & freezing. 


Friday, Jany 8th. After the storm it is clear & cold. The old 53rd. squad 
was called out for clothing & I had to stand weak & emaciated as I am & with 
frozen feet from 11 0.C. till nearly 2 0.C. till all had drawn. I did not get 
an overcoat as I expected but got a new shirt. I put in on & slept between it 
& for a long time the night being the coldest yet. I suffered with my feet 
till 11 0.C. when I raised up chafed my feet till they became warm & comfort- 
able. 


Saturday, Jany 9th. It has been reported that no boat from our lines had ar- 
rived for two weeks. I think it is so for no mail has been received in this 
camp. This morning our mail has arrived & some express boxes which indicate 
that it has arrived but brought in transports with Reb prisoners dampened our 
prospects for a few days more. I do believe that every possible obstacle is 
thrown in the way of our release, but by whom is it done. Surely our govern- 
ment which has always cared with so generously a hand would not willingly let 
us suffer so much without an effort to relieve us. I wonder who the new com- 
mission to arrange a (undecipherable) or effect & exchange is to be. It has 
been reported that Butler was appointed but Secesh representatives refused to 
hold any intercourse with him. Will our Govt. slide him off & appoint another 
or quarrel a long time over it. If a quarrel & we are kept here in conse- 
quence I shall certainly disown them. Well if the Boat is really here we 
shall hear something with regards to it soon though how reliable we are always 
at a loss to know. 


Sunday, Jany 10th., 1864. It proves that no boat has as yet arrived at least 
we have it & everything goes to indicate that such is the case. At all ev- 
ents we are here & no signs of being any where else soon. My feet are getting 
better & so is my health generally & I manage to get something extra nearly 
every day. Weather quite cold. 


Monday, Jany llth. Nothing has occurred of particular importance today so we 
will let it pass with this brief notice. 


Tuesday, Jany 12th. Will pass this day the same as yesterday.

Wednesday, Jany 13th. Time passes on the same as usual. It will not pay to 
mention every camp rumor afloat so with my mentioning the sale of beef tea for 
several days past to raise the Extra & some slight hope that we may yet get 
away from here soon. Butler has probably been relieved & it is rumored that 
Burnside will succeed him. 


Thursday 14th (Jany). Up in the morning early at work boiling bones sold 

25 cts. worth & had all I wanted for breakfast. Diarrhoea coming back on me 
again so I guess I shall require less ration today & for a few days to come 
than I have been even. News at night are rather encouraging. Butler instead 
of being superceded has been recognized by the Rebel Government as the com- 
mission on Exchange & that we are to be paroled immediately which means in a 
few weeks. This news comes late in the evening & for the present as a camp 
rumor. Nothing more. 


Friday, Jany 15th. As on yesterday was up in the morning as soon as it was 
light but could not sell anything luck seeming to have turned against me as I 
had been having remarkable good luck peddling heretofore. So I carried my 
merchandise back to my quarters & retired from business for the day. The news 
of yesterday is revived & considerable confidence seems to be placed in it. I 
have but little. 


Saturday, Jany 16th. Feel quite poorly again today, was troubled a good deal 
last night but was somewhat better through the day than during the night. 0 
dear, the news is discouraging again today although it seems that a Boat has 
arrived at City Point from Baltimore. But hope shall not fail, let reports 
be what they may. 


Sunday, Jany 17th. Last night got a little wheat flour, stirred it into my 
rice soup stewing it well then sliced in my coarse bread & had a good hearty 
supper & one which checked my Diarrhoea very much. This morning we got a good 
rice soup & made a good breakfast but we don't get enough at night, we got 
nothing but a ration of bread & we all go to bed hungry, very hungry and the 
prospect of release no nearer apparently than it has been. Shaved my face 
clean today the first time since I was a soldier. 


Monday, Jany 18th. Lying in bed until after 9 0.C. in the morning waiting for 
(undecipherable) call. I commenced writing to pass away the time. It is three 
months since I was captured. Then I expected that all enlisted men would be 
paroled or exchanged & returned to our lines. We were full of health, heart, 
hope & spirits, we were fleshy, having known but little of hunger, we were con- 
fident in our ability to endure almost anything. Now we are down, clear down, 
starved out. Our flesh as well as hope & spirits are all broken or nearly so. 
We get peevish & irritable, cross dirty & careless. Eat like beasts, our 

faces & hands begrimed with dirt & pine smoke & but little inclination to wash 
them or strength if we had. The weather has been so cold & we with so little 
wood that we cannot wash but upon warmer days. Yesterday being quite a pleas- 
ant one all hands shaved up & took a good wash. This morning it stormed some, 
am so hungry & faint that I shall do as upon many similar occasions, let it go. 
Well I'll dry up the writing till the day is passed but I presume this will 

be made for the day.

Tuesday, 19th. Nothing to eat today but one pound of cornbread & one pt. of 
U.S. coffee. I am too weak to make any effort to raise any extra & what I 
shall do I dont know. Well I guess Secesh is bound to starve us at all events. 


Wednesday, 20th. One 1b. corn bread & half 1b. Irish potatoes. I go to bed 
seemingly nearly famished with hunger. My appetite is craving & I cant get 
enough to gratify it. O my God what shall I do & yet I dont think or can I 
make myself believe but what I shall yet come out all right. 


Fhursday, Jany 21st, 1864. was at first provoked by drawing first 2 ozs rice 

& 1/2 1b Corn bread but agreeably disappointed when the best bean soup was 
added. I ate about 1/3 of my soup traded the balance for an issue of rice & 
made my cup full of a splendid cup of rice. Let us see 1 pt. beans, 1 1/2 rice, 
& 1/2 1b cornbread, a very fair breakfast, I could live on such rations. But 
this rice is an Extra furnished by our own Govt. & when we shall get any more 
God only knows, why dont we get more to eat. 


Friday, Jany 22nd, 1864. Our fair (fare) continually decreasing & I am so weak 
I almost despond lest I may yield to the cravings of hunger & sink. 


Friday, 23. Nothingnew from yesterday. 
Saturday, 24th. Same only the weather is getting warm & springlike. 


Saturday, 25th. Sold my Masonic pin today for $10, Confed $1.00, U.S. bought 
rice & molasses & went to selling them, made $3.00 (Confed) first day & felt 
much encouraged. What was better our rations were nearly doubled & I went to 
bed with a full stomach & slept soundly, having left Old Howard as he is called 
by all the boys bunking with our (undecipherable) boys. 


Sundey, 26th. Hi ho got a letter from Eva, the first I have received since my 
capture. O bless you Eva, ever faithful & true. I'll try & be to you a good 
kind husband with God's permission. Weather very warm & springlike. 


Mendey, 27th. Rice business dull today & did not make anything but kept my cap- 
ital good & had enough to eat. That is more than I can do every day. 


Fuesday, 28th. Wound up the business today by selling what stock I had on hands 
& will try Rations with a small addition. Forgot to mention the receipt of a 
letter from Cap. Dean promising boxes of provisions & money. The money is now 
due. 


Wednesday;-29€h. 
Friday, 29th. Wrote or rather sent letter to Cap. Dean & Eva writing yesterday 
& day before. Gave note to Sergt. Hill concerning express boxes. Weather con- 


ditions warm & springlike, very much so. Took a thorough wash today all over. 


Sat. Jany 30th. Events transpired in the order recorded though I got the days 
of the week somewhat mixed. This morning the sky was over cast with clouds & 
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the air raw & disagreeable. My old camp complaint is again around me. The 
news nearly nothing. Have been thinking seriously of writing to Father for a 
box of provisions. Guess I will as soon as I can get some paper. 


Sunday, Jany 31. Nothing new. Our usual corn dodger as we have long since 
denominated our ration of corn bread with soup generally of Rice or the "pea 
bean." They continue to hand out larger rations than formerly. 


Monday, Feby Ist. Will say 'tis the same as yesterday only the weather changed 
for the worse. 


Tuesday, 2nd. And the same began/ today. 


Wednesday, 3. And still another day the same, why encumber the pages with more 
only there is fairer weather again. 


Thursday, 4th. Hereafter I shall not try to keep a daily record of events as 
this book is nearly full & I dont know how to keep (get?) another. Suffice it 
to say here that general prospects of our release do not increase except as 
time passing brings us nearer to an end perhaps our own in time I shall there- 
fore wait till something new turns up & note it down as it occurs upon the 
line. 


Tuesday, 9th (Feby). After several days of fair but cool weather & this one 
being spent as usual, all hands were greeted with surprise by a brass band 
striking the "Mocking Birds" at the front. All hands prophesied some good news 
were in store for us, but it proved that they had only come over to have a 
drink with the lieutenant comdr. here & they kept it up till the wee small 
hours of the morning. 


Wednesday, 10th (Feby). I am quite poorly today but finished another Counter- 
feit Confed. bill. For a week passed this is the way I keep up extra rations. 
Pretty business for me making counterfeit money. 


Thursday, llth. I felt so much worse today that I reported to the sick call 
stayed till I was tired & cold, no Dr came & I returned. 


Friday, 12th (Feby). Still failing I went to Drs. Call again & was umexpect- 
edly ordered over to Gen Hospital, on the whole I was not sorry especially after 
being nearly all day in getting through I found myself so completely exhausted 
that I could scarcely stand finding myself greeted as one of the sickest in con- 
sequence I took my bunk, kept it & suffered myself to be treated accordingly. 

I will remark here that I was much surprised from the start in the management 

of this prison Hospit. Our own boys are far more attentive & kind than I had 
been led to anticipate reports, while it is the infernal Reb authorities that 

do nearly all the stealing & swindling. It seems as if it could be, that at 

the proper time God will curse this sin polluted people. They are now over run 
with lice will not all the plagues of Eqypt be visited upon them. My own nurse 
is a true Buckeye boy (lst. 0. Cav) & has already shown me some attention God

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help him. In extras or luxuries. I have received a few butter crackers, Tamar- 
inds, Java Coffee & beef tea from the Extract all from our own good government, 
the Rebellion shows us no such favors at her own expense. 


Saturday (13th). About the same as yesterday. 


Sunday 14th. Valentines day. And how I would like to be exerting my ingenuity 
upon the usual love epistles but the privilege is denied me & I must be con- 
tent. I had all the coffee I had ought to drink today though I could have rel- 
ished more, about three pints in all. 


Tuesday 16th. I notice that for some reason our luxuries are all cut off so we 
are down to corn dodger & soup or a small morsel of meat. Last night I got 
about two gills of white beans, this morning nothing but a small piece of corn- 
bread. Think of that for a sick man in what is pretended a civilized country. 


Memoranda. Complaints have been made as to our treatment both here & on 
the island, about the first of the month some persons with the med. director 
went to the island & had the rations increased. The Reb. Congress then orders 
an investigation which occurred I think about the sixth make a report to con- 
gress who report on the 13th that the charges are without foundation. On the 
tenth our rations were as small as ever & thus stands their record before the 
world. 


Sunday 2lst (Feby). Today I wrote Hawley & Eva, I sent to Hawley for a box of 
eatables. Wonder if they ever come. Have been gaining in all respects but 
strength faith & courage good. Have been bunking for several days with a young 
man by the name of Nichols. Rather an intelligent young man & will remember 
him. Our rations are not permanently reduced. My nurse favors me a little & 

I am doing quite well. 


Monday (Feby 22). Nichols was transferred to another hospital this morning he 
was very kind. 


(Here four pages are gone.) 


Wednesday, March 2nd, 1864. The morning opens bright & clear but cool after a 
two days rain storm. I feel bright as a dollar got up made up report toasted 
my bread ate my breakfast, ate heartier than for several days felt far less 
inconvenienced from it am not very tired as I have generally felt. 


(The diary ends here, no doubt reflecting his worsening health during 
those final days preceding the death of J. O. Coburn in the prison 
hospital on March 8, 1864.)

After so long a silence, I write you again. I should have done 
so long ago but I had heard nothing from a single person in the North. 
Last week I received a letter from Eva saying you had written her & that 
"you thought a letter would not reach me."" Tis a mistake. Write by all 
means, but briefly & nothing contraband. I am not well. Have not been 
since I came here never expect to be again, though I shall weather it 
through if I remain another year. We have been hoping all along to be 
released upon some terms. The day is now apparently as distant as ever. 
The soldiers, great numbers of them have been receiving Expressed boxes 
of necessaries. I have concluded the circumstances will justify me in 
asking you to put me up a box of substantial eatables, send to Edgerton 
or Antwerp & have it Expressed to me. I believe there is no expense to 
the sender or receiver. But what if there is, I need them & know you 
will send them. Let me suggest, Smoked ham 20 lbs. Maple sugar 15 lbs, 
cheese 10 lbs coffee 5 1b Dried Beef 25 1b Butter 10 to 15 lbs or in 
lieu of Butter Lard or Fried meat fat put up in water tight vessels, Tea 
2 lbs a little pepper, mustard or any thing say Raddish roots. I (unde- 
cipherable) a large box, of course you can make it of any convenient 
quantities, only the box must not weigh to exceed 100 lbs. 


You will watch the news, should an exchange be effected before 
you are ready to send the box, hold on to it. If not please send it to 
Seret—-d~-0+-Ceburn-U~-6§~+-Prisoner—ef-—War;—Riehmond;,—Va—(Beitte-isiend 
priser} below. Will settle the bill at some future day. Write me a long 
letter to send in the box giving all news, & a brief one to send by mail 
addresssed in the same manner. All boxes are inspected here in the pres- 
ence of the owner. Any contraband matter renders the whole liable to 
confiscation. All Northern money is contraband except gold & silver. 
Send no money of any kind. Hoping to hear from you soon but that it may

Funeral of J. O. Coburn 


Died-- In the thirty-third year of his age, at the prison hospital in Richmond, 
Virginia, March 8th 1864, Q.M. Sergeant Jacob Osburn Coburn, Co, I, 6th Mich- 
igan cavalry, of Big Rapids, Mercorta county, Michigan, eldest son of Elder 
John F. Coburn, of DeKalb county, Indiana. The cause and circumstances of his 
death are shown in the following letter from his fellow prisoner and death-bed 
companion, Albert S. Patrick of New York, to the father of the deceased: 


"Your son fell a victim to the inhuman cruelty and barbarous treatment of 
our captors, and I do not overstate the truth when I say that he literally 
starved to death on Belle Isle. He came to the prisoners’ hospital on the 14th 
of February, sick with chronic diarrhea. I was acting Stewart at the time, and 
when he came in, noticed he was a man of more than ordinary intelligence, and 
soon made his acquaintance. I furnished him every comfort possible under the 
circumstances, and he so far recovered as to come down stairs and try to do my 
writing. I felt greatly encouraged in regard to his case, and cheered him all 
I could, but three days had not passed before he relapsed, and in forty-eight 
hours was dead. His system was completely worn out and nature could not rally. 
To give you some idea of how fearfully emaciated he was, I will tell you that 
his ankle was far larger than his thigh, and his hip bones protruded through 
the skin.* * * * * His mind was clear up to his latest breath and he con- 
versed in regard to his approaching end, calmly, and I never before saw a man 
to whom death had so few horrors; and whenever I think of him, I pray my last 
end may be like his. 


Three thousand of our men are filling prisoners' graves in Richmond, and 
this since September 30th, '63. I am in possession of facts and figures taken 
from the hospital records, that, if compiled in shape, would cause the entire 
civilized world to cry out, "Shame on the abortion of a Davis Government." * 
* * * * * What think you of 10 oz. of bread made of unsifted meal, 2 oz. of 
poor beef and one pint of black pea soup, without the peas, as a ration for a 
convalescent sick man? By ration, I mean twenty-four hours supply of food." 


The funeral services were conducted by Elder James Hadsell, at the Christ- 


ian Church in the Coburn settlement, in Concord, DeKalb County, Indiana, May lst, 


1864. 
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ALTON FAMILY 


Among the earliest settlers in the Coburntown community, one of the most signifi- 
cant was the minister and evangelist Benjamin Alton. He resided there only a 
comparitively short while but the impact he made during his residence there was 
of lasting duration. It would be appropriate if the information were available 
to devote much more space in this volume to a report of his accomplishments, his 
family life, and the lives of his descendants. However, the facts of his limit- 
ed life span and constantly moving from place to place in his evangelistic en- 
deavors have necessarily limited the amount of data that can be compiled. The 
comments about Benjamin Alton in the histories of the Church of Christ at Coburn's 
Corners in early chapters of this volume define his character and his dedicated 
ministry. 


It has also been rather difficult to trace the Alton line of descent due to a 
lack of information on the connecting links. However, there is a record in the 
book, "History of Woodstock, Ct." Vol. II by C. W. Bowen in the section titled 
"Genealogies of Woodstock Families" which provides us with an account of Alton 
families residing in that area and establishes some background on the Alton's 
in America. Although there is no identification of an immigrant ancestor, we 
are provided at least with a starting point for the Alton descendants in this 
volume and the information on early generations of direct interest is taken 
from the Woodstock History. It is unfortunate that this record does not provide 
more biographical data but we must be grateful for what has been given. Alton 
descendants may wish to refer to the Woodstock record to learn more about their 
related families of that area. 


William Alton is established as the first-known generation in America, having 
been at Marblehead in the year 1700 and died before 9 APR 1778 (will proved). 
In 1738, he removed to Thompson and in 1747 to Oxford. He headed a petition 
in 1754 to have the town of Oxford divided to form the new town of Charlton 
and in 1755 he was treasurer of Charlton. His sons John, William, and Joseph 
had adjoining farms in Thompson near the Woodstock line at Harrisville. On 16 
DEC 1719, William married Mercy Eliot, daughter of Joseph Eliot and Sarah 
Collins. Their children were:

Moses Alton of the third generation was born 22 AUG 1767 and died 28 FEB 1849 s. of 
Benjamin Alton and Susanna Blood. He married on 26 APR 1787 Miriam Prince born 12 
MAY 1770 and died 29 MAR 1838, dau. of Stephen Prince and Abigail Perkins. Both 
Benjamin and Miriam are buried in LaGrange Cemetery at Covington, Wyoming Co., N.Y. 
Their birth and death dates appear in the death records at that location. Their 
children: 


Moses Jr. b. between 1787 and 1/794. 
William b. 8 JUN 1789 d. 27 FEB 1840. 
+Benjamin b. 22 FEB 1799 d. 2 APR 1847. 


The placement of Benjamin as a son of Moses and Miriam Alton is not proven but is 
based upon (1) census records, (2) recorded reference to Benjamin as having resided 
during his youth at Genesee Co., N.Y., and (3) the fact that Benjamin and his bro- 
ther William each had a son named Lorenzo Dow Alton, it being a fairly common practice 
at that time to honor a relative in this manner. 


The Moses Alton family was enumerated in the 1820 census at Genesee Co. (later becom- 
ing Wyoming Co.) N.Y., the surname then appearing as "Olton" in the hand-written cen- 
sus record. It is not recorded when Moses and Miriam settled in Covington, Genesee 
Co., N.Y. but son William brought his family there in 1816 so it seems probable that 
his parents came at about the same time. 


A cousin of Moses Alton Sr. by the name of David Alton also appeared in the 1820 cen- 
sus in Genesee Co., N.Y. (at Orangeville) but earlier census records did not list 

him as having a son born c.1799, which seems to rule him out as the possible father 
of the Benjamin Alton designated as a probable son of Moses. 


In the 1830 census at Perry in Genesee Co., N.Y., Moses and Miriam Alton (both be- 
tween 60 and 70 years old) were enumerated there with a female under 5 and another 
20-30 years old; it is assumed that these may have been grandchildren. The 1840 cen- 
sus at Covington, Genesee Co., N.Y. shows Moses living with the family of son William, 
both Moses! wife Miriam and son William having deceased; she in 1838 and he early in 
1840. 


Moses Alton Jr. of the fourth generation, the presumed son of Moses Alton and Miriam 
Prince, also was enumerated in the 1820 census at Covington in Genesee Co., N.Y. be- 
tween the age of 46 and 44 years, engaged in the pursuit of agriculture. His family 
then consisted of one daughter under the age of 10 and two more between the ages of 
16 and 24 years. Since no female is listed appearing to be Moses" wife, it is as- 
sumed she may have already deceased. 


No further census enumeration has been found for Moses Alton Jr. after 1820. 
William Alton of the fourth generation, son of Moses Alton and Miriam Prince, was 


born 8 JUN 1789 Charlton, Town of Worcester, Mass. and died 27 FEB 1840 Ae 50y 8m 
at Covington, Genesee Co., N.Y., bur. LaGrange Cem., Covington, N.Y. He married 
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prob. c.1814 Polly --?-- b. c.1796 in Massachusetts. William and Polly settled 
in Covington, Genesee Co., NY in 1816. Their children:

It is thought that possibly William and Polly Alton's first-born son received 
the unusual given name Davis as a token of honor toward Keziah Davis, the wife 
of David Alton previously mentioned as a cousin of Moses Alton and residing 
along with William and his father Moses in Genesee Co., N.Y. around 1820. 


This brings us to Benjamin Alton of the fourth generation, son of Moses Alton 
and Miriam Prince. He is one of the prinicpal members among the early settlers 
in what is known as the Coburntown area in DeKalb Co., Ind. and the details 
concerning his life and family appear in the following pages. Living less than 
50 years, his work in this community as a minister and evangelist during a per- 
iod of only about 15 years has made such an indelible mark that today more than 
125 years since his passing, his name instantly is recognized with respect by 
many DeKalb Co. residents, particularly those acquainted with the Church of 
Christ at Coburntown.

According to the 1840 census in DeKalb Co., Ind. there was a second daughter in 
this family born between 1835 and 1840 but she is not identified in any contemp- 
orary account of Benjamin Alton's family. However, in DeKalb Co., Ind. on 15 MAY 
1851 a Mary Ann Alton married Daniel Rupe (Roop), thereafter residing in Fair- 
field Twp., DeKalb Co. where he was a farmer. Mary Ann's age coincides with that 
of Benjamin Alton's unnamed daughter and there was no other Alton family residing 
at that time in DeKalb Co. so it would appear likely that Mary Ann was the sixth 
child of Benjamin and Fanny Alton. It is found in the 1880 census that the 
birthplace of Mary Ann and both parents is given as "Pennsylvania"; but it is 

the author's opinion that, for whatever reason, the census data may be in accur- 
ate in this instance. Daniel and Mary Ann Roop had the following children as 
enumerated in the 1880 census: (Surname ROOP)

In the 1820 census at Kingsville Twp., Ashtabula Co., Ohio, Benjamin and Fanny 
Alton were enumerated next door to the family of Benjamin Hoyt and wife who were 
then past the age of 45. This location and other factors give rise to the con- 
clusion that Fanny Hoyt probably was a daughter of Benjamin Hoyt. 


Little is known about Benjamin Alton's activites from 1820 to about 1827. His 
occupation in 1820 was "farmer" but it is assumed that he also constantly 
furthered his intense interest in the ministry as evidenced earlier when re- 
siding in Genesee Co., N.Y. 


An account of Benjamin Alton's years 1827-1835 appears in the "Early History of 


the Disciples in the Western Reserve" compiled by A. S. Hayden and published 
in 1875. The information presented therein concerning Benjamin Alton is at- 
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tributed by one source as having been supplied by John Fitch Coburn, a contemporary 
of Benjamin Alton in DeKalb Co., Indiana; and because of the insight it provides 

on the character of this individual who figured so significantly in the Coburntown 
settlement and left his enduring mark on subsequent generations of families of that 
community, a complete copy of the published account follows: 


NORTH BLOOMFIELD 


BENJAMIN ALTON was born February 22, 1799. His early life was spent in Genesee 
County, New York. At the age of eighteen, he was a zealous exhorter among the Metho- 
dists. Falling in with Elder Wm. True, of the "Christian Connection," he was bap- 
tized by him, and continued to preach the gospel as he understood it. 


About the year 1827, he moved to North Bloomfield, Trumbull County. He was a man of 
marked abilities, full size, finely formed, and possessed most winning manner and 
tender speech. He had been very successful as a revivalist among the "New Lights" 
or "Christians."" In the process of his ministry he became convinced that something 
was radically wrong in the exhibition of the gospel in these times, as no case is to 
be found in all the history of the apostles' preaching of penitent sinners mourning 
for days and nights, and sighing for undiscovered pardon. The sensitive heart of 
the sympathetic Alton was overwhelmed, as he saw many souls weeping under conviction 
for sin, crying out to know what they should do, while the only answer ever given 
was to continue in that very condition of agony, and that relief some time and in 
some way might be expected. Disgusted and discouraged, he resolved to hide himself 
away in a "lodge" in the wilderness, and there in quietness and seclusion, to live 
for his family and heaven. He settled on lands in the dense forests of Bloomfield. 
He had traveled much, and witnessed with grief and shame the sectarianisms of the 
day; and, moreover, he thought it a great mistake that the gospel contained no ex- 
press provision by which a repenting sinner might be assured at once of the forgive- 
ness of his sins. He was fast tending to skepticism, and might have been swept into 
the vortex of infidelity, but for an incident which called him forth to the light 
and to great usefulness. 


About the year 1829, the good people of Bloomfield called a public meeting, and re- 
solved to unite in raising a fund to support preaching, and all go to meeting 
together. It was an effort, after its kind, to form a union for religious pur- 
poses; a union out of diversity. But the union not arising out of previously exist- 
ing unity -- the only condition of a permanent union -- it proved of short duration. 
Yet they entered into the enterprise in good heart, with good intentions, and good 
omens. As the Presbyterians were the most numerous, they were to have the house 
half the time; the Baptists and the Methodists one quarter, and the Unitarians the 
other quarter. Squire Brown, a prominent citizen, was to secure the Unitarian min- 
ister. By some of the more rigid in sentiment he was thought to be skeptical; but 
he entered heartily into the arrangement as a means of the moral improvement of the 
town. By him Benjamin Alton was engaged. Alton, thus called from his coveted re- 
treat, consented to gird himself again in the panoply of the gospel. He came regu- 
larly to his appointments. He would sit quite a while in the pulpit, and then, 
rising, proceed to preach without singing or prayer. He usually preached on the 
prophecies, and many became interested in his sermons. 


About this time William Hayden preached at the center of Bloomfield, and staying 
overnight with Alton, these two Bible men spent much of the night searching the 
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Scriptures in relation to the ancient gospel, particularly as it relates to the 
manner in which the apostles preached it, and brought convicted sinners into the 
light and peace of pardon. In the course of the same year, Alton heard Thomas 
Campbell. In that discourse he saw the scriptural plan of salvation. The dark- 
ness, which like a cloud had rested on the Bible, cleared away, and he discovered 
to his great joy that God had not left us ignorant of what to do to be saved. 
Like Saul, when the scales fell from his eyes, he forthwith preached the gospel 
after the models found in the sermons of the apostles. 


The alarm was sounded at once. The people had never agreed to hear a "Campbell- 
ite." The union exploded and went to the four winds. The people called another 
meeting, dissolved the covenant, and each party agreed to support its own meet- 
ing. 


Alton kept up his appointments. Four or five were baptized this season. In 
1830-1, some others were converted. In 1832, Bro. Alton preached half the time, 
and began to attend regularly to the Lord's Supper. They were now meeting ina 
schoolhouse, where they continued several years, during which time they were 
growing strong and more numerous, under the visits of Hayden, Henry, the Bos- 
worths, Applegate, and others. 


In 1836, Bro. Alton moved to DeKalb County, Indiana. There he displayed the 
same zeal which had always warmed his own heart, and melted the hearts of hun- 
dreds. Suffering all the hardships of pioneer life in a densely wooded country, 
contending with marsh and miasm, he still found time to preach the gospel and 
plant churches. With a numerous family, little money in the country, and noth- 
ing to sell to procure any, his fare was the plainest, and his costume any- 
thing but clerical. Sometimes without a coat -- but a wrapper instead -- a shoe 
on one foot, the other honored with a boot, he traveled afoot to his appoint- 
ments. His genial disposition, manly form, sweetness of countenance, and 
earnest, convincing pathos, full of Scripture withal, brought many from far 

to hear his sermons, and many turned to righteousness. Some of the churches 
planted by him in that wilderness, are yet standing and flourishing. 


As illustrative of the straightened condition of those days, a young man wished 
Elder Alton to perform for him the marriage ceremony. Unable to pay money for 
the service, he stipulated to compensate him with pumpkins! The service was 
rendered cheerfully, to the satisfaction of the happy bridegroom, and the next 
day he brought a large load of selected "fruit of vine," and delivered them to 
the very needy and equally gratified parson. 


Exhaustive toil, and the malaria of the rich opening soil, undermined his natur- 
ally hardy constitution. He sank gradually to a feeble state from which he 
could not rally. His wife, the faithful sharer of his life and fortunes, sank 
with him and before him. She died March 24, 1847. He survived thirteen days 
longer, and fell asleep, April 7th, aged only a little over forty-eight years. 
He was universally lamented. His talents commanded the respect of the people, 
who sought to put him on the ticket for political fame. But he chose to suffer 
reproach with the people of God. Like all men who move men for God, he was a 
most devoted Bible student. It is said he had the whole New Testament by heart. 
His family are religious, and his youngest son, Cyrus Alton, is devotedly en- 
gaged in the ministry of the gospel.

Departing in 1836 from that part of Trumbull Co., Ohio which later became Ashtabula 
County, Benjamin Alton joined others from the area in removing to the still wild part 
of northeastern Indiana at the extreme western reaches of the Great Black Swamp that 
was to become DeKalb Co., Indiana. It may be that his migration to DeKalb County was 
not altogether coincidental inasmuch as others coming from the same general area in 
Ohio included Lemuel and Hannah (Hoyt) Flint and Amelia (Hoyt) Hayford. It seems 
possible that these Hoyt descendants were related to Benjamin Alton's wife Fanny Hoyt. 


Benjamin's years at this new location are adequately set forth in the two histories 
of the Church of Christ at Coburntown which appear in this volume, wherein his part 
in establishing this church and his evangelistic efforts are so well described that 
the author needs add nothing more than to acclaim his constant devotion to the re- 

ligious beliefs that guided his every action and to note the impact of his success 

in the ministry. 


Not content to remain long in one location and driven by his desire to extend the 
teachings of his faith, the last formal report of Benjamin Alton's activities is to. 
be found in the 1846 issue of the "Millennial Harbinger," a publication of the Dis- 
ciples Church organization. This brief account follows in its entirety: 


Huntington County, Indiana, June 12, 1846 


"IT moved to this country, from Ohio, in 1836, and organized the first congregation, 
of nine members, in July, the same year, in DeKalb county; and as we had but little 
opposition, truth gradually progressed, and there is now many large and respectable 

congregations raised up in these Western States to honor and to glorify God. 


"We still increase in numbers in proportion to our faithfulness to the cause of truth. 
We have never progressed with great rapidity, neither have we been driven from the 
track by the flights of imagination or the excitement of animal passion. We have con- 
sidered it important that each and every church should be understandingly and script- 
urally organized, and every member understand their moral obligations to God, and 
their relative duties to one another. 


"This year I am employed by the brethren in Huntington and Wabash counties. Pros- 
pects good," 


BENJAMIN ALTON 


During the month of October, 1906, Benjamin Alton's youngest son Cyrus went to visit 
the burial place of his parents near Wabash, Indiana with the intention of having 
their remains returned to DeKalb County for reinterment in the cemetery of the Co- 
burntown Church of Christ, the site having been deeded long before by Benjamin Alton 
to the church. At that moment in 1906, the church trustees were planning to incorp- 
orate the grounds, naming it the Alton Cemetery. After Cyrus Alton's visit to Wab- 
ash, he reported his parents' graves in such a beautiful cemetery that he decided 

to leave them at that place and accordingly ordered a monument to mark their rest- 

ing place there. 


Upon coming from Ohio to DeKalb Co., Ind., Benjamin Alton entered 40 acres of land 
near the St. Joseph River about 1% miles north of Coburn's Corners, and here he 
built a log cabin 16 x 20 to house his family.

Aurelia C. Netterfield born in Warren, Trumbull Co., Ohio Dec. 16, 1823 moved with 
her parents to Indiana in 1838, was married to Lorenzo Dow Alton in 1839. After 
his death she was united to John S. Hobart Sr. She had by her first husband four 
children: Maria C.; Albert M.; Benjamin, and Dow, all but Albert have gone before. 
She had three children by Mr. Hobart, John and Addison and Alison, twins, of whom 
John Hobart and Dr. A. D. Hobart are living while Allison has preceded her to the 
spirit land. Mrs. A. C. Hobart joined the Christian Church when twelve years old 
and lived as near a perfect life as fallible mortals can hope to attain. She 
died at her son's home in Toledo, April 2nd, 1907, aged 83 years.

The following paragraph is taken from the publication "Portrait and Biographical 
Album of Newaygo County, Michigan" of 1884: 


"Among the first settlers here were the Dickinson brothers, Philip and Wallace. 
These two brothers and John Dickinson (deaf and dumb) came from Hicksville, Defiance 
Co., Ohio along with Benjamin Alton, in the winter of 1854-5. Mr. Alton returned 
home in the spring, and Philip and Wallace Dickinson came to Fremont, then called 
Newfoundland, March 7, 1855, where they spent their first night in the "old log 
house.'' On the 9th they pre-empted the northeast quarter of section 34, southeast 
quarter of section 27, and southwest quarter of section 26, all in township 13 
north, range 14 west, now known as Dayton." 


Benjamin Alton Jr. remained at Hicksville Twp., Defiance Co., Ohio until enlisting 
in the Civil War at Kendallville, Ind. on 10 NOV 1864, age 42, carpenter, substi- 
tute for Nelson Scholes (a minister), but giving his residence at that time as Con- 
cord Twp., DeKalb Co., Ind. His enlistment was for one year. His description was 
given as eyes blue, hair auburn, complexion fair, and height 5' 10". Muster rolls 
showsthat he/was?a privatesin, Co.7A, dla kes t) Indienaaing. 


Mustered out of the Army 5 SEP 1865, Benjamin returned to DeKalb Co., Ind. and then 
moved his family to Fremont in Newaygo Co., Mich. where they remained thereafter.

"After a somewhat protracted release from affliction, our brother and sister 
Alonzo King and Marilla King have been suddenly taken from us. 


"In the early settlement of the country, not far from the year 1840, Mr. King, 
a young man, came into our neighborhood, identified himself with our society, 
became a Christian, shared with us the hardships as well as the advantages of 
of the then new country. Not far from the same time, Elder Benjamin Alton 
came here also with his family, among whom was Marilla, his daughter, not yet 
a woman; and though her parents moved away and died in a strange plance, she 
still remained with her friends near us, and in process of time became united 
in marriage with Bro. King, and both united with the church meeting at Co- 
burn's Corners, DeKalb Co., Ind. where they remained, prospered and esteemed, 
until, during the present month, March, 1878, they sickened and died within 
four days of each other. 


"He sickened March 4, and died the 12th; and she sickened the 1lth, and died 
the 15th. They leave one child -- a married woman -- with many friends."

Obituary: Christian Standard 1 OCT 1910 


CYRUS ALTON was born in DeKalb County, Ind. Jan. 4, 1841. His parents died when he 
was six years old, leaving him the legacy of godly lives spent in the Master's ser- 
vice. His early life was full of privation and hardship. By hard labor he educated 
himself, taking a three years' course at Newville Academy. In 1858 he taught his 
first term of school in Defiance County, 0. It was about this time, and at the age 
of seventeen or eighteen years, that he began his work in the ministry, being es- 
pecially successful in holding "protracted meetings" as the revival in the earlier 
day was termed. 


In August, 1861, he was married to Melvina Abel at St. Joe, Ind. This being the 
first year of the war, he promptly enlisted in the Forty-fourth Indiana Regiment, 
but was rejected on the score of physical disability and given an honorable dis- 
charge. In all, three attempts were made to enlist. 


At the close of the war he studied for a time in Hiram College, and it was here that 
he had the privilege of an acquaintanceship with General Garfield. Going to Newaygo 
County, Mich., in 1867, he taught school and preached for a time. At Fremont, Mich. 
he held a meeting with 125 additions; later he was appointed county superintendent 
to fill a vacancy. He was elected to the office in 1869 and re-elected in 1871, re- 
signing this position in 1872 to come to Nebraska, locating at Plattsmouth, where 

he served for a year as minister of that church. It was during this year that he 
came to Stove Creek (Cass Co., Nebr.) and preached in the schoolhouse then located 
one mile east of Elmwood, Nebr. In this vicinity he taught school in the winter, 
farmed in the summer and preached in the summer and winter, and this was with an 
entire disregard for personal comfort, and no other thought than the extension of 
the kingdom of God among men. He was elcted county superintendent of this county 

in 1881, and re-elected in 1883. It was during this time that he served as min- 
ister of the church at Greenwood, Nebr. Eighteen months of this time he had baptis- 
mal services each Lord's Day. After returning to Elmwood he began his work at Grand- 
view, this county. This service continued for ten or eleven years. After this he 
spent one year with his son, Dr. Alton, while he was a missionary on the island of 
Porto Rico, who will be long remembered there. 


The best years of his life were given to this community as minister, teacher, post- 
master, citizen and friend. He departed this life Sept. 7, 1910, at the age of 69 
years, 8 months and 3 days. His family, consisting of wife, two daughters, a son 
and grandchildren mourn their loss, for he was ever a tender, loving husband, a kind 
and indulgent father and grandfather. His funeral was held in the Christian Church 
at Elmwood, Nebr. September 9, conducted by J. E. Harris, assisted by H. G. Wilkin- 
son. 


The places of business were closed in Elmwood, and many friends came from Lincoln 


and surrounding towns. After the funeral people gathered in little groups in the 
beautiful cemetery and talked of what that beautiful life had meant to them.

She had been in poor 
health during the past winter but she had improved so much the the attending phys- 
ician had hopes of her recovery. She was in town on Monday afternoon and seemed 
as spry and jolly as anyone but that evening soon after retiring for the night 

she became suddenly ill and before medical aid reached the home, she was dead.

Mariah C. Alton’ was born March 23, 1841 on the old Alton farm one mile and av half 
north of the Coburn's Corners church on the river, and departed this life June ll, 
1906, aged 65 years, 2 months and 19 days. 


She was married to J. M. Milliman, July 13, 1858. To this union seven children 
were born, four sons and three daughters, all of whom are living except Retta, who 
died eight years ago. Mrs. Milliman leaves to mourn their loss an aged mother, 
husband, six children, one brother, two half-brothers, five grandchildren and a 
host of relatives and friends. 


She has lived in this vicinity her entire life except six years that she and her 
husband lived in Newaygo County, Mich.

Mrs. Mary Adelia Alton, nee Dermott, departed this life August 23rd, 1905 at 
Fremont, aged 60 years, 10 months and fifteen days. 


On December 1, 1865, she was married to Albert M. Alton at Coburn's Corners, 
DeKalb County, Ind., after which they moved to Bailey, Muskegon Co., Michigan. 
Following a brief residence at that place they came to Fremont, where for the 
past 38 years she with her family has resided. 


Her life has been one of kindly ministrations and devotion to her family, friends 
and to the Church of Christ of which she was an honored charter member. She was 
dearly beloved by all who knew her. In her demise Fremont loses one of its most 
respected residents and her family a devoted wife and mother. She leaves a hus- 
band, Albert M. Alton, so well and favorably known, three daughters, Mrs. Anna A.

Birdsall of Hart, also one son, Dallas D. Alton, of Fremont, three sisters, three 
brothers and six grandchildren to mourn their loss. Two boys, Josie and Bennie, 
in their childhood preceded her to the home beyond. 


The last services were performed at the home near Fremont, August 26th, con- 
ducted by Elder Chas. W. Gardner of South Haven, assisted by L. E. Brink. She was 
fully conscious of her passing away and her beautiful faith in Christ never waver- 
ed. In her last hours her heart was employed in brightening the pathway of others 
and in sending flowers and words of comfort to those of the community who were 
suffering on beds of sickness. As the members of the family cared for her during 
her long illness so they did after her departure, performing out her final re- 
quests. The body was prepared for burial by her daughters, while the four sons 
bore it to its final resting place. 


She was not one who naturally looked on the dark side of life, but on the con- 
trary, left to those about her the sweet remembrance of a calm, peaceful soul who 
saw through the darkest cloud its silver lining, and whose firm belief was that 
"all things work together for good to those that love God."

Albert Martin Alton was born in DeKalb County, Indiana, December 27, 1844, and 
passed away at his home in East Lansing April 16, 1924, at the age of 79 years, three 
months and 19 days. 


On December 1, 1864, he was united in marriage to Mary Odealia Dermott who died at 
their home in Fremont August 23, 1905. To this union six children were born, namely, 
Mrs. Anna A. Darling and Dallas D. Alton of Fremont; Gertrude E. Martin of St. Johns, 
Mich., and Brittie M. Birdsall of Holcomb, N. Y., who survive him. Two sons, Joseph 
J. and Benjamin F., died in infancy. 


At the age of 17 years Mr. Alton enlisted in the Civil War service in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
May 28, 1862, where he joined Co. E of the 55th Vol. Regiment of Indiana for a period 
of three months, and was discharged August 28, 1862. During this service his company 
was pursuing Morgan through Kentucky, ending in the battle of Richmond. On July, 
1863, he re-enlisted in Indianapolis for a period of eight months, in Co. D, 118 Reg. 
Indiana Vol. Infantry where he was made corporal and later color corporal of his com- 
pany. He was discharged from the service March 3, 1864.

Daniel Faunce served in the Civil War and afterward took up a soldiers claim 
near Burt Lake in Newaygo Co., Mich. where he was a farmer in occupation. He 
mustered in 3 OCT 1864 in Co. A 13th Inf. and mustered out 5 SEP 1865. 


Daniel was a seventh generation descendant of the immigrant John Faunce. A 
genealogy of the Faunce line published in 1967 by James Freer Faunce traces 
this line under the title, "JOHN FAUNCE OF THE PLYMOUTH COLONY AND HIS DES- 
CENDANTS." From this source, we learn that John Faunce, probably of Pur- 
leigh, county Essex, in England came to Plymouth, Mass. on the ship "Anne" 

in July, 1623 where he died 29 NOV 1653. While many Faunce families in America 
are not known to be connected, it appears that John Faunce can be considered 
the progenitor of the line in this country and assuredly the ancestor of those 
concerning us in this volume. Much information exists about early Faunce fam- 
ilies in England but a record of the descent has not been made; only there was 
a concentration in county Essex, and a family of the name lived there before 
the year 1600. It is said that Oliver Cromwell was nursed by Alice Faunce, 
and she was so kind and attentive to him that he presented her with a large 
portrait of himself.

Amelia (Milliman) Beaber was born January 4, 1863, and died January 3, 1941, hav- 
ing reached the age of 77 years, 11 months and 29 days. She was the first of 
seven children born to Mortimer and Marie Milliman, and of this family but one 
remains, John Milliman, of Alvordton, Ohio. 


Amelia united in marriage with Edward W. Beaber December 24, 1885, and to this 
union one son and two daughters were born: Dewey Beaber who died in young man- 
hood, Mrs. Iva Clouse, of Los Angeles, California, and Mrs. Ila Shilling of 
Auburn, Indiana. 


There are also seven grandchildren and seven great grandchildren in the larger 
family circle. 


Early in life Amelia united with the Church of Christ at Coburntown where both 
of her parents were revered members, and where her father for a long time might 
well have been called church historian. She kept the faith of her church in- 
violate until her death. 


In the local schools of her childhood Mrs. Beaber was a good student, and at 
Newville, where then was offered a course for teachers, she qualified for 
teaching but never taught. 


In the several capacities of our common lives Mrs. Beaber served well; she was 
a good wife, a good mother, and a good neighbor. She met the ever shifting 
circumstances of life with perfect good humor, and contributed to the common 
good as richly as her limitations allowed. 
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The funeral was from the Coburntown Church of Christ, Monday, January 6, at two 
o'clock, and was conducted by the Rev. J. N. Scholes, and assisted by Rev. Richard 
L. Key, Minister of the church.

Edward Willis Beaber, 83, a resident of the St. Joe community nearly all his life, 
died shortly before 7 p.m. Monday in the Williams Convalescent home in Butler. 


He died from complications which resulted when he was burned severely by scalding 
water last October at his home east of St. Joe. 


The body was removed to the Johnson Funeral Home in Butler and remained there until 
final rites at 2 p.m. Thursday, June 29. Joseph Shenault, pastor of the Newville 
Church of Christ, will officiate at the services with burial in Alton cemetery 
south of Butler. 


Mr. Beaber, who had resided alone at his home near St. Joe, suffered second and 
third degree burns in the accident last October. The family reported that he appar- 
ently had dropped a tea kettle of boiling water in the kitchen. 


He was taken after the accident to the Community Hospital in Hicksville where he re- 
mained until he was removed in February to the convalescent home. 


The elderly farmer was born Feb. 14, 1867 in Noble County, but lived most of his 
life in the St. Joe community. 


His wife, Amelia, preceded him in death 10 years ago. Surviving are two daughters, 
Mrs. Iva Clouse of Cumberland, Wis., and Mrs. Ila Davis of Fremont; a brother, 
Perry Beaber of Garrett; seven grandchildren, 20 great grandchildren and two great- 
great-grandchildren. 


He was a charter member of the Odd Fellows Lodge of St. Joe and later a member of 
the Auburn 1.0.0.F. when the St. Joe order was moved to Auburn.

After having farmed near Fremont, Newaygo Co., Mich. for some years, George moved 
to DeKalb Co., Ind. and operated a barber shop at St. Joe in 1906. For a brief 
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period in the year 1919, he owned a restaurant in St. Joe and in 1920 took a 
position with the General Electric Company in Fort Wayne, Ind.. In 1921, he 
returned to Michigan and farmed near Ferry in Oceana County. After a few 
years, he again left Michigan and took up residence at Spencerville, Indiana 
and resumed the occupation of barber. 


The following letter is reproduced here to provide a bit of information con- 
cerning some of the conditions which prevailed at the time it was written:

out on local all day making 22 miles to New Buffalo, laid there until 9 that 
night, landed in Waverly the next morning, Friday, left there 2 P.M. for Mus- 
kegon and landed there at 6 P.M., laid over there from Friday night until 
Monday got to Shelby 4 P.M., Monday with rain and sleet and also to find we 
have $147.01 to dig up. I think they charged by the day and kept us out as 
long as they could to get more money. The car cost us $248.98, counting both 
ends of the route. If you hear of anyone talking of moving by rail tell them 
they had better have a sale and let you print the bills. It cost us $25.00 
for team and truck to get our goods to the farm as they only give two days 
to unload, but we are getting settled, and we started the plow Saturday. It 
is nice spring weather here, and my wife found May flowers, yesterday, in our 
woods. No mud here, all stone roads. Will close for this time. Love to all 
our friends around St. Joe.

The St. Joe News reported that George W. Milliman passed away at his Spencer- 
ville home following a stroke. He had been in poor health for some time 
suffering from sugar diabetis, high blood pressure and hardening of the ar- 
teries:.

George W. Milliman, son of J. M. and Maria (Alton) Milliman, was born February 
26, 1868 in Newaygo County, Michigan. But when he was a small boy his parents 
moved back to the old homestead at Coburn's Corners where he grew to manhood. 

He became a Christian when quite young and worked in the church as long as he 

lived there. 


He was united in marriage to Mary Elizabeth Thomas on June 21, 1896. To this 
union were born three children, Merritt and Lysle, both of Fort Wayne, and a 
boy who died in infancy. 


About 1920 he moved to Michigan and remained there for some time but finally 


returned to Indiana and ran a barber shop in Spencerville. Although he lived 
in different places his home was in and around St. Joe.

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KOCH FAMILY 


Among all of the early settler families in the Coburntown community whose 
descendants are traced in these volumes, the Koch line is the shortest; that 
is, the immigrant ancestor came most recently to America. For that reason, 
what is presented here constitutes a complete genealogy limited only by the 
lost traces of descendants that relocated or about whom information could 
not be obtained for one reason or another. 


Pronunciation of the name KOCH deserves some attention here. There are many 
families in America with this surname emigrating in the main from Germany 
where the name apparently is very common. It might be compared in popularity 
to the name COOK in England, a very familiar name in America among families 
that in general are found to be of English extraction. It is a fact, however, 
that a rather large number of KOCH descendants in this country actually con- 
verted the spelling of their surname to "COOK," perhaps as a result of the 
problem in preserving the German pronunciation of the KOCH name. Among those 
continuing to spell the name K-O-C-H, variations in pronunciation are found 
with "COOK" AND "COKE" being quite common as well as "COE" OR "COH:" also, on 
occasion, "KOSH" as used by the present mayor of New York City (who may not 
have German ancestry). 


The more correct pronunciation appears to be "COE" OR "COH." In the German 
language, the letters "CH" do not have a "K" sound as in the English lan- 
guage and also the letter "H" in German has a harsh sound; so the German pro- 
nunciation of "KOCH" more nearly comes out in English to be "COH" with some 
slight emphasis imparted by the sound of the letter "H" on the end. On occa- 
sion, the pronunciation may sound like "CO" with a soft "F" on the ending. 


The German-type pronunciation of the surname still is maintained by present- 
day descendants of the KOCH line reported in this volume. In fact, tradition 
has it that some families appearing in the third and fourth generations per- 
sisted in using German as a primary language in their homes so their children 
necessarily became bilingual at an early age. No doubt this practice contri- 
buted to the fact of perpetuating the original pronunciation of the surname 
and its continued use into current generations. 


An informal gathering of about 44 Koch relatives was held on 26 AUG 1923 at 
Dilts Grove in DeKalb Co., Ind. to enjoy a "feast of good things and congen- 
ial companionship," during which the suggestion was put to vote and approved 
for holding an annual Koch reunion each August. Officers and committees were 
duly selected for the ensuing year to implement this program. 


The first formal reunion by members of the Koch family in DeKalb Co., Ind. was 
held at the Community Hall in Spencerville on 3 AUG 1924. Fortunately for 
this record, a paper was presented at that reunion by Simon Romeo Koch (then 
residing at Muskogee, Okla.) which detailed most eloquently the circumstances 
that brought his grandfather, John Ulrich Koch, to America (the ancestor of 
this Koch line). 
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The following copy of this interesting and enlightening paper is taken verbatim 
from the original hand-written manuscript as an introduction to the genealogy 
which follows. 


DEAR KINSHIP - GREETINGS 


This occasion today is in celebration of the first reunion of the Koch Family. 
The primary object of this gathering today is of a twofold purpose. 


The first one is to verify such facts and dates that are necessary and essen- 
tial in the establishment of an authentic history or biography of our ancestors, 
tracing our lineage and classifying our relative position on the pages of the 
history of this Family Tree. 


The second object is of a social nature whereby we can renew acquaintance and 
with some getting acquainted. The social feature can be made one of the most 
important parts of the programme. By judicial arrangements opportunities can 
be given for the discussion of such thoughts and ideas that ultimately elevate 
our lives to a higher sphere and create within us a firm resolution to live a 
more consecrated life, a clearer conception of the duties to our kinship and 
fellowman. The specific purpose of this movement should be to combine all the 
forces available in an effort to elevate the morale of the Koch family, and 
place its name upon such a high pedestal that our descendants can feel proud 
of their heritage and emulate our good deeds and achievements. 


In returning to the first or historical part of this topic, we must establish 

a basis upon which we can construct a positive and authentic history of our 
family. Unfortunately for us our early ancestors left no records of their fam- 
ily history which would assist us in compiling an authentic biography. Conse- 
quently our family history is to a great extent traditional. Especially is 
this true of John Ulrich Koch, the remotest of our ancestors. 


Our historian today gave a brief sketch of the life of John Ulrich Koch. It 
is a conceded fact that he was born in Germany, migrated to the U. S. when a 
young man, married Miss Barbara Repman of Wooster, Ohio and to them were born 
three sons, namely: Gottlieb, Simon and Joseph. Fearing that I may in a meas- 
ure be repeating some of the facts and events that have been drawn to our at- 
tention today, I will but briefly dwell upon the character and some of the 
distinguishing qualities of this man. We are aware that the inherently funda- 
mental principles which compose character is (sic) greatly influenced and 
moulded by environments. In order that we may better understand some of his 
characteristics, we should have a clearer understanding of some of (the) con- 
ditions as they existed then in civic and governmental life. Let us turn 
backward the pages of history a few centuries and take a retrospective view 

of conditions as they existed in Continental Europe and the U. S. 


Their mode of living then was very crude. In fact all of the great improve- 


ments developed by science in civil and commercial life have been qccomplished 
since his time. Governmental affairs at that time in Germany were of such a 
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nature that all young male citizens of sound mind and body were compelled 
to enter into Military service and become a part of that great Military 
system. To enter these services required the young man to give to the 
government that portion of his life which is necessary for him to prepare 
himself for his life's profession. To enter this service also meant a 
postponement of this preparation. To refuse meant certain death by the 
order of the King. Fortunately, there was one honorable means of escaping 
this Military system, and that was to migrate to the U. S., the land of 
opportunity, freedom and liberty. 


Courage, ambition, perseverance, determination, fortitude, and self- 
sacrifice are some of the attributes of character. In tracing some of his 
characteristics, we find that he possessed all of these to a remarkable 
degree. Courage and determination with him were almost personified. Navi- 
gation on water at that time was of the crudest type. Vessels then were 
guided and propelled by sails. Seagoing vessels were not only unsafe but 
were altogether at the mercy of winds. The Great Atlantic was then unex- 
plored. Under these conditions it required the greatest courage and de- 
mands our highest admiration. But this mere boy had firmly resolved to 
cast his lot among the opportunities in the New Continent. Military life 
to him was a burden, an unnecessary factor in his life. 


Let us for a few minutes consider the sacrifices he must make before journey- 
ing to his new home. 


There was a father and a dear sweet mother, brothers and sisters, his boy- 
hood chums and possibly a sweetheart. A beautiful country rich in natural 
resources, beautiful streams winding among the mountains of historic scen- 
eries; vast forests of gigantic trees and smaller streams whose banks were 
covered with wild flowers of many hues and colors, whose rich perfume per- 
meated the very atmosphere and filled the soul with rapture and ecstacy. 
All these (things) and many more must be sacrificed forever. 


Determination is a great factore in character. It is a power for good when 
properly applied. Skillfully and diplomatically we find he had overcome 
all inconveniences and obstacles and now we find him standing with his hat 
in one hand, great tears were in those big blue eyes, a great lump in his 
throat which he could not swallow, his right hand was firmly clasped in 

the right hand of his father. A little to one side stands his mother with 
a broken heart, for intuition tells her that she is about to give up one 

of the most precious jewels of her life. 


Oh, the great heartache of that mother, and then there are the brothers and 
sisters, the boyhood companions and perhaps also a betrothed sweetheart. 
All paying their respects to this young man as he is about to start on his 
voyage across the great sea. 


The mother in her great sorrow for his sake suppressed those burning tears 


until she has returned to her lowly cottage and then in her uncontrollable 
grief which she can no longer suppress, she bursts into tears and with that 
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motherly face turned heavenward, she prays God that her son shall be saved 
from the dangers of the journey. O, the blessings of a mother's prayers. 


We have been dwelling at some length upon the character of our forefather. 
Let us now ask ourselves this question, "What is Character?" I will answer 
that question by reducing it to a few words and that answer is this; "Char- 
acter is what God thinks of us."" Reputation is what man thinks and says 
about us. Let us strive to have an honorable character and reputation will 
take care of itself. 


I have now dwelt at too great a length on this subject and will leave the rest 
to the historian, and I hope that she has breathed the breath of life into 
well chosen words so that they may become living influences over you all. In 
closing, let me admonish each and every one here today to live such a life 
that our posterity may emulate our good deeds and achievements and respect and 
reverence our memory. Life is short. Life is fleeting. We are here for a 
few days only. We then fall like the grass before the reaper. Let us so live 
that when we are called to our forefathers, they can say, "He had a noble 
charaqter. 


And now in closing these exercises today, you evidently will sing that sacred 
song, "God Be With You Until We Meet Again" and perhaps by another year when you 
meet at the second reunion, I hope we can so arrange our affiars that we can 
answer Here at roll call.

The author wishes to mention that in addition to the usual sources of research 
such as historical references, Federal census records, various kinds of public 
records at the county level and newspaper accounts of one kind or another, and 
queries directed to Koch family members, there has recently come to hand a 
report which traces the descendants of George W. Koch and Hannah Opple in the 
third generation of this genealogy; they having departed from DeKalb Co., Ind. 
at an early date to brave the new frontier in Newaygo and Oceana counties in 
Michigan when this area still was an undeveloped wilderness. Items taken from 
this material are quoted freely herein where applicable to provide an insight 
of family life and details experienced that otherwise would not have been 
available to us. An expresion of gratitude to the authors (Clyde L. Guyer, 
Ervin A. Doty, Mrs. Yvonne J. Spaans, Mrs. Bonnie L. Van Dyke) is noted here 
for their fine efforts in researching and compiling this valuable record.

It is possible that Barbara's maiden name may have been Rebman rather than 
Repman although the latter is carried down in family records. A search for 
her parents' family in the area of Wayne Co., Ohio in 1820 census records 
failed to produce any families with the Repman name while there were a number 
of Rebman families there. It is understood that Barbara was two years old 
when her family came to America. 


Baden-Baden, the birthplace of John Ulrich Koch in the State of Baden (now 
Baden-Wurttemberg) is located about 15 miles from the border of France in 
the area above Switzerland. This city is in the Black Forest and long has 
been a spa noted for its mineral baths, dating back to the Roman occupation. 
The ruins of Roman baths are reported to remain there today. 


The introductory address of Simon Romeo Koch herein mentions the incentive 
to escape Military service which led John U. Koch to migrate as a youth from 
his parental home in Germany to settle in America. It should be noted that 
the years of his youth witnessed the French Revolutionary Wars (1792-1802) 
and the Napoleonic Wars which followed (1803-1815) in which the nearby Ger- 
man State of Prussia was defeated by the French and subsequently forced into 
involvement with Napoleon's campaign in Russia. This action was followed by 
Prussia joining the coalition against France and the defeat of Napoleon. 


These historic developments are mentioned only in the belief that they prob- 
ably influenced the decision of John Ulrich Koch to leave his homeland in 
search of a more peaceful outlook in America. 


We have no record of the whereabouts and activities of John Ulrich Koch dur- 
ing his early years in America. Reported to have left Germany when 16 years 
of age, he should have arrived in America in 1813. What trials he must have 
faced in adjusting to life in his chosen land. Still a youth and probably 
unable to speak the English language, there must have been real problems for 
him in becoming acclimated to the new conditions he encountered and in devel- 
oping a means of livelihood. 
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Somehow he reached Wayne County in Ohio by perhaps 1820, apparently adapted 
to his new environment and having achieved some success in occupational pur- 
suits; no doubt having worked hard and lived frugally, characteristic of so 
many immigrants to America from European countries. At least he had become 
well enough established after about eight years in America that he could then 
take on the responsibilities of family life. 


There is no indication that he ever applied for citizenship in the United 

States but this was not unusual for immigrants of that period. Perhaps for 

him a deterrent to naturalization may have been the requirement for expatria- 
tion (renunciation of previous national allegiance). However, there were then 
vast areas of undeveloped land and opportunities abounded in the ever-broadening 
frontiers of the U. S. so an influx of immigrant settlers was a needed and 
welcomed element in the expanding nation. As a consequence, citizenship in 
general must have been a relatively unimportant factor with little emphasis 
given to the naturalization process. 


After the birth*ot their £irst son in 1823; John and Barbara’ Koch relocated 
from Wayne Co., Ohio to Ashland Co., Ohio (then a part of Richland and Wayne 
counties); and a second son was born there two years later. It seems that they 
then returned to Wayne Co. for a time where the third sonwas born in 1833. 

Some time later, they appeared again in Ashland Co., Ohio where they were enum- 
erated in the 1850 census at Mifflin Twp., and where they resided the remainder 
of their days. 


Family records mention only the three sons, Gottlieb, Simon and Joseph. Never- 
theless, the 1850 census enumeration included in the family another male identi- 
fied only by the initial "E." born c.1834 in Ohio. Perhaps this child died an 
early death but there is no record of his burial in either of the cemeteries 
where the parents are interred. 


We are told that traditionally in the northern part of Germany the predominant 
religion is Protestant while in southern Germany the Catholic faith prevails. 
There seems to have been no strong predominance either way among the descendants 
of John and Barbara Koch. It was thought at first that a pattern would be 

found of allegiance to the Lutheran church but this has not proven to be the 
case. Instead, it is indicated that the respective branches were open-minded 

in their choice of religious preference and selected whichever church most ap- 
pealed to them on an individual or family basis. 


The indications are that in occupation John Ulrich Koch was a lifelong farmer. 


There is a remark contained in the biographical entry for son Joseph which 
appeared in the 1885 History of DeKalb County, Indiana referring to his parents 
and reading, "Their family consisted of nine children, but three of whom lived 
till maturity.'"" This statement furnishes some enlightment even though other 
details are unknown concerning the children that died young or in infancy.

Catherine Hault came to the United States in 1833 with her parents who settled 
near Fredericksburg, Holmes Co., Ohio. 


Gottlieb (sometimes spelled Gotlieb) and Catherine moved from Ohio to DeKalb 
Co., Indiana in 1847 along with his brothers Simon and Joseph, undoubtedly 
drawn by the opportunity to acquire good farmland at an attractive price in 
this area which was still largely unsettled due to the barrier formed by the 
Black Swamp in northeastern Ohio. All of their children were born here. Then 
on 16 OCT 1872 the family returned to Mifflin Twp., Ashland Co., Ohio where 
the parents and some of the children remained thereafter. It is thought that 
the death of Gottlieb's father in 1871 and disposition of his property must 
have influenced this move back to Ohio. 


Gottlieb was a farmer in occupation. 
From History of Wayne County, Ohio by George Wm. Hill, M.D. :- 


GOTLIEB KOCH was born in Wayne county, this State, December 15, 1823, where 
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he resided until the age of ten years, when his parents removed to this county, 
and located in Mifflin township, where our subject lived until he was twenty- 
three years old, when he went to the State of Indiana. He remained there twenty- 
nine years, when he came back to this township, where he has since resided. He 
is the oldest child of John and Barbara Koch, who came to this county at an early 
day. His father died in March, 1871. His mother died in December, 1825 or 1826. 
Our subject, Gotlieb, was married December 13, 1846, to Miss C. Hault. They have 
reared a family of fifteen children, ten of whom are living, and named: Christ- 
ian, born February 3, 1848; George W., born September 18, 1852; Josiah born Jan- 
uary 23, 1854;,Mary J.,. born) January 11,°18563) Loulsa>, born Auguse. Gu. .too7, 
Martin Luther, born September 15, 1861; Amanda, born May 27, 1864; Isaiah, born 
October 31, 1866; Simon R., born February 2, 1869; Lida Ann, born March 17, 18/71. 
Those who are dead were Joseph, born August 12, 1849, and died September 21, 
1849; John, born April 30, 1851, and died October 3, 1851; Levi, born April 30; 
1859, and died December 1874; Barbara, born March 7, 1860, and died October 9, 
1860; and Rosa Ann died when about six weeks old. Mrs. Koch was born in Germany, 
August 29, 1827. She came to this country at the age of five years. Mr. Koch 
has paid his attention to farming from boyhood, which vocation he still follows, 
and now owns one of the best productive farms in his township, containing three 
hundred and twenty-six acres.

Simon Koch came to DeKalb Co., Indiana from Ashland Co., Ohio in 1847 with his 
brothers Gottlieb and Joseph and settled in Concord Township. A farmer in 
occupation, he acquired 200 acres of good land, some of which was passed on 

to daughter Sarah Jane when she married. 


Apparently Simon took little interest in community matters since there is no 
record of such involvement. One might assume that he was somewhat of an intro- 
vert by nature and preferred to concenstrate his efforts on the operation of 

his farm and the family life. There is every indication that he was a diligent 
worker and a loving father. If his death at the age of 61 is any indication, he 
may not have enjoyed the best of health.

From the 1885 History of DeKalb County: 


JOSEPH KOCH, son of Ulrich and Barbara (Repman) Koch, was born in Ashland 
County, Ohio, in July, 1832. His parents were natives of Germany, his father 
coming to America when sixteen and his mother when two years of age. Their 
family consisted of nine children, but three of whom lived till maturiey. 7 In 
1852 Joseph Koch came to DeKalb County, Ind., and began clearing a tract of 
heavily timbered land which his father had bought some time before. He lived 
on and improved this farm till after the breaking out of the Rebellion when, 
Nov. 4, 1864, he enlisted in Company C, Thirty-fifth Indiana Infantry, and 
served till the close of the war. He participated in many hard fought battles, 
among others Franklin and Nashville. His health became impaired from exposure 
and as_ the result of an accident at Nashville, and he has never recovered from 
its effects. Since his return from the war he has followed agricultural pur- 
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suits, and now has one of the finest farms in the township, containing 160 acres, 
all under cultivation. He was married April 17, 1853, to Mary Ann Jenkins, 
daughter of John and Margaret (Hull) Jenkins. They are the parents of eleven 
(sic) children -- Sarah L., John U., Reuben J., Wilson, Annie, Margaret E., 
Lillie Della, Charley, and Amanda K. (sic). Mr. Koch is a member of John 

Carns Post, No. 144, G. A. R. Politically he is a Democrat. 


Obituary: St. Joe News; Thursday, Jan. 19, 1911 


The citizens of St. Joe were surprised Saturday morning to learn that Mrs Joseph 
Koch had passed away during the night. She had been in good health and was taken 
suddenly ill with heart trouble, and within a very short time after it was first 
noticed that she was sick, she was cold in death. It was indeed a shock to the 
relatives as well as friends to learn of her sudden death. The funeral was held 
Sunday afternoon from the Church of Christ, Elder Brown officiating, assisted by 
Rev. I. N. Shilling. Burial in Riverside Cemetery. Elza Kinsey funeral dir- 
ector. The church was filled to overflowing and many were compelled to leave 

on account of the severe cold wind. 


Mary Ann Koch, daughter of John and Margaret Jenkins, was born Feb. Ist, 1836. 
Died Jan. 12th, 1911. Aged 74 years 11 months and 11 days. She was united in 
marriage to Joseph Koch in 1853. She was the mother of ten children, eight of 
whom are living.

Their grief and distress 
was also hers. She will be greatly missed in the family circle and in the home, 
but if it pleases the allwise and powerful God, the creator of all things to be 
thus, we must and will submit.

On October 6, 1845, there was born to David and Sarah Recer Shull a daughter, 
Margaret R. At the time of her birth, her parents lived one and one-half 
miles east of Spencerville, Ind. Here she grew to womanhood, and at the age 
of thirty, on October 17, 1875, was united in marriage to Christian Koch. To 
this union was born a daughter and son, Clara Gertrude Smith and John Clark 
Koch, both of whom reside near Spencerville. She was the first child born on 
this road and was acquainted with the hardships of pioneer life. When she was 
twelve years old her mother passed away, and from that date, until the time of 
her marriage, she made her own way in the world working at times for as little 
a sum as fifty cents per week. 


Early in life she accepted Christ, and joined the church of God. Many years 
ago she transferred her membership to the Methodist church of Spencerville, 

and lived a devout Christian life until called to her reward at two o'clock 

Wednesday morning, July 18, 1923. 


Surrounded by her children and faithful nurse, her spirit returned to God who 
gave it, thus ending a life of patient suffering, having reached the age of 77 
years, 9 months and 12 days. Those who watched by her bedside during the days 
of intense suffering and listened to her prayers, in behalf of her loved ones, 
the church and its pastor and his family, realized her trust in God was stead- 
fast. 


Three weeks ago, being scarcely able to be about in her own home, she followed 
her aged and only sister to her last resting place, and while standing by her 
open grave, she said, "she soon would follow."

He was well and favorably known in the community where he resided all his life 
and will be greatly missed by his many friends and neighbors.

Hannah Koch's parents emigrated from Germany and settled in Mifflin Twp., 
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Ashland Co., Ohio where Joseph Opple farmed, his property being located 
adjacent to the land of Gottlieb Koch. The name OPPLE reportedly is derived 
from the German name APPEL or APEL and in early Ohio records the most common 
spelling was APPLE; however, OPPLE is the spelling used in the family Bible 
and by all of the descendants of this line. The Oppel children reportedly 
were educated in the home, the school, and the church and all spoke the German 
language fluently so it is understandable that of the four children who grew 
to adulthood each married a person of German descent. 


After a brief sojourn in DeKalb Co., Indiana where their first two children 
were born, George and Hannah were attracted by the availability of homestead 
lands in Michigan and moved there, locating initially near Fremont, Newaygo 
Co. and shortly afterward to Colfax Twp., Oceana Co., about six miles north- 
east of the village of Walkerville, where they established their home. George 
worked as a farmer and a lumberman. He first built a small home for the fam- 
ily and later with the help of the boys built a large country style farm home 
on the property which consisted of 80 acres, with Allen Creek crossing the 
back portion. They did general farming, raising a few chickens and cows, and 
using horses for the farm work. The boys sometimes worked in the area lumber 
camps. 


George had a long flowing beard and was never bald. He enjoyed smoking a pipe. 
Hannah had a broad handsome face and was dark brunette, short and stocky. 

Their intelligent and patient nature is illustrated by the reminiscence of a 
granddaughter, "The family would gather around the large dining room table in 
the evening and enter into discussions on various matters and topics of cur- 
rent interest. When those discussions would become heated, Hannah would play 
the part of the peace-maker and her patient manner and humor would calm them 
all." Maude and Ora were teachers and William's wife also taught school. 


George and Hannah were a devoted couple and when she died on July 21, 1918, 
after a long illness of cancer, it was a great loss to him. Hannah was buried 
in the Colfax Township Cemetery. The cemetery being right next to their home 
was a constant reminder to George of his grief and so his children took him 

to Indiana for a visit where he could have the consolation of his family. He 
continued his farming with son William living with him and William later pur- 
chased the farm. George Koch died September 16, 1936 and is buried beside 
Hannah in Colfax Cemetery.

The Geisinger family apparently was very popular with relatives and friends as 
attested by the frequent articles about them that appeared in issues of the 
St. Joe News over the years. Their longevity no doubt contributed somewhat to 
this popularity, especially in their later years. Their obituaries provide 
much of the desired information about John and Sarah for this genealogy. 


Obituary: St. Joe News; Thursday, February 22, 1940 


John Geisinger, 93, of Garrett, died at the home of his daughter, Mrs. E. J. 
Brown, Garrett, Thursday morning at 6 o'clock. Mr. Geisinger, one of DeKalb 
County's oldest residents, suffered a stroke of apoplexy four weeks ago, which 
caused him to weaken gradually. The body was removed to the Gerig-Kaylor fun- 
eral home in Auburn Sunday, where the funeral services were conducted at 2 
o'clock with the Rev. Joseph Ferguson officiating. Burial was made in Ever- 
green cemetery, Auburn. 


John Geisinger was born August 8, 1846 in a log cabin located in the northeast 
corner of Jackson township. His father was Samuel Geisinger, a native of 
Pennsylvania, who came to Indiana about 1815, when Indians were still very 
numerous and wild game abounded in this territory. 


Last September he and his wife, Mrs. Sarah Lucinda Geisinger, who survives, 
observed their sixty-seventh wedding anniversary. They were married September 
17, 1872, in Concord township, and went to housekeeping in a log cabin. Mr. 
Geisinger was a farmer until about 1895 when he and his wife went to Auburn 

to live. Twenty-five years ago they moved to Garrett to reside with their 
daughter. 
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Until he suffered the stroke, Mr. Geisinger was remarkably agile for his 
years, walking uptown often in addition to working about the house. Al- 
though his hearing and sight had failed, he could hear well enough to carry 
on a conversation and could read with the aid of a reading glass. 


Although in 1864 he cast his first presidential ballot for Abraham Lincoln, 
Mr. Geisinger voted the Democratic ticket afterwards. Mr. Geisinger at- 
tended the Church of Christ. 


Survivors besides the widow, who is past eighty-six years of age, the son 
and the daughter, are four grandchildren, Berwyn Brown of Kalamazoo, Michi- 
gan, Earl Geisinger of Idaho, Mrs. Helen Hanselman of Fort Wayne, and 
Dorothy Brown of Garrett, and one great grandchild, Josephine Geisinger, 

a daughter of Earl Geisinger. 


One son, Alfred, died in the State of Washington in 1932. The aged man had 
three brothers and three sisters, all of whom passed away after living to a 
ripe old age.

PIONEER CITIZEN DIES AT AGE OF 90 YEARS. The death of Mrs. Sarah Geisinger, 
one of DeKalb County's oldest residents, took place at 8:15 o'clock Friday 
night at the home of Mrs. Savilla Miller, in Auburn. 


Mrs. Geisinger was 90 years and nearly 10 months old and was in good health 
considering her extreme age until she suffered a stroke of apoplexy Tuesday, 
Oct. 31. The body was taken to the Gerig funeral home where services were 
held Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. The Rev. Joseph Ferguson, of near Auburn, 
officiated and burial was made in Evergreen Cemetery, Auburn. 


A native of DeKalb County, Mrs. Geisinger was born in a log cabin in Concord 
Township near St. Joe, Jan. 16, 1854, being one of 10 children. She and John 
Geisinger were married Sept. 12, 1872, and went to housekeeping in a log 
cabin. They lived on farms until 1895, when they located in Auburn. They 
moved to Garrett in 1915 to reside with a daughter, Mrs. E. J. Brown and fam- 
ily. Mr. and Mrs. Geisinger were married more than 67 years before his death 
Feb. 14, 1940. Mrs. Geisinger had resided in the home of Mrs. Miller in 
Auburn for the past year. 


Surviving besides Mrs. Brown are a son, Dr. Lewis N. Geisinger, of Auburn; 
one brother, Charles Koch, of two and a quarter miles southwest of Garrett; 
two sisters, Mrs. J. W. Morr and Mrs. Frank Johnson, both of Albion; three 
grandchildren and three great grandchildren.

John Koch was a farmer in occupation and the family resided on a farm north 
of St. Joe, Ind. until about 1905 when they moved into town. The Golden 
Wedding Anniversary in 1930 was attended by a large number of relatives and 
friends, taken to be an indication of their popularity in the community and 
with relatives. Their granddaughter, Mrs. Vera Rosenbury was named sole 
heir of the estate. 


An altercation occurred in 1921 between John Koch and his neighbor Abe Cul- 
bertson as a result of taking a cow to and from the pasture land which led 
to court action with the filing of charges and counter charges over the 
physical contact that took place. When finally resolved, a news article 
pointed out, "A noteworthy fact about the case is that both men are well up 
in years, being about sixty-six years old. They went to school together 
more than half a century ago and they are cousins by marriage." This rather 
minor incident is mentioned here only because it brings out an example of 
human shortcoming felt to be typical of mankind since the beginning of our 
existence.

Frances Matilda Koch, daughter of Solomon and Esther Shilling, was born near 
Spencerville in DeKalb County, September 13, 1858. She departed this life on 
February 19, 1932 at the age of 73 years, 3 months and 6 days.

A pioneer resident of Concord township, Reuben Koch, age 85, passed away at 
the DeKalb County Home, northwest of Auburn, at 1 o'clock Friday morning. 
He had been ill for a year and had been a patient at the infirmary for that 
period of time. 


He was born Dec. 26, 1857, on the old Koch homestead, one mile west of Say- 
lor's school house. He started farming and owned what is now the L. G. Fetters 
farm. He lived here many years, when he moved to Churubusco, where he lived 

20 years. On returning to DeKalb County, he bought a small farm one and a half 
miles north of Concord, which he owned at the time of his death. He was a 
farmer by occupation. 


Mr. Koch is survived by his widow, the former Mrs. Jane Cosper, of near Concord, 
mother of I. M. Cosper, of Auburn, and Paul Cosper, also of Auburn. A brother, 
Charles Koch, of Butler Center; and three sisters, Mrs. Frank Johnson, of near 
St. Joe, Mrs. John Moore (sic), of Albion and Mrs. Sarah Geisinger, of Garrett; 
and two grandchildren, Frank Moudy, of Ossian, and Lloyd Moudy, of Fort Wayne, 
also survive.

Mrs. Jane Elizabeth Koch, 90, a resident nearly all her life of DeKalb County 
died at 1 a.m. Saturday in the Igleside Home in Cleveland, Ohio. Death was 
attributed to senility. Mrs. Koch, wife of Reuben Koch, had resided at the 
Cleveland Home for six years, after the death of her husband. 


Mrs. Koch was born Feb. 2, 1858 in Wilmington township. Her first husband 
and the father of her three children, the late Frank Cosper, died about 40 
years ago. She married Mr. Koch, March 19, 1919. They lived on a farm north- 
west of St. Joe for many years. She was a member of the Church of Christ here. 
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Surviving are one son, Paul Cosper of Auburn, one daughter, Mrs. Mildred Veasey 
of Cleveland, Ohio; grandchildren, Dale Cosper of South Bend and Mrs. Thelma 
Carper of Auburn, and a brother Isaac McDaniel of east of Auburn.

News items appeared frequently in the St. Joe News reflecting the popularity of 
Wilson Koch (as he was commonly known) and wife Anna among members of the com- 
munity and their relatives. He often was referred to as "Will" and, on occasion, 
mistakenly as "William." 


Christiana P. (Anna) Timmerman Koch was a 7th generation descendant of the immi- 
grant ancestor, Johan Jacob Zimmerman, as traced by her grandson, Richard T. 
Koch, an avid and capable genealogist in pursuit of his forbears. The surname 
"Zimmerman" was altered to "Timmerman" by the 4th generation descendant, Henry 
Lawrence Zimmerman/Timmerman, for whatever reason now remains a mystery, and his 
descendants are all known by the modified surname. The sister and four brothers 
of Henry Lawrence Timmerman, however, continued to use the original family name 
as have their descendants.

An item in the St. Joe News dated December 1, 1921 stated, "On November 26 at 
the home of Walter Baker occurred the marriage of his mother Mrs. Anna Baker 
to Mr. Charles A. Adams of Mansfield, Ohio, Rev. C. 0. Johnson officiating. 
The newlyweds will make their home at Concord." It is not known whether this 
marriage failed or what circumstances resulted in later news articles always 
referring to her as "Anna Baker" and her second husband is not mentioned in 
her obituary. 


Reports indicated that her health began to fail in 1926 and in May, 1931 she 
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entered the hospital at Ann Arbor, Michigan where it was found necessary to 
amputate one leg. Her death in September of 1931 indicates that her afflic-— 
tion could not be remedied.

Henry Baker, the son of James and Barbara Baker, was born on a farm two miles 
northwest of Spencerville, DeKalb County, Indiana, Jan. 12, 1852. He was the 
fifth child of a family of nine children, consisting of six sons and three 
daughters. With his parents he moved from his birthplace northwest of Spencer- 
ville to the Baker farm, east of Concord, in the year 1869. He was married to 
Anna Koch, May 10, 1884, to which union two sons and one daughter were born; 
namely, Fred, Rayo Dell, and Walter. The oldest child, Fred, died when but six 
days old. 


Mr. Baker spent his life in Concord Township. For a number of years he followed 
the carpenter trade, but in the year 1888 he bought the general store at Concord, 
which business he conducted the remainder of his life. Only a few weeks ago he 
placed the more active affairs of the store in the hands of John Draggoo and Wal- 
ter Baker. For several months he had been in declining health and frequently 
said that "he was not long for this world." Two weeks ago, he with his compan- 
ion enjoyed a week's vacation at Lake Wawasee. He returned home June 19. On 
Thursday, June 24, he was taken sick with acute indigestion and pronounced dila- 
tion of the stomach. His condition rapidly became worse on Friday and as a last 
resort an effort was made for a surgical operation early Saturday morning, but 

he died on the way to the hospital at Ft. Wayne, near the Wm. Stevick home, two 
miles west of Cedarville, Allen County, Indiana, June 26, 1915, at the age of 63 
years, 5 months, and 14 days. His parents, one brother, three sisters and one 
son, previously mentioned, preceded him to the Great Beyond. He is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Anna Baker; one daughter Mrs. John Draggoo; one son, Walter Baker; 
three grandchildren, four brothers, Daniel W. Baker and William Baker of this 
neighborhood; Joseph Baker of St. Paul, Minn.; and John Baker, of Auburn, Ind.; 
and a large number of relatives and friends. 


No man in the Concord neighborhood will be missed more than Henry Baker. He 

had the esteem and confidence of those associated with him in business. Hon- 

esty in business transactions was the policy which he endeavored to practice. 
Hospitality was one of the admirable rules of his home-life. He had strong con- 
victions concerning politics, religion and social life which he freely expressed. 
A man of many good qualities which we admire, and a man with his faults which he 
freely confessed. He was ever ready to help the poor, the needy and the afflicted. 
He was loved by his family and highly respected by his friends. A kind father and 
a faithful companion will never be forgotten by those who knew and loved him best. 
Last Friday afternoon he expressed his desire for and appreciation of the prayers 
of the pastor of this church. May the Lord bless and comfort the bereaved. 


Funeral services were held from the Concord M. P. Church, Monday afternoon at 
1:00 o'clock, Rev. J. C. McCaslin officiating, assisted by Rev. Streitenberger, 
of Whitehouse, Ohio. E. R. Kinsey, funeral director. Interment in the River- 
side cemetery. 
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Anna Baker's passing was entirely unexpected and attributed to a heart attack 
rather than the disease that had brought on amputation of her leg some three 
months previously. She reportedly was active and ambitious to the last but she 
possibly had realized that her death might be sudden inasmuch as she had made 
all arrangements for her departure in every detail, and written out for her son 
to follow.

Anna Koch Baker was born in DeKalb County, near St. Joe, Indiana, March 14, 1861 
to Joseph and Mary Ann Koch, and departed this life September 29, 1931, aged 70 
years, 6 months and 15 days. Until her marriage to Henry Baker May 10, 1884 she 
lived three miles north of St. Joe on the Koch homestead. After her marriage 
she moved to Concord, where she lived until the death of her husband in 1915. 
She was the mother of three children, Fred, who died in infancy, Rayo Dell, wife 
of John Draggoo, of Reading, Michigan, and Walter J., of Spencerville, Indiana. 


She confessed Christ as her Savior, and was baptized in her youth, identifying 
herself with the Methodist Church at Concord, where she was an active and will- 
ing worker, striving ever to show herself approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed. As a friend and neighbor she was ever ready to share 
sorrow or joy, and it can truly be said of her that she rejoiced with those that 
did rejoice, and wept with those that wept. During the latter years of her 
life she lived in Fort Wayne, Indiana, leaving there, because of failing health, 
to make her home with her daughter in Reading, Michigan, at which latter home 
she was staying when the death angel came with her call, and she answered the 
summons "sustained and soothed by an unfaltering trust -- like one who wraps the 
drapery of his couch about him, and lies down to pleasant dreams."" She leaves 
to cherish her memory, her son, Walter, daughter, Rayo, ten grandchildren, three 
sisters, Mrs. Sarah Geisinger of Garrett, Mrs. Lilly Dell Johnson of St. Joe, 
and Mrs. Mandy Morr of Albion, three brothers, John, Reuben and Charley Koch all 
of St. Joe, eleven nieces and nephews and a host of other relatives and friends. 
She was of a family of ten children, two sisters and one brother having pre- 
ceded her in death.

Opal Joy Koch was born on December 18, 1895 on the J. D. Leighty farm north of 
St. Joe and died at the home of her parents in St. Joe, March 20, 1914, aged 

18 years, 3 months and 2 days. She moved with her parents from the farm to St. 
Joe the fall following her birth and has been a continual resident of St. Joe 
until her death. 


She received her education in the schools of St. Joe. Miss Jennie Dirrum being 
her first teacher, who recognized in Opal a bright and apt scholar and gave her 
parents many words of encouragement as to her future. She graduated at the age 
of fourteen from the Common School with Mr. John Reinoehl as teacher. Took her 
first year of High School work and commenced on second year when failing health 
compelled her to give up the work. This seemed to be her only real disappoint- 
ment in life. Having to give up school she then turned her efforts to music, 
with Edna Koch as first instructor and Chastine Johnson as second. In this line 
she was apt as most of you know from her service to the Sunday School for over 
two years as organist. But again her poor health prevented her finishing her 
studies which she was always anxious to do. 


She was engaged to become the wife of Roy Maxwell at an early date and found in 

his companionship comfort to the end. She leaves to mourn her departure the pros-— 
pective husband, father, mother, two brothers, three grandparents, and many near 
relatives and a host of friends. Her last illness was of about four weeks dura- 
tion which she met without a murmur. Parents and physicians exerted every effort 
with hope of her final recovery but her weak and frail constitution was not equal 
to the demands made upon it and she answered the call of her Creator to a home up 
higher Friday morning at 6:30. The funeral was from the Methodist Protestant 
church at 2 p.m. Sunday, conducted by Rev. J. C. McCaslin. Interment was at River- 
side cemetery. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Koch were prominent figures in the community life at St. Joe, 
Indiana and frequent news itmes in the St. Joe News mentioned their activities. 
For 47 years, they resided in the same house in St. Joe. For several years, he 
served on the town board and also was constable. In his early years, he operated 
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a business called "Koch's Place" and an ad in 1912 offered lunches with ice 
cream, soft drinks, cigars, tobacco, fresh fruits, candies, fine coated cookies, 
crackers, and some canned goods. He also owned and operated livery stables in 
St. Joe and Auburn. Trains were not available at many of the small towns in 
those days and Charley had a real "taxi service," making many trips taking 
people to and from various places. 


There is no doubt but that his primary business interest always centered on the 
buying and selling of horses, borne out in the following items from the St. Joe 
News: (April 1922) "Chas. Koch has handled just 40 head of horses during the 
winter months. He, with the aid of his son, Stanley of Grabill, have made a 
business of buying and selling or trading of horses, and have had some mighty 
nice ones at times. I think Charley would rather have a fine team of steppers 
than all the automobiles Henry Ford produces in a year. He takes pride in it." 
And later (March 1929): "Chas. Koch reports an excellent sale of horses for 
the past year, handling 108 head, and last week he bought and sold 8 head, which 
is quite a record for a small town. Charles is a good judge of horses and with 
his knowledge he is able to go out and purchase just what his customers want. 
He also reports the sale of 8 horses to one man." 


The reader may enjoy the news item appearing in 1936 which typifies the sort of 
reporting one might find only in a small town newspaper; "Chas. Koch tracked a 
rabbit last week from around his house to the pasture lot near his barn. He 
came upon the cottontail and as it circled around, Charley threw a club and 
killed it. That shows remarkable skill in throwing clubs. The little fellow 
was getting ready to sample the fruit trees." 


About 1942, Charles and Arline purchased a farm west of Butler Center where they 
remained the balance of their lives. Shortly after this move, the St. Joe News 
reported that Charles was a rather frequent visitor in §t. Joe and opined that; 
"Chas. didn't say but we think he gets homesick for St. Joe friends, the loafers 
bench downtown, and things in general here; so this is one way to overcome this 
dreaded malady." 


In 1943, Charles and Arline celebrated their Golden Wedding anniversary, featur- 
ing a family dinner followed by an open house period to welcome their many 
friends. 


In October, 1949 when Charles reached his 80th birthday, it was reported that, 
"despite his age, Mr. Koch remains active. A great lover of horses, he has five 
saddle horses and two shetland ponies on his farm. He also has three cows, does 
all his own chores and because of Mrs. Koch's being afflicted with arthritis he 
assists her with most of the housework. He does not wear glasses, as his eye- 
sight is excellent. He does not have a gray hair." At this time, Charles and 
his sister Amanda (Mrs. J. W. Morr) of Albion were the only survivors of a fam- 
ily of ten children born to their parents. 


Arline reportedly was related to Pierre and Marie Curie, the renowned husband 
and wife chemists and physicists.

Most references state that only three children were born to this family but there 
are indications they had two additional, a son named Ogden and a daughter named 
Evaline. However, substantuating details are missing. 


Dr. John W. Morr received his elementary education in the county schools of DeKalb 
County, from which he graduated in 1886, took a three-year's course in the Auburn 
(Ind.) high school, and then one year course in the Angola Normal School, after 
which, for one year, he engaged in the vocation of school teaching. He began to 
study medicine in 1889 under the tutorship of his uncle, Dr. Hull, of Hicksville, 
Ohio. In 1891 he matriculated at Fort Wayne Medical College, from which he grad- 
uated with first honors in surgery in 1894, taking a special course of one year 

in the latter branch of the profession. He first located for practice at Spencer- 
ville, Ind., remained one year, and in 1895 came to Albion, where his abilities met 


with flattering recognition and where he has established remunerative practice. Dr. 


Morr has also met with political favor and honor in Albion with the Democratic 
party. He is superintendent of the Albion Electric Light plant, city treasurer 
and chairman of the Noble county Democratic central committee serving in the last 
named capacity in 1900 during the campaign, with marked executive ability and re- 
covering from the opposing party many important and responsible positions. He 
enjoys the distinction of being the youngest man that ever filled this chairman- 
ship, as well as of being the youngest physician and surgeon in the county. 


January 1, 1890, Dr. Morr was united in marriage to Miss Amanda Koch, also a native 
of DeKalb County, and a daughter of Joseph Koch, who was born in Germany (sic). To 
this union have been born three children: Mary Blanche and Justin Wheeler, the 
former born on September 26, 1893, and the latter May 12, 1899; the eldest child, 
Grace, born March 7, 1891, died June 25, 1892. Mrs. Morr was highly educated at 
Augurn, Ind., and was employed as a teacher at the date of her marriage. Dr. Morr 
is a member of the Indiana State Medical Society, the Noble County Medical Society 
and the DeKalb County Society; he is also a member of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, Knights of Pythias, Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, and the Mod- 
ern Woodmen of America, and also of the ladies departments of each -- the Rebekahs, 
Rathbone Sisters, etc. The Doctor and his wife are members of the Evangelical 
Lutheran church, of which the Doctor is a member of the board of trustees. He has 
been very successful professionally and financially, and now owns several fine 
pieces of property in Albion, while the Koch family is equally fortunate at St. 
Joe, Ind. 
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The two preceding paragraphs are taken from Alvord's History of Noble County, 
Indiana by Samuel E. Alvord (1902). 


After having resided in Albion, Ind. about nine years, Dr. Morr in 1903 opened 
the New Hope Hospital and served as president and physician in charge until the 
hospital ceased to operate after a few years. It is reported that in 1906 Dr. 
Morr was a candidate for Congress. During the year 1930, Dr. Morr was named 
surgeon for the B. & 0. railroad. He was still actively practicing medicine 
as late as 1941. 


The following news item appeared in the St. Joe News ongOetopers4, 1905." It 
is presented here merely to report an incident indicative of the times that 
preceded the automobile as a principal means of conveyance: 


"Dr. J. W. Morr of Albion well known in this county had a serious 
runaway Sunday. In oiling his buggy he failed to get one of the 
burrs on the front axle properly and after driving a short dis- 
tance, the wheel came off letting the axle drop to the ground, 
throwing him out between the horse and the buggy. At the same 
time his wife, who was riding with hin, grabbed the baby and at- 
tempted to jump, but her dress caught throwing her to the ground. 
This threw the baby which rolled ten or fifteen feet but escaped 
unhurt. The mother had only slight bruises but the doctor was 
very badly bruised and the flesh torn in a number of places. The 
horse ran several rods and was stopped by bystanders." 


Many in older generations may recall that a "burr" was the common word used 
for a threaded part now popularly called a "nut." It is interesting to 
observe that a current Webster's dictionary no longer mentions the earlier 
application for a "burr."

From the History of DeKalb County, Indiana (1910) 

JOHN C. KOCH. 

Among the honorable and influential citizens of DeKalb county, Indiana, is the 
subject of this review, who has here maintained his home for many years, winning 
a definite success by means of the agricultural industry, to which he has devoted 
his attention during the years of an active business life. His career has been 
without shadow of wrong or suspicion of evil, and thus he has ever commanded the 
confidence and esteem of his fellow men. 


John C. Koch is a native of DeKalb county, Indiana, where he has spent his entire 
life. He was born on July 10, 1881, the son of Christian and Margaret R. (Shull) 
Koch, the former of whom also was born in DeKalb county. His gr. father, Gottlieb 
Koch, who was a native of Ohio, came to Indiana in an early day, settling on the 
farm now owned by the subject of this sketch, having entered the land from the 
government. To the clearing and improvement of this farm he devoted his early 
years and succeeded to a degree not fully appreciated by one who has never seen 

the land, for it is now numbered among the choice farms of this locality. The sub- 
ject's father followed farming during all his active years and was long numbered 
among the well known and influential citizens of this locality. He had two chil- 
dren, the subject of this sketch and an older sister, Gertrude, who became the 

wife of William Smith, of Allen county, this state. He owned one hundred and twenty 
acres of land and was numbered among the successful farmers of DeKalb county. 


The subject of this sketch attended the common schools of Spencer township during 
his youth and upon the completion of his education he took up the vocation of 
teaching, which he followed for five years. He then returned to the line of work 
to which he had been reared, that of agriculture, and has continuously followed 
this calling to the present time, operating, as before stated, the farm which his 
grandfather entered from the government. Mr. Koch carries on a diversified system 
of agriculture, raising all the crops common to this locality and also gives some 
attention to the raising of livestock, which he has found to be a valuable adjunct 
to successful farming. The comfortable and spacious residence, the commodious and 
well arranged barns, well kept fences and other up-to-date features about the 
place indicate that the owner is a man of good judgment and modern ideas, and in 
the operation of his farm he is not slow to adopt new plans and methods when their 
feasibility has been demonstrated by experience to be better than old ways. 


On October 19, 1901, Mr. Koch married Betty Webb, the daughter of John and Matilda 
(Getz) Webb, the former of whom was a native of Allen county, Indiana, where his 
forebears had been early settlers. The latter's parents came from Germany to this 
country, making their settlement in Allen county, where they were numbered among 
the solid and substantial citizens of their community. To Mr. and Mrs. Koch have 
been born three children: Otis, born in 1902; Virgil, born in 1905, and Marguer- 
ite, born in 1908. 


Politically, Mr. Koch is a staunch supporter of the Republican party, in the suc- 
cess of which he is actively interested. He is known to all who have formed his 


ri so2y= 


acquaintance to be’ a man of genuine worth and integrity, scrupulously honest 
in all his dealings with his fellow men, and he and his family are highly re- 
spected and have hosts of friends throughout the community where they live. 


At the Koch family reunion held in August, 1939, John C. Koch was chosen to 
be president for the following year. 


The St. Joe News reported on 23 OCT 1941, "Double Wedding Anniversary Ob- 
served;'"' the occasion being the fortieth anniversary of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Koch which coincided with the sixth wedding anniversary of their son Virgil 
and his wife, thus giving rise to the double celebration.

From the Opple-Koch record: 


Reuben Koch the oldest child of George and Hannah (Opple) Koch was just a small 
boy when his parents moved the family to Michigan. He was educated at the near- 
by Allen Creek School, a small one room building. Hannah had taught the chil- 
dren to speak German and when Reuben started school he could not speak English. 


At the age of twenty two he married a young girl of French nationality, Addie 
Belle Duprey. Altogether, they had seven children, 3 boys and 4 girls. Reuben 
had grown up working and helping his father on their farm. After his marriage, 
he took up general farming across the road and slightly east of his parents' 
homestead. During the early 1900's Reuben and his brothers helped their father 
build a large new home for Hannah. It was a large two story house with a wing 
to one side. After Reuben and Belle separated, the girls, Alice, Luella, and 
Flora lived with their mother and moved to Chicago. The boys stayed with their 
father. Belle later married a Mr. Lamphier. 
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Reuben was a small man with reddish hair and a hot temper which cooled quickly. 
When the boys grew a bit older, Reuben took them to the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan where he worked in the logging camps. They moved around there, living 
at various times in Singleton, Wetmore, Munising, Manistique and Limestone. 


Just after his 63rd birthday, Reuben was killed when he fell from a logging 
truck as logs rolled from the stack and the truck ran over him. He died in 
Marquette County Hospital. His body was brought back to Oceana County and he 
was buried in Colfax Cemetery, Colfax Township.

Frank Benjamin Koch was born in Newaygo County, Michigan and is the third son of 
George and Hannah (Opple) Koch. Shortly after he was born, his family purchased 
land in section 23 of Oceana County. The family spoke German as their first lang- 
uage in the home with the youngsters learning English as they grew older and went 
to school. He attended Allen Creek School. 


Frank shared the farm duties, learning as he grew the rudiments of farming. He 
helped his father in the fields and in the barn. While he was still single, he 
purchased his own farm from the C. A. Woodworth estate.. 


Frank was a small man, perhaps 5'6" or 7" and weighed about 140 lbs. He enjoyed 
some hunting and fishing in the woods and lakes nearby. In 1910, he married the 
lovely Elsie Dolph. They had one daughter and one son. Elsie shared her hus- 
band's work, spending time in the fields and garden. They raised cattle, hogs, 
corn and other grain. The farm was -mile east of this father's farm, contain- 


ing 120 acres. In 1941 or 1942, he purchased his first tractor. 


Frank was always busy, always working and smoked a pipe incessantly. After more 
than 50 years of farming, he and Elsie sold their farm in 1964 and moved to the 
village of Walkerville near their daughter Ruth. They are buried in Fairlawn Ceme- 
tery in Walkerville.

Ora George Koch, youngest child of George Koch and Hannah Opple was born on 
the family homestead and attended local schools. Colfax Township and Oceana 
County were notably rural with logging and farming being the main occupations 
at the turn of the century. Ora shared the work of the farm and enjoyed box- 
ing as a pastime. 


Ora taught school at Ruby Creek and while teaching met and married one of his 
students, Iva Nelson. They lived in Oceana County and had one son, Vernon. 
When they divorced, Vernon remained with his mother. Ora married again on 

16 JUL 1930 to Margaret Power Hanson of Norway, Michigan. 


Ora was a graduate of Ferris School of Business Administration. He led an 
active life, holding many different positions.

Henry Alfred Byroade has led a life devoted to the service of his country, having 
really experienced two distinguished careers; one in the Military and the other 
as a diplomat. In each field, his efforts have been recognized by his superiors 
at the top-most level as truly outstanding. A graduate of the Academy at West 
Point in 1937, he progressed steadily in rank until he was loaned to the State 
Department during early WWII where he eventually won a permanent place and held 

a number of ambassadorial assignments. Detailed accounts of his activities in 
these two fields are too lengthy to be reproduced here. However, it seems only 
fitting to include in its entirety his biography as taken from Government files, 
which follows. This was prepared about 1973 and is not up-dated. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF AMBASSADOR HENRY A. BYROADE 


Henry A. Byroade was born in Allen County, Indiana on July 24, 1913. He received 
a B.S. degree from the United States Military Academy at West Point in 1937 and a 
Master of Science degree in Engineering from Cornell University in 1941. His 
military career was a distinguished one in which he reached the rank of Brigadier 
General at age 32, the youngest in the history of the United States Army. His 
major assignments since that time have included the position of Director for Ger- 
man Affairs for the period 1949-52 in the Department of State; Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Near Eastern, South Asian and African Affairs from 1952 to 1955; 
Ambassador to Egypt, 1955-56; Ambassador to the Union of South Africa, 1956-59; 
Ambassador to Afghanistan, 1959-62; Chief Policy Advisor for the new Arms Control 
Disarmament Agency in Washington, D. C., 1962-63; Ambassador to the Union of Bur- 
ma, 1963-67; State Department Advisor to the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces in Washington, D. C. 1968-69; and Ambassador to the Phillippines, 1969- 
73. He is currently Ambassador to Pakistan, having been appointed by President 
Nixen in September 1973 and confirmed by the Senate in October 1973. 


After graduating from West Point, Byroade took his first tour of duty in the 
United States Army in Hawaii, followed by a postgraduate course at Cornell Uni- 
versity. He had returned from this assignment to help form the first Aviation 
Engineer regiment at Langely Field, Virginia when Pearl Harbor involved the 
United States directly in World War II. In less than a week he took an Aviation 
Engineer battalion to Mitchell Field, Long Island to start converting that base 
into a war-time facility. Very shortly thereafter he was summoned to Washington 
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to be told that he was to be part of a "Bomb Tokyo" mission which was to be 
organized as quickly as possible to hit Tokyo from the mainland of China. By- 
roade was told that he could pick any 14 men he desired from the Army at large, 
provided none of them out-ranked him. He was given an initial fund of $10 
million to do whatever necessary from an engineering point of view to facili- 
tate this mission. 


Organizational difficulties at the beginning of World War II were such that the 
mission, comprising B-17 bombers and DC-3 transports, did not reach Karachi un- 
til March 1942. Byroade helped strip the DC-3's so that their entire cargo was 
50-gal. gasoline drums piped into the wing tanks. There was at that time no 
field at Ascension Island and the DC-3's took 34 hours to reach West Africa 
from Natal in Brazil. About one-fourth of the force was lost, including sev- 
eral of the bombers. 


The Japanese advances on the mainland of China were such as to deny access to 
the planned area south of Shanghai to launch the strikes against Tokyo. The 
northern Philippines by that time was gone as well, and the mission was aband- 
oned, or at least indefinitely postponed. Byroade's original orders indicated 
that he should report to the senior aviation engineer in the China-Burma-India 
theater of operations, even though the drafters knew that even though he was 
only a Major, he was in fact the senior one in that branch in the theater. 
Byroade was doing odd jobs in the Karachi area wondering how to get more act- 
ively involved in the war when he was picked up by General Raymond A. Wheeler, 
who was in command of the services supply in the China-Burma-India theater. 

He was transferred away from the Air Force and put in command of Advance Sec- 
tion No. 2, Service of Supply, of the C-B-I theater and given an area which 
extended roughly from Calcutta to Darjeeling and across to the Burma border. 
His mission was to provide the logistics and airfields to start the "Hump" 

run to China. The war-time SOS organization combined all services for all 
branches and it was a very active assignment. By the time he left the Assam 
area the flow of lend-lease supplies to China, of which he was also in charge, 
had grown from nothing to about 25,000 tons a month. - 


Byroade was then assigned to take command of Advance Section No. 4 of the SOS, 
which consisted of roughly the eastern half of China. His primary mission 
there was to support the forward echelons of General Chennault's 14th Air 
Force. In this capacity Byroade supervised the construction of over 40 air- 
fields in Eastern China. While working in this capacity, the decision was 

made in Washington to resume the "Bomb Tokyo" mission, this time from the Chung- 
tu area of northern China. Contrary to previous practice, the U. S. Air Force 
was to be in charge of construction. Byroade was transferred back to the Air 
Force and he took a few other officers quietly to the Chungtu area and laid out 
plans for four huge airfields for the bombers and seven fighter fields for pro- 
tection. With the help of the Geneneralissimo a total of 596,000 laborers were 
drafted for the job. Ninety days after initiation of construction the first 
B-29 bombers arrived. 


After completing this assignment, Byroade returned to Kungming to be placed in 
charge of all U. S. construction in China, and specifically to be engineer of 
the 14th Air Force. He served in that capacity until returning to the United 
States in late 1944. He was assigned to the Operations Division of the General 
Staff in the Pentagon where he was Chief Policy Coordinator for things in the 
China-Burma-India theater of operations.

Shortly after the end of the war, President Truman asked General George C. 
Marshall to undertake a peace mission to China to try to prevent civil war from 
engulfing mainland China. Marshall selected Byroade to be his Chief of Staff 
and make all preparations for the mission. They arrived in Chungking in Decem- 
ber 1945 and were able to secure a peace agreement in 13 days of hard negotia- 
tions, with Chou En-lai representing the Communist side. That same night Mar- 
shall instructed Byroade to have the truce organization start functioning in 
Peking before the next day ran out. Byroade, in Marshall's name, took over 
what was left of the air transport of the China Military Theater Command, trans- 
ported both sides to Peking, took over two hotels and the Rockefeller FVMC hos- 
pital compound where he set up the headquarters. The first truce team got to 
the field the next morning, with the Communist side complaining bitterly that 
they were being pushed too fast. The organization was tripartite with the ex- 
ception of the position of Byroade. Tye top level consisted of a National 
Government four-star general, a Chinese Communist three-star general, and Mr. 
Walter Robinson who had the title of High Commissioner. Byroade was Chief of 
Staff to all three. 


Below Byroade was a large tripartite staff which eventually consisted of 46 

truce teams spread out across China north of the Yangtse, Manchuria and Mongolia. 
It was at this time that Byroade was promoted to the rank of Brigadier General. 
For a time considerable progress was made; sieges were lifted, medical supplies 
moved, etc. In the end of course the mission failed and its results were much 
publicized. Byroade himself caught typhoid as he was moving up through Manchuria 
about two days behind the Russian withdrawal. He was unable to continue his work 
and was evacuated to the United States. 


As a young general who had been so seriously ill, Byroade found the Army good to 
him and offered him any position within reason that he wanted in the post war 
Army. Still shaky from his illness, he decided to attend the first class of the 
Armed Forces Staff College in Norfolk, Virginia, even though as a general he al- 
ready had credit for the course. The process of recovering was a long one and 
Byroade credits much of his recovery to the fact that he spent most of his time 
rebuilding a Chris-Craft, rather than going to school. 


Upon graduation Byroade returned to Washington and again to the General Staff and 
was in charge of the Politcal-Military Section thereof that dealt with the Depart- 
ment of State and foreign governments on military matters. Much of Byroade's work 
in this assignment had to do with the administration of Occupied Areas. He became 
convinced in 1948 that it was time for the Pentagon to move out of its predomin- 
ant role and turn the administration of Occupied Areas over to the Department of 
State. He had great difficulty convincing General Marshall, who was then Secre- 
tary of State, to assume these responsibilities. Marshall had taken the view 

that the State Department was not organized to run this type of operation. By- 
roade persisted that State should so organize itself and Marshall finally reluct- 
antly agreed. 


Before the transfer could be carried out the Soviet Union started its famous Ber- 


lin Blockade, and this seemed no time to turn things back to civilian control. 
This turned into such a serious matter that Byroade had to practically abandon 
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all of his other duties and in effect became the Pentagon "leg man" around 
Washington as regards the blockade, maintaining liaison with the highest 
levels, and spending much of his time in tele-conferences with Frankfurt, 
Moscow and London. The late Charles E. Bohlen was the leg man for the State 
Department and they were practically inseparable during that period. 


Byroade holds the view that Berlin might have been lost if he and others had 
not had the experience of the "Hump" run behind them, which had reached the 
astounding amount of over 120,000 tons a month by war's end. This made the 
decision to supply Berlin by air much easier and helped convince superiors 
in Washington to undertake the effort, and the blockade was finally broken. 


Byroade thereafter renewed his efforts to get the State Department to take 
over the administration of Occupied Areas, but this time with Dean Acheson 
who was by then Secretary of State. The same reluctance, and for the same 
reasons, was encountered but Acheson finally agreed, just as Marshall had 
done earlier. Jack McCloy was picked as Civilian High Commissioner to re- 
place General Lucius Clay. On the same day McCloy took over in Germany, 
responsibility on the Washington end was transferred from the Pentagon to the 
State Department. Byroade heaved a sigh of relief over a decision that he 
thought highly necessary and important. What he did not realize was the Lact 
that a promise had been made by Secretary of the Army Kenneth Royal to Dean 
Acheson that Byroade would be transferred to the State Department to take 
charge of German and Austrian affairs. Byroade had not been consulted and 
was quite unhappy that the matter had been handled as it was. He protested 
to General Omar Bradley, the then Secretary of the Army, who finally had 
things changed to make Byroade the deputy with the loan period not to ex- 
ceed a year. Byroade eventually moved up however to be in charge of German 
affairs with the personal rank of Assistant Secretary, a post which he oc- 
cupied for three years. He had by this time become convinced that as an 
individual he could do more in his current position in the State Department 
than he could in the military in peace time. It was a constructive period 

in that Germany under the Marshall Plan was rebuilding itself. In this posi- 
tion Byroade worked as much on European affairs as he did on Germany as he 
took the view that there had to be a new effort at European Integration which 
would provide a framework to contain the new Germany. He was therefore in 
the forefront of all meetings having to do with organization in Europe. He 
drafted the first outline of a proposed European Defense Force, was active 

in promoting the Schuman Plan, the coal and steel community, and the begin- 
nings of NATO. He sponsored the idea of an Atlantic Community but the idea 
was at that time thought premature. 


At the end of those three years, Byroade had decided to return to the mili- 
tary with his first assignment as a student at the National War College. At 
that time, however, Dean Acheson conveyed to him President Truman's desire 
that he resign permanently from the military and accept the position of 
Assistant Secretary of State for the NEA area. Byroade delayed his decision 
for some weeks but finally assented. The NEA area at that time included all 
of Africa, the Middle East, and the sub-continent of South Asia. At’ that 
time this area had 87 percent of the problems before the United Nations. It 
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was a time of deep tension in North Africa, tensions in Egypt over the Suez base, 
the Arab-Israeli dispute with all its potential dangers, the oil crisis in Iran 
at the time of Mossadogh, tensions between India and China over Kashmir, etc. 
Byroade struggled with these and many other proglems down through Africa for a 
period of approximately three years prior to his assignment as Ambassador to 
Egypt. 


Byroade arrived in Eqypt one day before fighting erupted along the Israeli border. 
This was the beginning of a whole series of things that were to bring about funda- 
mental changes in the Middle East situation.» It was a time also in which Nasser 
blamed the U. S. of trying to split the Middle East in security matters with Muri 
Said of Iraq as our chosen instrument. This was not true but Nasser was very 
hard to convince. Byroade felt that in 1956 there was some chance of arriving 

at a Middle East settlement with the new leadership of Nasser. He worked val- 
iently at this, but as history shows, without success. Byroade was able to work 
well with Nasser, but relations between Washington and Cairo continuously wors- 
ened, giving Byroade many a headache. He was reassigned a couple of weeks before 
the first Suez War of 1956. 


Byroade then turned to positions more in line with normal diplomatic activity. 

He was Ambassador to the Union of South Africa for a couple of years and then to 
Afghanistan. During this tenure in the latter position relations between Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan deteriorated to the point where the border was closed and Afghani- 
stan was cut off from her outlet to the sea. It was a difficult time in which Af- 
shanistan's only natural outlet to the world was through the Soviet Union. Never- 
theless, he stayed there working on the problem until his reassignment to Washington 
where he accepted a policy position in the newly-formed Disarmament Agency. By- 
roade fretted in this capacity as he is by nature more of an activist who likes 

to work on current problems than long-range planning. He finally escaped and was 
made Ambassador to Burma where he served for about four years, establishing close 
personal relations with the shy and aloof General Ne Win. 


After the above assignment Byroade accept the position of Senior State Department 
official on the staff of the Industrial College of the Armed Forces in Washington 
which he thoroughly enjoyed as he had spent so many years of his life overseas. 
Following that assignment he was nominated by President Nixon to be Ambassador to 
the Philippines, a position which he again occupied for about four years. The 
position of American Ambassador to the Philippines is a rather unique one, growing 
out of the history of relations between our two countries. It is also quite an 
important one in that it is in effect a logistic support base for our mobile air 
force and naval units in the Western Pacific. The Mission in Manila is one of the 
largest in the world, again because it too is a support base for other missions 
and activities in the Pacific area. Manila is also the headquarters of American 
business enterprises which total well over one billion U. S. dollars. It was a 
very busy assignment, with Byroade enjoying his relations with the Philippinos 
from President Marcos on down. 


When Byroade left the Philippines, he was thinking of turning to private enter- 


prise, and particularly a position connected with off-shore oil development in 
the Southeast Asia area. President Nixon, however, asked that he stay in the 
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Service and become Ambassador to Pakistan. He was appointed to that position 
on September 10, 1973 by President Nixon, confirmed by the Senate on October 
12, and arrived in Islamabad to take his sixth Ambassadorial post on November 
2s Here he remained until Jimmy Carter became President, at which time By- 
roade left the Government service. He then served for two years in Saudi 
Arabia as vice president of the Northrop Corporation based in Los Angeles, 
California. 


Byroade (nicknamed Hank) has been an active outdoorsman and sportsman in spite 
of his busy career. He was on the West Point football and basketball teams, 
and was a member of its jumping team. While stationed in South Africa he ran 
his own big game safaris, making quick trips to Southern Sudan, Northern Rho- 
desia, Botswana and Southwest Africa. As a result he has an exceptionally 
good selection of big game trophies. He is also a "tinkerer" who seems to 
have an unusual fondness for rebuilding broken or ruined mechanical things 
back to their original condition. While Assistant Secretary of State he com- 
pletely rebuilt a very badly wrecked Lincoln Cosmopolitan. In Burma he spent 
much of his free time rebuilding an abandoned 1939 Rolls Royce Phantom III. 

He did it from the frame up, and the project took two and a half years. He 
later brought it to Washington and drove it to work for a period of about a 
year. While in charge of German Affairs, he got his relaxation out of a com 
plete rebuilding of an old Matthews-33 Cruiser. In Burma he built a sailboat. 
In Manila it was a ski boat and a couple of old motorcycles that attracted 
his attention. In Islamabad he is back with horses, joined this time by his 
eight year old daughter, Linda. In earlier years he spent much time on rifle 
teams and at two of his posts he organized such teams from members of the 
Embassy staffs. 


Ambassador Byroade's decorations include the Distinguished Service Medal, the 
Legion of Merit (with two oak leaf clusters), the Air Medal, and the Special 
Breast Order of the Yun Hua (3rd and 4th Class, China); and the Philippine 
Legion of Honor (the first ever given to a civilian). He also holds decora- 
tions from the Sultan of Morocco and Emperor Haile Selassi. 


Ambassador Byroade is married to Jitka Donda Henson, and they have a daughter, 
Linda Maria, age eight. Ambassador Byroade also has three grown sons by a 


prior marriage.
